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PREFACE 

Tfiere  needs  very  little  more  to  he 
faid  concerning  the  Reafon  why 
this  Work  was  undertaken  y  or 
why  thefe  particular  Emperors 
toere  pitched  upon  for  fuch  a  Defign^  than 
what  has  heen  faid  already  in  the  Dedica* 
tion.     Atfirji  no  more  was  intended^  than 
the  Lives  of  Marcus  and  CommosJus, 
and  of  Elagabalus  and  Alexander.     A 
'very  Bad  Prince  voho  immediately  fucceed^ 
ed  a  very  Good  one  \  and  a  mofl  Extraor-' 
Jinary  Prince^  who  came  after  one  of  the 
mofl  Profligate  of  Me:t ;  were  thought  the 
proper  eft  Inftances  to  fet  Virtue  and  Vice^ 
anj^  the  Confequences  of  them  both  in  a 
clear  and  a  full  Ught.    And  real  Exam^' 
pies,  if  fait  hf ally  Jet  forth,  have  a  great- 
er Influence  upon  t^  Minds  of  Men,  than 
any  feigned  Story ^  tho  never  fo  artificially 
related. 

But  as  the  Work  grew  up  under  my 
Hands ,  /  found  there  was  a  NeceJ/ity  of

Far  the  Maxims  of  Scverus 
tohich  were  careful^  purfued  hy  his  $mk  Ca^ 
xzc^X^^haJ in  truth  fuite  alter  d  the  whale 
Romatv  Government^  andky  making  it  en^ 
tirely  jUBHtafy^  badfnhjeSed  every  EmPe* 
rar  to  the  Hamars  rf  thofe  SotSers  that 
affirfifethimupi  which  fatal  Mifiake  in 
theVcMiva  ef  Sc?enjs  heing  the  Ruine 
of  AkxMdct  J  the  lafi  of  that  frimts 
family^  I  to  as  wiSing  ta  ffve  a  fuB  Vu0 
#f  the  Roman  Empire  under  that  whale 
hace ,  that  fa  the  Difadvantages  Alex* 
ander  lay  nnder^  might  the  more  eafily  he 
difcemed.  Befidesy  the  tJarrative  would 
not  have  been  fo  entire^  if  that  Interval 
ef  XXVI  Tears  had  been  omitted  in  tbt 
midfi  of  the  JFT^ory  ;  which  would  have 
taken  ^  from  the  Ufefulnefs  as  well  as  the 
Ple^are  offuch  a  Work.  However^  the 
Fa&s  are  notfo  minutely  reprefented  dw 
ring  that  Interval^  as  they  are  before  and 
afterwards. 

In  drawing  up  thefe  Lives^  the  Caufes 
and  Springs  of  every  Emperor's  Miioni 
are  as  faithfulfy  and  clearly  reprrfented^  as 
my  Memorials  soould  give  me  leave  ;  and

The  Reader  wiH^ndmofty  things  where* 
ho  jifr.  de  TiilemODt,  wito  has  written 
tke  Hifiories  ^  oBthefe  Eoiperoris,  and 
iMk  D'Ackr,  vAo  has  drawn  up  the  Life 
of  Marcus,  and  /  agree  t  Following  the 
fame  Anthers^  in  the  fame  Paths y^  if  war 
insfofihk  itfiouid  he  otherwife ;  efpecialfy 
«  V^  Afiwr/T  dc  Tillcmoiit,  who  fixes  the 
Time  of  every  A£iton  which  he  mentienSy 
mitb  great  jfjRunefs ;  and  whofe  Dffign 
led  him,  to  coJkH  M  that  he  could  find  in 
mty  Ancient  Author  y  that  any  ways  *re^ 
Lied  to  the  HSflory  of  thofe  Emperors* 
Bne  as  he  has  put  into  his  Hifiory  many 
tthingsv^h  were  not  to  mypurpofey  fo  he 
has  omitted  many  that  were ^  and  has  fre^^ 

quently 
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que^tfy  given  jbort  Hints  t^  fever al  mat* 
ters  which  my  Dejign  lei  me  to  explain  at 
fuU  length.  And  the  many  Tarticulan 
wherein  ideclare  againfi  his  Opinion^  wiS 
with  tmderftandtng  and  candid  Men  acquit 
me  of  copying  from  him* 

I  have  all  along  payd  a  great  Deference 
to  the  Authority  of  Medals,  in  iOuflra^ 
ting  the  Hifiory  of  every  Emperor^  and 
infixing  the  times  of  their  great  eft  ASti" 
ons.  That  is  a  Field  which  has  not  been 
fo  thoroughly  cultivated  as.  mofi  others  have 
ieen  ;  and  it  is  hut  lately  that  Learned 
Men  have  had  fuch  general  recourfe*  to 
thofe  undifputed  Monuments  of  Antiquity^ 
to  explain  many  things  which  the  Hiftori* 
ans  do  very  lamely  tell  us.  Till  great 
numbers  of  Medals  had  been  colleSed  and 
for  ted  by  skilful  and  able  Men  y  who  had 
made  it  the  bufinefs  ofjheir  Lives  to  il^^ 
lufirate  this  delightful  part  of  KnowlegOy 
it  waSy  comparatively  fpeakingy  but  of  lit'* 
tleufe:  Whereas  now  (as  the  excellent 
Monf  Spanlicim  has  at  large  demonftra* 
ted^  in  his  admirable  Book  of  the  Excels 
Icncy  and  Ule  of  Medals  ,  and  in  his 
Third  Letter  to  Monf  Morelli ,  at  th& 
,end  of  his  Specimen  Rei  Nummarias  ) 
there  isfcarce  any  part  of  Antiquity^  that 
*I  earned  Men  do  not  explain  at  every  turn 
by  Ancient  Medals.    .  One 
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One  Ufe ,  //  there  were  no  other ,  of 
MedaJs,  is  fufficient  to  recommend  them  to 
the  Curious^  whfch  zf ,  That  from  them  ive 
have  the  true  Piilnres  of  the  ferfons  of 
ail  thofe  Princes  whp  formerly  made  fo 
great  a  Figure  in  the  World.  This  Piece 
of  Entertainment  I  have  endeavoured  to 
give  the  Public^  in  thofe  Tables  of  Me- 
dals which  are  prefixed  to  this  Work.  They 
are  chiefly  taken  from  theColle£lions  of  An- 
geloniy  Morelli,  and  Vaillant,  who  are 
jnflly  efleemed  amongfl  the  greatefl  and 
mqft  ski^l  Antiquaries  of  this  lafl  Age. 
And  Mr.  Grihclin  the  Engraver^  ivho  has 
copied  them  from  the  Originals-^  has  per- 
formed his  part  with  fo  much  Skill  and 
Fidelity,  /i^/  //  loiSie  no  difficult  mat- 
ter from  thefe  Medals  to  form  a  'd/flinSi 
and  a  jujl  Idea  of  the  Perfons  of  all  thofe 
Princes  and  Princeffes  who  have  any  /hare 
in  the  enfuing  Hiflory. 

Whereever  any  Sums  of  Money  are  men* . 
tionedy  as  of  Scfterces,  Deniares,  Aorei, 
or  the  like ,  /  have  reduced  them  fo  our 
way^s  of  reckonings  that  fo  the  Donations 
or  Expenfes  of  every  Prince  might  he  the 
letter  comprehended.  The  Standard  I  have 
followed  has  heen  Sevenpence  halfpenny 
as  an  Equivalent  to  a  Denarius  ;  that  is 
the  »Mre;^  Englifti  Sum  that  can  he  af- 

figncd. 
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figned^  and  it  being  fim€thikgjbort0f  the 
trM  value  cf  a  Denarius,  there  can  he 
no  deceit  as  to  the  Htfimy^  i^  any  cf  the 
Redu&icns  that  are  made  threnghont  the 
Work.  For  the  defign  cf  thrfe  KcduAions 
ieing  rather  to  /hew  that  ib  much  Money 
was  at  fuch  ^  time,  and  for  fuch  ft  reafon 
laid  out  iy  fuch  an  Emperor ,  than  that  no 
more ;  this  ejuaify  appears  when  the  De* 
narius  is  nearly  exprefi  by  a  Sum  who/e 
Falue  is  exaSly  known »  as  when  a  jufi 
Equivalent  is  produced. 

In  my  St  He  I  have  ^ndeavoured  to  be 
as  plain  and  clear  as  Ipofthly  could.  Af^ 
fetation  of  Eloquence  becomes  Hijiorythe 
leafi  cfany  things  efpeciaHy  fuch  a  Hifion 
as  thiSf  which  like  Mafaic  Work  mujl  te 
made  up  and  interwovon  with  the  Thoughts 
and  Sentences  cf  other  Mcn^  and  where 
to  add  tOy  or  diminifi  from  ones  Authors^ 
m^  be  of  iU  confequence.

The  Authority  of  this  Medal  juftifies  me 
in  calling  this  Emperor  Sevems  Alexander^

They 
would  have  been  overlookt  had  they 
been  common  $  at  lead  we  fhould  have 
bad  Irequent  Examples  of  hke  Care  in 
Tutors^  and  like  Proficiency  in  Scho- 
lars ,  in  the  Lives  of  other  great  Men 
of  Antiquity.    But  indeed  the  Severi- 
ty's which  Marcus  thus  early  impoled 
upon  himfeif,  were  then  the  Admirati- 
on of  the  world.  His  Mother  had  much  c«pir.  in 
ado  to  get  him  but  to  cover  the  Bed  on  M^rco. 
which  be  lay,  with  Skins :  This  was  a  ^^'  *• 
piece  of  Luxury  his  beloved   Stoics 
di&pproved  of  in  their  exad  Profei- 
fors  :  And  Marcuf  thought  it  below  him 
to  be  afrayd  of  any  corporal  Severity's ,  • 
which  he  apprehended  were  ncceuary 
CO  keep  his  Body  in  a  due  Subjedion 
tp  that  ruling  Faculty^  from  which  alOne 
we  ought  to  be  called  rational  Beings, 
f.  ly.  Thcfe  extraordinary  Indicati- 
ons of  a  great  and  a  good  Man,  were 

•not 
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A.C.  not  loft  upon  the  world:  It  was  Marcus's 
1*38^  and  Mankinds  Felicity,  that  he  was 
y'VVi  brought  up  for  the  firft  18  Years  of  his 
Life  under  the  Emperor  Hadrian  ^  a 
Prince  ^  that  knew  how  to  value 
iLearning  and  Worth  whereever  he 
found  them.  A  Prince  who  made  it  his 
Bufinefs  to  infpe(9:  every  Province  of  his 
Empire^  and  to  redrefs  their  Grievances 
himfclf  in  Perfon ;  and  who  feems  to 
have  had  this  excellent  piece  of  Vanity, 
that  he  was  refolved  to  leave  hisEmpite 
in  fuch  Hands  as  might  make  his  Me- 
mory as  dear  after  his  Death,  as  his 
Perfon  generally  was  whileft  he  lived. 

S.16.  I  am  aware  that  there  are  fe- 
veral  paflages  in  the  Life'  of  Hadrian^ 
which  are  very  liable  to  ccnfure.  His 
pafTionate  Fondnefs  for  his  Favorite* 
Antinousy  which  he  carry'd  fo  far  as  to 
get  him  deify *d  after  his  Death,  fliew'd 
a  very  great  and  criminal  weaknefs.

peach.  i3ut  the  Flaw  in  his  Title  at 
firft  did  in  fome  meafure  excufe  his  ta- 
king off  thofe  4  Senators  who  were  pi»t 

to 
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to  Death  in  the  beginning  of  his  Reign,    A.t. 
who  perhaps  every  one  defired  the  Em-     138. 
pire  for  himfclf.    And  the  long  Indifpo- 
fition,  of  which  he  dy'^,  with  his  de- 
laying to  nominate  a  Succeflbr  aimoft 
to  the  laft,  after  the  Death  of  Cejonius 
OnmnfiJuSy  did  naturally  give  ambitious 
Men  a  handle  to  form  Intrigues,  and 
attempt  for  themfelves.     The  few  Se- 
nators whom  Hadrian  would  have  put 
to  Death  when  himfelf  lay  a  dying, 
were  popular  'Men  j  and  that  ^railed  an 
Odium  againft  him  at  that  time.    But 
Princes  are  alway's  jealous  of  thdr 
Power,  and  the  mote  fo,  wiien  thro 
Age  and  Fceblenei^  they^  are  confdous 
to  themfelves  that  their  Reputation  be* 
gins  to  leilen  amongft  their  Su^ec^s. 
New  dio  nothing  can  wipe  oft  the 
ftain  of  Cruelty,  yet  in  Hadrian  thefc 
confiderattons  ought  to  make  the  Me- 
mory of  the  Adopter  of  Marcus  to  be 
very  gently  treated  by  Pofterity,     For 
if  we  fet  a/ide  thcfe  few  Inftances  of 
Severity  in  the  beginning  and  end  of 
his  Government,  he  was  in  mod  other 
rcfpeds  a  Bleffing  to  the  Roman  Em- 
pire for  XX  Years  together. 

The  Perfon  Vfhom  Hadrian 
fcem's   firft  to  have  pitched  upon  td

1.38,    Marcus.  Whether  his  Father  Annius  f^<?- 

^-oro  rus^  or  his  Grandfather,  were  particu- 
lar Favorites  of  Hadrians^  do's  not 
appear  at  this  diAance :  Tho  his  Grand* 
father  feem  s  to  have  been  a  Favorite, 
by  his  being  made  thrice  ConfuL  (c.) 
It  is  certain  that  they  were  related  to 
him ;  and  tliat  was  the  Reafon  that

\  1 8.  The  Reafon  why  Marcus  feem's 
to  have  been  defigned  by  Hadrian 
for  the  Empire ,  antecedently  to  the 
Adoption  of  Z,«  Commodus^  is,  becaufe 
X.  C^mmodus  was  not  adopted  by  Ha^ 
drian  till  his  decHning  Year  s,  when  he 
perceived  Commodus  to  be  io  unhealthy, 
that  he  mud  foon  make  way  for  ano- 
ther :  And  when  he  found  that  J(L.  Cont" 
modus  dy'd  before  him,  he  pitched  (f) 
upon  /.  Arrius  Antoninus^  Uncle  in  Law 
to  Marcus ,  and  obliged  him,  tho  a 
hpalthy  Man ,  and  in  the  flrengtli  of

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his  Age,  and  perhaps  a  Father  of  Sons    A.C. 
himfelf  Qg  \  to  adopt  M.  Annius  Verus^    138. 
whom  in  all  probability  he  would  have  ^•'Or^ 
obliged  X.  Comtnodus  likewife  to  have 
adopted,  if  he  had lived'niuch longer: 
And  tho  he  took  the  Son  of  L.  Com^ 
modus  into  the  .Imperial  Family,  yet  he 
gave  the  precedence  to  Marcus  (h)y  be- 
caufe  he  was  more  nearly  related  to 
himfelf. 

§.  19.  Befides,  the  Honours  con- 
ferred xx^on  Marcus  hy  Hadrian  in  his 
Infancy,  iiitd'^d  particular  Care  that 
EmperoY  took  of  his  Education,  doe 
(hew  that  he  was  even  then  defigned 
for  the  Empire.     At  fix  Years  old  he  ^  c.  127. 
was  made  one  of  the  Equifes  of  Romej  *-0^ 
at  eight  he  was  made  one  of  the  Priefts  Sirco!*^ 
of  Mars.  In  this  Office,  whileft  a  Child,  cip.  4.' 
he  was  chief  Prefident  of  the  College ;  ^c,  129. 
and  without  a  Promter  or  a  Guide,  he 
officiated  himfelf,  having  perfedlly  ma- 
ftcr'd  whatfoevct  was  neceffary  for  that 
Biifinefs. 

iT.  io.'  Marcus  s  Tutors  in  Phllofophy 
were  not  fewer  than  thofe  he  had  for- 
merly in  Grammar  and  Rhetoric  We 
have  the  Names  preferved  of  Junius 
Ruflicus^  Sextus  of  Charonea^  Grandlbn 
to  the  famous  Plutarchy  Cinna  CatuluSy

cuous. 

Jf.xi.  The  way  of  teaching  which 
thefe  Philofophers  us'd  "Was  chiefly  by 
Difcourle,  They  ufually  rah  thro  the 
whole  Syftem  of  moral  Virtues ,  efpe- 
daily  thofe  Duty's  which  were  mod 
proper  for  their  Pupils  to  underftand 
and  pradlile.  The  Art  of  Government 
was  what  this  young  Prince  chiefly 
flood  in  need  of;  and  the  Event  Ihew'd 
that  their  Inflrudions  were  not  lofl; 
upon  him. 

S*  ^^•  Towards  the  latter  end  of  his 
Life,  M.  Antoninus  drew  up  a  Body  of 
Meditations ,  and  MifceSaneous  Thoughts 
concerning  himfelf^  with  the  Obfervati- 
ons  which  he  had  made,  or  his  Ma- 
tters had  fuggefted  to  him.  Thefe  Me- 
Jitations^  which  are  ftill  extant,  he  de- 
figned  in  all  probability  for  the  ufe  of 
his  Son  Commodus.  The  Reafon  for 
which  they  are  taken  notice  of  here, 
is,  that  in  the  beginning  of  that  Work 
he  recollects  what  he  chiefly  learnt  of 
aj[l  his  Teachers ,   that  ftuck  moft  by 

him, 
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laixn^  and  for  which  he  thought  him-    A.  C 
fclf  the  mofl  obliged  to  them.    Now    13S. 
we  cannot  have  a  jufter  Idea  of  thefe  ^>nr^^

S^^l-  We  are  told  by  Marcus^  that  lib.  1.  $7. 
Rujlicus  firft  made  him  lenTible  that  his 
Mind  truly  flood  in  need  of  luftrudtion 
and  Amendment :  That  thofe  Study's 
which  young  Men  were  then  fo  fond 
of,  fuch  as  Logic  and  Rhetoric^  the 
JCnack  of  declaiming  and  Jiffuting  public- 
ly upon  all  Quettions  that  fhould  be 
offered ,  were  not  Accomplifliments  to 
reft  upon ,  or  to  value  ones  felf  by 
v^hen  attained :  He  taught  him  never 
to  affed  that  Philofophit  Aufterity, 
which  his  way  of  Living  might  betrays 
him  to :  That  an  eaiy  way  of  writing 
Letters  would  be  of  great  ufc  to  him : 
That  he  fhould  early  learn  to  bear  with 
and  forgive  thofe  that  vext  and  diflurb- 
cd  him ;  efpecially  whenfbever  they 
acknowleged  their  fault :  That  a  fuper- 
ficial  Knowlege  of  any  thing  did  more 
harm  than  good :  And  that  great  Talk- 
ers fliould  always  be  miflruftcd.

138.  felf^  fliews  that  he  minded  and  cook 
Care  to  pra:^fe  what  they  fayd.  But 
when  we  confider  that  he  had  a  Dome- 
ftical  Teacher  beyond  all  thofe  PhUo- 
fophers,  who  pradifed  more  than  ever 
they  taught ,  we  muft  not  wonder  at 
any  thing  which  he  ihould  afterwards 
arrive  at,  Antoninus  PiuSj  who  adopt- 
ed him  by  Hadrians  Order,  was  with- 
out ail  controveriy  one  of  the  moft  ex- 
traordinary Governors  that  any  People 
was  ever  bleft  with.  His  Wife  Fauflina 
was  Aunt  to  Marcus^  which  probably 
was  the  chief  Realbn  of  Antoninus^s 
Adoption  by  Hadrian ,  that  Marcus's 
Youth  might  be  tlvoughly  formed,  be- 
fore he  was  intruded  with  ib  vaft  a 
Powen 

Jf •  3  3 .  If  this  was  Hadrian's  motive 
in  adopting  Antoninus^  he  was  not  de- 
ceived in  his  aim  :  If  it  was  chiefly  to 
ilicw  his  Concern  for  the  People  of 
Rome^  that  was  yet  a  nobler  End,  and 
Worthy  of  fo  grfeat  a  Prince.  Thofe 
who  confider  what  a  CharaAer  Anto* 
ninus  has ,  left  behind  him,  will  eafily

He 
was  not  fupcrftitious^  ncu:  ever  did  any 
thing  out  of  an  Afred:ation  of  Popular 
rity:  but  was  dill  vigilant  and  firm, 
and  an  enemy  to  all  new-fangled  Inno* 
vations.    Thofe  Conveniency^s  of  Life 
which  his  Station  alway  s  adminiflxed 
in  great  Plenty,  he  ufed  without  Vani- 
ty ,  enjoying  them  when  tliey  were  at 
hand,  without  fliewing  any  regret  for 
them  when  they  could  not  be  had.  He 
was  learned  without  Pedantry ;  a  tho« 
roughly  fettled  Man ,  who  knew  how 
to  command  himfelf  and  other  Men. 
He  honoured  thofe  tliat  were  Philofo- 
phers  indeed,,  without  upbraiding  thofe 
that  were  not.  In  Converiation  he  was 
eafy  and  plealant,  yet  never  to  a  £iiulr. 
He  took  care  of  himfelf,  without  dif- 
covering  a  fondnefs  for  Life :  Neither 
nice^  nor  negligent:  Managing himielf

Province  of  the  Empire  was  govcm'd 
with  as  great  Exadnefs,  as  if  he  bad 
infpeiftcd  it  all  himfelf.    To  any  Man 
that  refleds  upon  the  Extent  of  the  ]R^ 
Man  ^.mpire  when  Antaninm  govern'd 
it,  this  cannot  but  feem  very  amazing. 
It  plainly  lhew*s  what  Method  and  Re- 
folutio|i  can  efied.    Hadrian  had  fct 
the  whole  Bufmefs  of  that  vaft  Empire 
in  as  cxad  Order,  as  any  private  Man 
do's  his  domeftic  Concerns.    To  do 
this,  he  vifited  every  Province  himielf, 
and  heard  and  redrefl:  all  their  Grie-i^ 
vances  in  Perfon.  Tho  thofe  Progrefles 
were  very  burthenfome  for  the  time, 
yet  they  made  Antoninus's  part  much 
the  eafier.    But  it  is  impoflible  for  all 
that,  that  Antoninus  ihould  have  go* 
verned  the  Empire  as  he  did,  if  he  bad 
not  been  a  great  Man  himfelf.    When 
one  confiders  the  multipkcity  of  Offi* 
cers  rcquifite  for  the  management  of  fo 
great  a  Body ;  the  diflance  of  mod:  of 
the  Provinces  from  Court ;  the  expence 
and  trouble  of  fending  SoUicitof s  thi- 
ther 
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ther  in  cafes  of  Ccmplaiiit ;  the  innu-    ^.C# 
merabie  opportunities  which  corrupt     1-^%. 
Magiftrates    muft  unavoidably  meet  c 
witb,  of  <^preiiing  the  People  at  a  di- 
ftance^  aadof  ftifling  any  Accufations 
before  they  could  reach  the  Ear's  of. 
the  Prince;  the  difierent  Interefts  of 
the  feverai  Provinces,  and  many  times 
of  difierent  City's  in  the  fame  Province ; 
the  numberlefs  Grievances  of  fuch  di- 
nded  Nations,  which  muft  all  be  le- 
dreft  by  one  fingle  Perfon  j   with  a 
World  of  other  difficulty's,  of  which. 
we  at  this  diftance  of  time  can  have  no 
fort  of  Notion:  When,  1  fay,  all  thefe 
things  are  confider'd,  fo  Still  a  Govern- 
meoc  incrcafes  our  Admiration.  Twen- 
ty three .  Year's  makes  a  confiderable^ 
mare  in  the  Lives  of  the  generality  of 
Mankind.    What  diflurbances ,  what 
confufions  have  we  not  feen,  in  much 
lefe  time  ?  Yet  thus  long  did  this  Ex- 
cdlent  Emperor  keep  that  mighty  Frame 
together  in  fo  great  Tranquility ,  that 
ail  his  Subjeds  efteem'd  him  as  their 
cofbmon  Father.    Some  Rifmgs  indeed  , 
there  were,  but  they  were  foon  fup- 
pteft,  and  the  memory  of  them  in  ge- 
neral is  but  juft  preferved.    Whilft  fo 
many  Kings  and  Emperors  have  beea 
• ;.  *  applaud** 
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A.C.    applauded  for  putting  the  World  into  a 
j"3^.    Flame,  it  would  be  a  Reproach  to  Hu- 
c-^V^-'  man  Nature,  if  fudi  Princes  as  Antih- 
if/;f/<^  Ihould  not  meet  with  a  more  than 
ordinary  Commendation  from  Poftcri- 
ty.   There  are  two  things  which  Sub- 
jeds  wifh  for  from  theit^  Governors, 
Peace  at  home,    and  Security  frorrt 
Enemy's  abroad;  and  tKe  latter  too 
dnely  in  Or^er  to   fecure  the  firft*^ 
^  Which  of  thefe  is  hardeft  to  be  procu- 
red, is  uncertayn:  The  Reigns  of  Ah^ 
toninus  and  his  Son  Marcus^  are  emi- 
nent Patterns  of  both.    If  the  latter  be 
the  more  difficult ,  then  Marcuses  Cha- 
rader  will  ihine  the  brighteft ;  if  the 
former,    then   Antoninus s.    It  would  , 
lead  me  too  much  out  of  the  way,  to 
offer  at  deciding  this  Queftion  j  and 
befides,  both  thefe  Princes  were  in  their 
feveral  way's  fo  very  extraordinary, 
that  no  great  things  that  can  be  fayd 
ofoneof  them,  will  everbd  look'd  up* 
on  as  a  diminution  to  the  Reputation 
of  the  other. 

§.  36.  As  Antvnhus^s  Subjeds  had 
Reafon  to  think  tliemlelves  happy  un- 
der his  Government ,  fo  to  their  Ho- 
nour it  muft  be  confeft  that  they  didfo. 
ilis  Succeflbrs  for  a  coafidcrable  timo

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took  his  Ifame ,  with  more  fatisfadipn  A.  C^ 
than  that  of  Cafiir  or  Augtfflus:  And  13  81 
fioching  Ids  than  the  infamous  Vices 
of  ElagahaluSy  who  was  the  laft  Empe- 
ror that  affeAed  it^  made  it  be  layd 
afidc.  The  Romans  reverenced  him  as 
another  Uima ;  and  neighbouring  Prin*  q^^ 
ces  payd  him  fo  great  Rdfped,  that  they  Pio.Vri  3. 
fubmitted  their  private  Differences  to  ^^^  ^  ^• 
bis  Arbitratione  Under  him  it  was 
that  ManM  finifhed  that  Education 
which  was  begun  under  Hadrian^  and 
which  enabled  him  to  do  thofe  great 
Things  which  (hall  be  related  hereafter.

Many  of  the  Philofo- 
phers of  that  Age  were  noted  for  Co-      | 
vetoufnefs  and  Pride,  and  Lucian  who 
makes  a  jcft  of  every  thing  that  is  in  Demo- 
ierious^,  in  Demonax^s  Life  brings  in  naflc. 
that  Philofopher  laughing  at  this  A^ 
foUoniiis  and  his  Argonauts  ^^  (/)  when 
he  went  with   a   confiderable  Train 
to  Rome^  upon  his  being  fent  for  by 
Antoninus  :  Capitolinus  tells  an  odd  Sto- 
ry of  him,  whiph  if  true,  will  give  us 
a  much  greater  Idea  of  thefe  Emperors 
Antoninus  and  Marcus^  than  of  this  Phi- 
lofopher, to  whom  they  paid  fo  gtcat 
a  Refpcd.    When  ApoSonius  was  come 
to  Romcy  the  Emperor  fent  for  him  to 
ahe  Palace,  to  inftrudi  young  Marcus  c^p.  in 
there:  Ifo^  fay's  our  Philofopher,  the  Pio.cip.

He  heaped  all  the  Ho- 
nours  upon  Marcus  in  his  younger 
Year's,  which  he  thought  Marcus  was 
poflibly  capable  of.  He  taught  thei^o* 
mans  to  look  upon  this  young  Prince 
as  his  SuccefTor ;  and  hocook  care  alio 
to  have  the  Education  of  him  com* 
pleated,  which  was  begun  under  Ha^ 
drian  \  that  he  might  be  every  way  a 
Bleifing  to  that  great  People.

147.    Tins  took  Marcus  into  the  Government^

§.ix.  After  chi$,  we  find  nothing 
remarkable  of  M*  AureliuSj  ciil  Antoni" 
nus'%  Death.  Marcus  feem's  never  cf 
his  own  accord  to  havp  interpofed  in 
the  Government  whileft  his  Father  li- 
ved ;  tho  by  his  Father^s  appointment 
and  the  Senates  conient,  he  was  iqveft- 
ed  in  moft  particulars  widb  the  Su- 
preme Power.  But  nothing  of  all  this 
exalted  him :  Be  was  ftili  exa<f^iy  obfer* 
^^  .^  .  yznioiAntoninus :  And  in  all  the  XXIII 
M?ra>!'*  Years  of  Antoninus^  Reign  ^  he  was  but 
c^p.  7-  two  Nights  away  from  him  out  of  the 
Palace,  and  that  too  at  different  times. 
$.  I  a.  It  was  no  wonder  then  that 
rliey  lived  t(^ether  with  the  grcateO: 
Friendfliip.  Antoninus  s  Love  encrea* 
fed,  the  longer  they  lived  together,^ 
towards  Marcus^  who  was  now  doubly 
his  Son  by  Adoption  and  by  Marris^e. 
When  he  was  a  dying,  the  good  old 
Emperor  folenmly  recommended  to  him 
the  Republic  and  his  Daughter,  and  or- 
dered the  Statue  of  fortune ,  which  as 
a  Pledge  of  the  Public  Felicity  was  al-

The  Year 
after  his  Quasftorjhip^  he  was  made  Con- 
ful  with  Sextilius  Lateranus ;  and  fome 
Years  after  tliat,  with  his  Brother  Mar- 
cus :  But  ftill  he  aded  bnely  as  a  Mi- 
jiiftcr  under  his  Father,  whileft  he  exe- 
cuted thcfe  Offices,'  neithk  had  he  any 
Title  but  the  Son  if  Auguftus  given  him.

$.  3.  This  Affiimtion  was  a  new  thing 
ia  the  Roman  State :  For  he  was  inveft* 
td  with  foil  Power,  equall  with  Marcus 
in  Title  and  Dignity.  Several  Emperors 
had  taken  Partners  before,  to  whom 
they  had  given  the  Trihunitial  Power 
within  the  City ,  and  the  Proconfular, 
Pomtr  without ;  and  who  for  that  Rea- 
fon xxKk  the  Title  of  Imf  orator  in  their 
public  Money's  and  Inlcriptions ;  and 
yec  thofc  Men  onely  had  the  Title  of 
CrJ4r,  and  fbmetimes  not  that.  Tibe- 
fin  was  invefted  with  this  trihunitial 
wd  Proconfular  Poiver^  as  inferior  Col- 
league of  the  Empire ,  by  Auguftus , 
diree  Year's  at  leaft  before  his  £>eath, 
ts  aj^pear's  by  liis  Coyns  iliU  exftant. 
After  the  Julian  Family  was  extinct  in 
^tro^  Cafar  from  the  Cognomen  of  a  Fa« 
milycame  to  be  the  Title  of  thofe 
whom  the  Emperors  took  into  this  in? 

P  3  ferior 
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A*  C  fehor  Parcner(hip,  and  of  any  other  di 
x6i.   jchdf  Children  whom  they  defigoed  to 
fucceed  them.

Marcus 
on  the  other  hand  i^ill  pok  care  filent* 
ly  to  redreis  bis  Mifcarriages;  feemed 
CO  diilemble  the  Knowlege  of  his 
Faults  i  and  chofe  to  fend  him  abroad 
upon  Forreign  Expeditions,  as  much 
and  as  far  as  he  could  out  of  the  way, 
chat  fo  Employment  might  take  his 
Mjiid  off  bis  Del^uchery  >,  and  that 
he  iniglit  keep  up  his  Authority  with 
the  People,  whileft  he  committed  no 
Excefles  in  their  fight.

Tills,  with  the  Lofle$  which 
the  Rinnans  liad  fuChtined  in  Armenia 
and  Syria^  where  the  Lieutenants  were 
killed,  and  the  Legions  cut  o^  whieh 
tnade  Armenia  revolt,  and  Syria  be  ready 
to  rile  upon  the  Romans^  was  enough 
to  have  rowzed  f^erus^  and  haften'd  hini 
away  into  the  Eaji:  Yet  inftead  of 
tlut,  he  went  flowly  thro  Greece  and 
C«p.iiiVe»  the  Leffer  Afia ,  dancing,  and  fealUng^ 
to.  c.  6.  and  revelling  at  Corintby  at  Athens^  and 
in  every  other  City  upon  the  Road, 
where  he  could  meet  wich  fuitable  Ac-* 
commodation.  When  he  arrived  in  «Sy- 
riay  he  left  the  whole  Burthen^ of  the 
War  to  his  Generals,  fpendingtheSumT 
♦  mers  moftly  at  Da^bne^  and  the  Win*  . 
ters  at  Laodiceaj  in  all  the  Luxury  that 
that  effeminate  Countrey  could  afford. 
Thus  he  fpent  fome  Years  in  the  £^,

$•  10.  In  Armenia^  StMtius  Frifcus    ^.(7^ 
was  his  Generd.    He  ended  that  War    j^/ 
in  164.  by  taking  Artaxata  the  Capital  ix^y^sj 
Ci^  of  the  Armmans ,  and  fetting  a 
King  over  them.    For  thefe  things  Fe^ 
m  afiiimed  the  Title  of  Ameniacus^ 
afid  petitioned  the  Senate  that  thej' 
would  coitfer  it  likewife  upon  his  Bro^ 
th^  Marcus.    The  Perfian  War  was  ma- 
naged by  AviJius  CafftMSy  and  Marcifis 
Verus.

He  would  often 
fpeod  whole  Nights  in  gsuning ;  and  in 
imitation  of  CaUgulds  and  Zero's  Ex-  ^jpinVe- 
cedes,  would  ramble  in  the  dark  thro  ro.  cap  4. 
the  Streets,  frequenting  infamous  Hou- 
fes,  quarrelling  with  inferior  Fellow's, 
aad  dkiembling  bis  QuaHty :  So  that

WMS  was  the  Place  where  theie  Races 
were  performed ;  and  on  thefe  occafi* 
ens  y ,  People  of  ail  Ranlcs ,  from  tbck

§.  zo.  Sicknefs  and  Dread  togecber 
noade  the  Preparations  for  this  War 
very  formal.  The  old  Si^rftitious 
Rices  paid  to  their  Gods  were  all  re« 
peated :  Banquets  were  let  before  the 
Images  of  the  Gods  in  their  Temples 
for  ieven  Day's  together :  Solemn  Pro* 
ceffions  were  made  thro  the  Town, 
and  even  the  Rites  of  Jfis  were  renew-t 
ed,  which  had  been  forbidden  ever 
fince  the  Time  of  Aitgufius.  At  lafl 
both  Emperors  went  together  ;  and  in 
the  Year  168  I  find  Medals  ftamped  co 
Fortune ,  to  pray  for  their  Return  ; 
which  certainly  (hew's  that  they  went 
then  upon  this  Expedition.  Verus 
would  willingly  have  ftayd  behind  , 
but  Marcui  was  6xt  upon  taking  him

greater  grievance  to  the  Roman  Fron- 
tiers. Accordingly  they  releafcd  13000 
of  their  Prifoners  prefcntly,  promifing 
to  redore  the  reft  in  a  ihort  time,  and 
delivered  up  the  Deferters  that  had 
gone  over  to  their  Camp.  They  defi- 
red  a  Free  Trade,  but  that  Marcus  was 
not  willing  to  grant,  becaufe  it  might 
be  a  means  to  give  the  Marcomanifi  qp- 
portunity  to  fall  upon  the  Rortlanszt 
unawares. 

g.  xy.  After  this  defeat,  thofe  that 
did  not  fubriiit  went  home  again  as  fad 
as  they  could.  Lucius ,  who  fighed 
after  the  Pleafures  of  Jtaly ,  was  for 
letting  them  alone,  being  fatisfy'd  with 
the  Submiflions  of  thofe  who  were 
cortc  in  already  ;  But  Marcus  was  for 
pufliing  on  his  Blow ;  telling  him.  That 
this  fear  of  the  Barbarians  was  but  pre- 
tended ,  and  that  they  retreated  oncly 
to  come  on  again  the  ftronger,  when 
they  ihould  find  an  opportunity.

Eafti  obUged  them  to  remove  to  Rome^  C'^v^vj 
that  was  then  clear :  But  as  they  were 
upon  the  Road,  Ferus  died  of  an  Apo* 
plexy,  as  he  was  fitting  with  his  Bro- 
ther in  his  Chariot ,  between  Coficordia 
and  Altinumy  in  the  latter  End  of  the 
Year    169,  in  the  IX^  Year  of  his 
Reign,  and  the  3  8^^  Year  of  his  Age  j 
after  he  and  Marcus  had  been  the  Sixth 
time  proclaimed  Emperprs  for  their  C^r- 
man  Vidlory. 

f.xi.  This  fuddain  Death  of  Vcrus^ 
with  the  Diflimilitude  of  Manners  be- 
tween him  and  his  Brother  Marcus^  gave 
occafion  to  various  Rumors  about  his 
I>eath.  It  is  certain  that  his  continual 
Exco&s  were  extreamly  unealy  to  this 
Excellent  Prihce,  who  diflembled  them 
as  well  as  he  could.  Upon  his  return  Capit.in. 
from  the  Eafl^  Verus  grew  more  open  Vera  c.<. 
in  his  Debauches  than  formerly;  and 
Whatfoever  Refped  he  payd  to  Marcus 
ia  other  matters,  in  thefe  things  he  was 
UQgovernable.  He  built  a  ViUa  upo(i 
the  Clodian  Wy  ,  where  he  and  his 
Companions  >would  be  frequently  re- 
velUng  Night  and  Day  for  a  long  time 
together.    Once  he  invited  Marcus  thi-  ibidem.

§.  xj.  Tho  all  thefe  things  did  cxr 
ceedingly  grieve  Marcus j  yet  one  can- 
not fulped:  him  to  have  been  capable 
of  doing  fo  horrible  a  thing ,  as  ch^ 
tnaking  ufe  of  indired  means  to  be  rid 
pf  his  Brother  l^erus.  Some  Adions 
no  Man  can  commit,'  whilefl  he  hasf 
any  fehfe  of  Humanity  left.  Affiiflina-  ' 
tions  and  Poyfonings  come  undet  thi$ 
Head.  Should  a  finall  part  of  thofc 
Story's  which  are  told  of  Fatf/lina  be 
true,  they  would  afford  greater  Inftam* 
ces  of  Marcus's  Patience,  than  any  Ir- 
regularity's of  his  Brother  Ferus*  Should 
file  have  fuffered  by  common  Fame,  as 
there  is  Reafon  to  think  Ihe  has,  yet 
his  Daughter  Lucilla  is  excufed  by  none, 
and  Marcus  bore  with  Jier^  and  took 

care 
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care  of  her   after  her  Husband  was    A.  C 
dead.    And  noching  occurs  more  fre-     169. 
quently  in  Marcus  s  Me^ttations^  than   ^-'^'V^^j 
his  Advices  to  every  Man  to  look  after 
his  own  Condud:  firft ;  and  when  that 
is  done,  not  to  fhew  too  great  a  Con- 
cern, when  we  cannot  corrc(3:  the  Vi- 
ces of  other  Men. 

§.  26^  Thofe  therefore  that  acquit 
Marcus  of  his  Brother- /^ritf's  death  ^ 
lay  it  upon  his  Wife  LuciBa :  She  was 
jealous,  fome  lay,  of  her  own  Mother  ; 
Mhers,  more  likely,  of  his  Sifter  iRj- 
tia ,  with  whom  Verus  lived  with  a 
very  criminal  FamiUarity  for  a  great 
while.  This  was  wliat  LuciSa  could  id.inVc- 
not  bear,  and  therefore  is  fayd  to  have  'o-  <^-  »^- 
poyfon'd  him  out  of  the  way.  Be  this 
as  it  will ,  his  Death  was  a  Blefting  to 
the  Reman  Empire ,  which  wanted  a  , 
Man  of  Marcus  s  Vigilance  and  Vir- 
tues to  fijpport  it.  During  the  whole 
Remainder  of  his  Reign,  it  was  almoft 
continually  molefted  with  thofe  barba- 
rous Nations ;  which  often  eroding  the 
Danuie  in  Hungary-  and  Aufiria  in  incre- 
dible Numbers,  would  under  any  other 
EmpercMT  than  Marcus^  have  put  the 
Empire  into  ^Imoft  infuperable  Di- 
ftreflcsf.

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g.  X.  After  Virus's  death ,  the  Go*    A.  C. 
vernmcoc  was  much  (teadiet  than  it  had    1 70. 
been  formerly  :  Every  thing  now  look-  ^-oro 
ed  one  way  ;  and  what  little  refp^te 
Marcus  hacl  at  home ,  was  all  fpent  in 
redrefling  thofe  Abu&s,  and  removing 
thofe  Corruptions  which  lo' licentious 
a  Court  as  Verus'^  had  introduced: 
There  was  not  indeed  very  much  to  do^ 
becaufe  the  rigid  Virtue  of  Marcus  %  \ 
which  no  illExampb  could  ever  corrupt^ 
kept  things  in  tolerable  Order  before  ; 
and  that  too  the  more  eafily,  becaufe 
Verus  having  an  Averfion  to  Bufinefs, 
left  the  whole  Adminiftratipn  to  his 
Brother. 

§.  3*  Before  her  Year  of  Mourning 
was  out^  Marcus  married  his  Daughter 
LuciBay  yerus^s  Widow,  to  Claujius "^WnMn- 
Pmpeianusy  an  Old  Man,  of  no  great  ^'  ^  ^<'' 
Family,  originally  of  Antiochj  the  Son 
of  a  Knight  of  Rome.  This  Match  Im* 
cilia  dic^  by  no  means  approve  of;  but 
Marcus^  who  knew  his  Daughter  bed, 
was  refolved  to  difpofe  of  her  to  a 
grave,  fober  Man,  wlfo  could. better 
govern  her,  tlian  one  that  was  younger. 
Tmpeianuss  Fidelity,  and  Capacity  for 
Bafioefs,  had  ^een  already  ihewn  in  the 
German  War  j  where  he,  and  Pertinax^

170.    gotten  great  Advantages  over  tlie  bar- 

i>y^^  barous  Nations  that  inhabited  thofc

Son  Verus  Cafar ,  a  Child  of  Seven 
Years  of  Age,  at  his  ViUa  at  Pnsenefiey 
of  a  Wen  under  his  Ear ,  which  upoii 
its  being  cut  of!  killed  him.  To  ihew 
his  Philolbphy,  Marcus  mourned  foif 
young  Veriffimus  C  as  Herpiian  calls 
nim  )  but  five  day's-,  and  even  during 
that  Interval ,  if  defired ,  he  attended 
to  Public  Bufmefs.  The  Child  happened 
to  die  during  the  Feftivals  to  Jupiter^ 
fo  he  ordera  they  ihould  not  be  put 
off;  onely  commanded  Statues  to  be 
crefted  to  his  Memory ;  and  his  Image 
of  Gold  Q  3  to  be  carried  about  in 
the  Pomp  of  'the  Circenfes  ;  and  his

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Knot  of  Aegyptian  Banditti^  who  were     A-  C 
cdiXtd  BhcoU^  ox  Cow-Keepers y  ought,  I     i7i, 
think,  to  be  referred,    Thefe  Rogues,  J^T^^^"^ 
headed  by  one  IJidore^  a  bold  daring  p/J'J^;^'* 
Fellow ,  went  in  Womens  Clothes,  as  C  D. 
the  Wives  of  theie  Cow-Keepers^  to  the 
Roman  Officer  then  refiding  in  Aegyptj 
under  pretence  of  paying  him  Ibme  Du« 
ty  which  he  was  appointed  to  colled. 
The  Officer  fufpeding  nothing,  was 
killed  as  he  was  going  to  tiiem  :    A 
Companion  of  his  was  alfo  cut  in  pie* 
ces,  and  iacrificed  by  thcfc  Villains, 
who  {wore  to  one  another  upon  his  En* 
tnuls,  and  afterwards  eat  them  up. 
I^Jore  their  Leader  was  a  fit  Man  for 
fuch  a  DefigQ,  who  therefore  inmiedi* 
ately  getting  a  great  number  of  relblute 
AegyptioMS  together ,  fell  upon  the  Ro^ 
mans  that  were  in  the  Country  ,  and 
cut  moft.  of  them  off.    This  Rifing 
grew  fo  terrible,  that  Cajfius  was  fent 
for  out  of  Syriu  to  fi}ppreis  it ;  who 
came  jail  as  the  Rebels  were  going  to 
icizc  upon  Alexandriay  and  fo  preferved 
it.'  They  were  too  numerous  and  too 
defperate  to  be  fet  upon  openly ;  fo 
that  Caffitts  was  obliged  to  wait  his  op- 
portumty ,  which  by  dividing  them 
among  themfelyes,  h^  foon  found ;  for

§.  6.  But  thefe  were  inconfiderable 
things ,  in  comparifon  of  the  Iccond 
German  War,  which  broke  out  within 
a  Year  after  Veruss  Death.  The  Vi* 
ifiories  obtained  againft  tlie  Manomant 
and  Qjuadi  already^  had  oneiy  enraged 
the  other  Barbarous  Nations  that  lived 
thereabouts ;  io  that  now  all  the  Inha* 
Capic  ia  bitancs  of  the  Borders,  from  the  Rhine 
M itco.  |.Q  j.jjg  Euicine  Sea ,  made  an  Irruption 
in  a  joint  Body  into  the  Empire.  This 
was  a  lore  Afflidion  to  Marcus^  who 
had  neither  Men  nor  Money  fufficieni: 
for  Cuch  a  War.  The  former  Expediti- 
ons had  fo  harafled  the  Troops  and  Le* 
gions  upon  the  Danuhey  tliat  they  need* 
ed  great  Recruits* .  The  Plague,  which 
was  not  yet  quite  extind  in  Italy ,  had 
likewife  confumed  mod  of  thofe  Legi- 
ons  wliich  brought  it  with  them  out  of 
the  Eafi.  The  Public  Stock  was  well 
near  exhaufted  by  fVrw's  Prodigality, 
and  by  the  former  German  Wars,  fmce 
nothing  was  to  be  gotten  in  them  but 
Blow's,  tho  the  Romans  were  never  fo 
vidorious.  Thele  iihings  therefore  all 
at  one  time  lay  very  heavily  *  upon 

Mar- 
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Marcus  j  who  yet  found  way^s  happily     A.C 
to  rid  himfelf  of  all  thefe  difficulties.       171. 
g.  7.  He  filled  his  Legions  by  arming  ^--or^J 
of  Slaves    and  Gladiators^  whom  he  ibid.c  sk 
found  to  be  ftrong  and  fit  for  Service* 
This,  according  to  the  Roman  Notions, 
was  very  diihonourable,  and  never  to 
be  done  but  in  cafes  of  extreme  necef- 
fity.     And  therefore  from  the  time  of 
thefecond  Punic  War,  when  the  Ro^ 
wans  fought  for  Life,  not  Glory,  with 
Hannibal^  the  terribleft  Enemy  they 
ever  had,  this  had  never  been  pradiled 
till  now.    By  their  Conftitutions  hone 
could  be  Legionary  Sdldiers,  but  Ci* 
tizens  of  Rme  ;  This  kept  up  the  Re* 
putation  of  their  Standing  Forces , 
whileft  every  private  Soldier  pleafed 
himfeif,  that  the  Glory  of  his  Coun- 
trey,  in  which  he  had  an  fntereft,  was 
the  thing  he  fought  for. 

J'.  8.  But  now  again  Neceffity  taught 
them  another  Leiloh  :  They  were  to 
fight  againft  fuch  fort  of  People  as  thofe 
who  under  the  Name  of  Cimhri  had 
once  taken  Rome  itfelf ,  and  threatned 
it  fevcral  times  afterwards  ;  and  who^ 
being  weary  of  their  barren  Habitati- 
ons, were  refolved  to  try  what  they 
could  get  in  the  Roman  Territories.

He  lifted  alfo  fome  BanJittioi 
Dalmatia  and  Dardania ,  who  were  dc- 
firous  to  take  this  occafion  of  obtain^ 
ing  an  honorable  Pardon  for  their  iou 
tner  Villany's :  Thus  he  got  together  a 
very  powerful  Army.  He  found  means 
alio*  to  divide  the  Gertnans  amongft 
themfel  ves,  which  made  his  work  much 
the^eafier. 

g.  9.  Still  Money  was  wanting  to 
fubfift  his  Soldiers.  This  to  Marcus  was 
a  greater  di£Bculty  than  the  other.  He 
was  alway's  very  render  of  the  public 
Money,  and  very  unwiHing  to  opprels 
the  People :  If  he  was  munificent  oni 
.  cuftomary  occafions,  yet  he  was  never  * 
t)iai.7i.  profufe.  Formerly  fome  Legions  ha-

The  Plate  alfo,  andFur*  Aur.Vi- 
niture  of  all  the  Imperial  Houfes  and  ^^^  <"  £-

and  Gofet,  were,  as  it  will  eafily  be 
imag^le4,  extreamly  rich.  Of  the  va- 
luableft  of  thefe  things  ,  Marcus  made 
a  public  Sale,  wliich  laded  for   two 
Months  tc^etlier;  and  with  theMo* 
ney  which  was  thus  brought  in,  he 
carried  on  the  War  without  much  Di&  ^ 
*    ficulty.    To  make  this  Sale  the  eafier, 
Marcus  publiih'd  an  Edid,  That  Sena- 
toes  and  Perlbns  of  Quality  might  ufc 
the  fame  Furniture,  and  make  the  fame 
Eot^cainments   with    the    Emperors 
diemfelves,  which  had  been  before  for-* 
W.    Thus  thofe  could  find  Money 
for  their  Vanity ,  who  would  perhaps 
have  thttight  themfelves  aggrieved,  if

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A^C     they  had    been   compelled  to  havc( 
lyi.     brought  in  the  fame  Sum^  for  the  de- 
V/-Y^  fc^c^  of  the  Public*  Afterwards,  when 
the  Neccffity  was  over,  Marcus  pub- 
liftit  a  Proclamation,  That  he  would 
take  back  again  ,  at  the  Price  they 
bought  them,  what  Jewels  or  Plate  he 
bad  fold  before ;  to  let  the  Buyers  un-* 
derftand  he  had  onely  pawned  the  pub- 
«    lie  dead  Treafure  ia  a  Time  of  Necel^ 
fity,  which  now  he  was  defirous  to  re- 
deem:  But  yet  he  forced  no  Body  $ 
and  tho  he  was  pleafed  when  any  thing 
was  returned,  he  Was  not  uneafy  to 
thofe  who  kept  what  they  had  bought*  .

Other  Heathen  Writers,  par- 
ticularly CfpitoliMHS  J  Themifiius ,  and 
Cibii^if/alcribe  it  to  the  Praiers  of 
Marcus  himielf ;    and  Themifiius  puts 
chat  Prayer  kito  his  mouth  I  mentioned 
above ,  That  he  dejired  Life  far  himfeif 
mdhis  Armyy  hecomfe  he  had  never  mrong-- 
faOjf  taken  away  the  Life  of  any  Man.

TertuUian  appeals 
to  thefe  Letters  within  a  few  Years  a& 
ter,  in  a  (blemn  Apology  in  behalf  of 
fChfiftianky ;  which  he  durft  not  iiave 
done  y  had  not  the  diing  been  pallr 
difpute.    The  Additions  which  h^vc 
jbeoi  made  to  this  Story  in  After- Ages^ 
as  they  want  lufficient  Authority  to  re^ 
jpommend  tbemfelves  to  x)ur  bdief ,  fii» 
they  do  no  prgudice  to  the  Hiftory 
Iticlf.

The  Emperor  defigned  at  firft 
entirely  to  have  fubdued  them ,  and 
have  reduced  all  thoie  Countries  into 
Capir.  in    formal  Provinces,  if  Cafms  Rebellion, 
Marco.     >vhich  was  already  broken  out,  had  not

he  could.    Marcus  therefore  came  to 
Terms  with  thofe  People,  which  tht> 
his  Circuniftances  compelled  him  to, 
yet  were  very  honourable.

dtfiance  from  the  Dannie^  double  to  p  ^^9. 
chat  which  he  had  before  afljgned  to  ^'  ^ 
die>  Maramumni.    After   he  had   thus 
fettled  the  Empire  on  this  fide,  he  went 
back  into  Italy  ^  in  order  to  go  into 
die  Eafi^  in  purfuit  of  Avidius  Caffins.

ous;  then  again  he  would,  defpife  ail 
the  Forms  of  their  Public  Worfliip  i 
Sometimes  he  would  drink  hard,  and 
otherwhiles  be  very  abftemious :  Luxu- 
rious, and  yet  endure  Fatigues :  ExaA- 
iy  adweriog  the  Gharader  which  the 
Ancients  gave  of  Catiline «  to  whom 
ibmetimes  he  would  compare  himfelf^ 
f.  3.  With  thefe  EHTpofitions  he  ap* 
ply'd  himfelf  to  a  Milinry  l:ife ,  in 
which  he  afFeded  the  ancient  Severity 
of  Diicipline ,  whith  was  fo  eminent 
in  the  Times  of  the  Republic.  He  al- 
way 's  kept  his  Soldiers  fttidily  to  thdr 
1. 1'  Duty :  Bsokc  them  of  their  warm 
Bathes ,  luxurious  Treats  ,  and  thofe 

'    Soft- 
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Softneflles^  which  chey  had  contrad^d    A.C. 
m  their  Eafy  Quarters  ;  viewed  his     lyj. 
Mens  Arms  conftancly  once  a  Week ;  ^-^ors^ 
ezercifed  them  as  often ;  kept  them  to  ibid.  c.  6. 
dieir  old  Camp  Diet,  and  ftillemploy'd 
cfaem  in  Peace  as  well  as  War.    But  to 
being  his  Men  to  this,  he  would  (tick 
at  no  A6ts  of  Barbarity.  He  w.ould  cru* 
cify  a  Soldier  for  taking  a  little  incon* 
fiderabie  thing  by  force  from  the  Coun- 
tcey  People*    He  would  cut  off'  the  ibid.  e.  4. 
ibiids  and  Legs  of  Defertors ;  often 
£iying ,  that  a  miferable  Criminal  is  a 
mott  terrible  Example  than  an  execu- 
ted One.    Oiice  when  hfe  ierved  upon^ 
the  Dmnhe  in  Fiuss  time,  fome  Ajaxi- 
Mary's  in  his  Army ,  headed  by  their 
Centurions,  fell  upon  a  Body  of  the 
Sarmatians  of  3000  Men,  and  routed 
them ,  bringing  back  abundance  of 
Booty;  and  when  thefe  Centurions 
expeded  to  have  been  rewai^ded  for 
di^eriii^  fo  ftrong  a  Party  of  the  Ene* 
my,  whileft  die  Superior  Officers  who 
wwld  have  commanded  them ,  were 
dther  negligent  of  afrayd,  he  cruci- 
yd  ev^y  Man  of  them  for  fighting 
wirhout  Orders ;  alledging  ^hat  they 
might  have  fallen  into  an  Ambufcade, 
and  fo  have  brought  a  Difgrace  upon

175.     fed  a  Mutiny  among  the  Soldiers ,  he 

^-OTv-^  went  out  to  them,  with  nothing 

but  his  iieid  Coat,  and  bid  them}?ri^ 
him  if  they  durfi ,  that  they  might  Jhi 
themfelves  to  he  Villains^  as  well  as  MeM 
that  had  lojl  all  Military  DifcipUne.  The 
Rcibluiion  which  he  fliew'd  upon  this 
Qccaiion  flopt  the  Mutiny,  aad  {truck 
\  fuch  a  Terror  into  the  Enemy's,  that 

they  immediately  fucd  for  Peace,  being 
as  much  afrayd  of  fuch  a  General ,.  a$ 
his  own  Soldiers  were.

$.  4.  Tho  there  was  much  Brutality 
ia  thefe  Adtions ,  yet  the  times  which 
Cafius  fell  into ,  made  fuch  Severity's 
in  fome  meafure  excufable,  and  him  ne* 
ceflary.  The  Parthian  War  lay  very 
heavy  upon  Marcus  and  yerus  ar  their 
firft  coming  to  the  Empire.  The  5yr/- 
an  Army  was  totally  corrupted :  No 
Man  was  efleemed  able  to  reftore  them 
but  Avidius  Caffius :  Him  therefore Mar-^ 
CMS  fent  into  his  own  Countrey,  to  bring 
thofe  undiiciplined  Legions  once  mp^^ 
into  Order,  which  had  fo  long  liea 
neglected  ;  and  by  the  Methods  which 
he  ufed,  he  foon  compail:  it.  He  ca« 
ihier'd  every  Soldier  that  was  leen  in 
Pafhne.    He  turned  all  the  old  Infti^u- 

ments 
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ments  of  Luxury  out  of  the  Camp,    A.  G 
and  made  his  Men  concent  themfelves     175-; 
with  their  ancient  Food,  Bacon,  dry  ^>v>o 
Bread  ,  and  Vinegar ,  which  was  the  jy^^  ^  ^ 
fettled  Allowance  to  the  Roman  Soldi- 
crs  wh^n  they  were  in  the  Field.    By 
foch  fort  of  Methods  as  thefe  he  foon 
brought  the  Eaftern  Legions  into  exad; 
Order ,  and  then  marched  with  them 
into  Parthiuy  where  in  a  few  Years  that 
great  War  was  concluded  very  much 
to  the  Remans  Honour. 

S*  y*  Caffius  having  met  with  fuch  a 
long  Series  of  good  Fortune ,  began 
now  to  think  of  fetting  up  for  himfclf. 
Marcus  was  bufied  upon  the  Danube  in 
a  long  and  toilfome  War  with  the  Qua* 
1//,  the  Jazyges  ,  and  other  barbarous 
Nations  thereabouts.  CommoJus  was  a 
Child,  and  of  fmall  Hopes.  Caffius 
had  a  plaufible  Plea  of  reftoring  the 
Public  Liberty,  having  as  a  Defcendant 
of  .old  L.  Caffius^  a  fort  of  hereditary  y^,  q,j|^ 
Hatred  to  Monarchy ;  which,  to  cover  initio: 
his  own  Ambition,  he  pretended  could 
not  Be  deftroy'd,  but  oy  a  new  Empe- 
ror who  fliould  pull  down  the  "old  one. 
S.  6.  But  tho  his  Defigns  wece  not 
lipe  enough  for  Execution  till  now,

Bponto  {lir  from  their  Duty.  But  after- 
Wacds  Mareim  Vems  b<ing  fettled  in 

Qafpa- 
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Cappadocia  at  a  grett  diftance  from 
tiochj  Verus  dead,  and  Marcus  a  long 
way  off  upon  the  DantAe^  he  relblved 
oot  to  delay  his  Relblution  any  lon-» 
ger.    He  b^n  as  Rebels  alway  s  do, 
with  biackning  the  former  Reign:  Mar^ 
cuss  Lenity  afforded  him  large  Topic^s 
IbJd-c.i3.  of  Inve<ftive.    *  The  Common* Wealth, 
y^yV  he  in  a  Letter  to  his  Scn-in^Law^ 
'  is  ruined  by  thefe  oppreffing  and  co^* 
vetous    Minifters.     Marcus ,  honeft 
Man/  connives  at  Men  whole  Morale 
he  detefts ,  that  he  may  defer v^  the 
Tide  of  Merciful.    The  Cdffii  ^  the 
Catos  are  dead,  the  ancient  Difcipikie 
is  loA,   and  which  is  worfe,   none 
looks  out  to  fee  how  we  may  retrieve 
it.     Marcus  fpends  his  Time  in  difpu-

S^^^AsCaffiui  was  going  towards/?^7i»^^ 
he  gave  out  that  Marcus  was  dead^ 
and  he  fliew^d  a  leeming  Tendernefs  in 
all  his  Declarations  for  Marcus  s  Memo^ 
ly.  From  what  one  may  coUe(9:  froqfi  lh,  -,  ^ 
Dion  Caffius  it  feems  to  havc^^ecn  belie-  sio.  E. 
ved  in.the£^,  that  Fauft'ma  called  in 
Cafiust  That  (he  miilruiUng  her  Son 
might  not  be  able  to  fupport  himfelf  if 
Marcus  fliould  die  y  and  fearing  (lie 
might  Jcfe  her  Rank  if  a  Stranger 
fhould  feizc  lipoa  the  Empire,  had  un- 
derhand agree'd  with  Caffiusy  that  he 

•  ihoald  Hleckfare  himfelf  Emperor  aflbon 
as  he  fhould  hear  that  Marcus  was 
dead  (  and  that  thereupon  he  ro(e  upr  n  . 

*  a  falfe  Rumor,  which  w^  the  mere 
leadily  believed,  becaufe  it  was  known 
that  Marcus  had  been  long  indifpofcd* 
So  chat  Caffius  did  not  feem  to  fet  up  fot 
IttmfiElf  as  an  Ufurper ,  but  pretended 
n>  have  the  Defignacion  of  the  Panno* 
nim  Legions  CO  authorize  what  he  did, 
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A.C.    whilcft  they,  backed  by  Foit/thia^ 
175.    ferving  uxtder  JUarcus^  whawas  among 
^>y"^  them  in  Perfon  when  he  was  rieporced 
to  be  clea<i,  had  a  fort  of  a  Plea  to  fi>- 
cure  the  Succeflion ,  if  he  fliould  be 
taken  off  upon  the  fuddain.    But  this 
Report   of   Marcus's    Death    proving 
groundlefs,  CaJ^s  was  forc'd  to  go  on 
for  his  own  Security,  and  fo  feized  up* 
on  all  that  part  of  the  Reman  Empire 
which   lies  beyond   Mount    Taurms  y 
which  quietly  acknowledged  him.

Of  Marcus'^  AHions  from  the  Infur^^ 
reElion  of  Avidius  Ca/Iius,  tohU 
Death. 


^•i.TpHE  new's  of  the  rifing   of 
J      Avidius  CafmSy  which  was  in 
April  17  s^  was  quickly  carried  to  Mar* 
cusj  who  was  then  in  Pannonia^  making 
an  End  of  a  War  which  he  had  now  for 
above  four  Year's  carried  on  with  great 
Succefs  againft  the  barbarous  Nations 
wiiich  inhabited  thereabouts.^   He  im- 
mediately fenc  for  his  Son  CommcJus 
from  Rome  J  who  was  almoft  XIV  Years 
of  Age ,  and  gave  him  the  Toga  VirilH 
about  a  Year  earlier  than  ordinary,  and 
defigned  him  Conful  for  the  Year  I'jjy 
which  was  fooner  than  any  Perfon  had 
ever  been  Cdnful  before.     This  he  did 
to  let  the  Empire  fee  that  he  certaioly 
defigned  CommoJus  for  his  5ucceflbr| 
thereby  to  cut  off  CaJJiuss  pretenfionsy

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who  gave  our  that  Marcus  was  dead,    A.C 
and  that  the  PannoMiaH  Legions  had  de-     175'. 
clared  himfelf  Succeflbr.     Upon  occa-  J:0^ 
iion  of  that  Solemnity  Marcus  gave  a.  ^cm.^ '  *" 
Congiary  to  the  People,  that  they  alCo 
might  take  the  more  notice  of  this  de* 
iignatiohi    Then  leaving  the  Remain- 
ders of  the  War  to  hi^  Lieutenants,  he 
matched  away  dire<9:lyfor/fi/y,  to  take 
ihipping  for  the  Eaji  at  Brundufium.  He 
did  not  take  Rcme  in  his  way,  that  he 
might  not  be  flopped^  but  was  got  as 
far  as  Formia  in  Campania  onwards  of 
his  Journey ,  when  CaJ/ius^s  Head  was 
brought  him,  with  News  that  the  Pro- 
vinces  had  of  their  own  accord  ref urn- 
cd  to  their  Duty.  Indeed,  10  do  them 
juftice,  they  were  not  long  in  doing 
that,  for  Marcus  was  almofl:  univerfally 
beloved  in  all  the  Provinces.    The  An- 
tiocbiansy  Cafiuss  Countreymen,  were 
almoft  the  oncly  People  that  ftuck  clofe 
to  him  ;  in  others  it  was  all  compulfion 
and  force.    His  own  Army,  we  fee, 
foon  deftroy'd  him,  and  cut  off  all  his 
principal  Friends,  and  would  have  cut 
od  many  more ,  had  not  Marcus  inter* 
posM. 

f .  X.  The  putting  fo  early  a  flop  to 
this  Rebellion,  was  welcome  Nevv's  to 
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4.  Q.    die  Emperor,  who  dreaded  ttothii^  ib 
175.    much  as  a  Civil  War,  oot  for  hin^tf, 
^^V"^  but  for  the  miferics  it  muft  unayoidably 
have  brought  upon  the  Empire*    He 
cxprcfled  this  Concern  very  pafljonate^ 
ly  to  his  Arcny  upon  the  Danube^  whea 
he  imparted  to  ihem  the  New's  of  G^ 
fiuis  Revolt,    Marcius  Verus  fcnt  bim 
the  firft  Ncw's  of  it  out  of  Cappadacia  :

which  were  due  to  the  Public  Treafu- 
ry,  for  the  laft  XYI  Year's  pad ,  to  be 
wholly  remitted  throughout  the  Em* 
pire :  And  he  extended .  this  Libetahty 
for  XVI  Years  to  cotpe,  («)  includii^; 
his  firjft  Year  in  both  Terms  of  Years ; 
fo  that  ailcafual  Forfeitures  of  any  fort 
which  might  happen  during  that  Inter- 
val, were  by  this  meatus  remitted  to  the 
Public ;  and  the  Prince  was  by  confe- 
qucnce  to  receive  only  the  regular  Du- 
ties in  all  that  time.  The  Cafualties 
of  fo  vaft  an  Empire  in  fo  many  Years, 
would  amount  to  a  prodigious  Sum  of 
Motley;  and  therefore  this  Liberality 
of  Hadrian  %  in  remitting  them  for 
XXX  Years,  is  defer  vedly  remembred

Now  from  the  exfp^ing  of  the 
XV'^  Year  of  Hadrian  to  this  Year 
CLXXVII,  there  were  XLV  Years  , 
io  which  time  abundance  of  Perfons 
VBffA  of  neceflity  owe,  great  Sums  to 
the  Exchequer ,    which    tho  perhaps 
njMy  could  never  pay ,  yet  all  that 
ow'd  any  thing  to  the  Public  would 
have  been  glad  of  having  all  the  Wri- 
tit^s  that  were  out  againO:  them  can* 
celled,  and  a  new  Score  begun.  In  imi- 
tation therefore  of  Hadrian^  who  was

lad  Sicknefs  coming  on,  prevented  all 
his  DefignSy  and  gave  his  Enemy's  that 
Refpite  which  otherwife  they  could  not 
have  hoped  to  ^ave  enjoy'd. 

S.  %l.  Comtnodus  now  began  to  be 
very  unruly  and  diflblute :  He  was  in- 
veiled  with  a  Power  equal  in  a  manner 
with  his  Father,  and  the  Soldiers  had 
fworn  Allegiance  to  him  jointly  with 
Marcus :  So  that  the  good  Old  Empe- 
ror had  as  it  were  given  away  his  Pow- 
er, and  had  a  melancholy  Profpcd:  of 
what  the  Empire  might  one  day  fuffer, 
by  his  Fault.  For  he  might  at  firft  have 
nominated  another  Succeflbr  ,  and  the 
Army  and  Senate  would  have  made  no 
Scruple  to  have  confented  to  wbatlb- 
ever  he  fliould  have  propofed.     But  it 
Was  now  too  late ;  and  whether  Grief 
for  his  Son's  Cruelties  and  Lulls,  which 
began  to  diiclofe  themfelves ,  might 
not  haften  his  End,  is  uncertain.   Dm 
r.  814.  E.  fay's,  that  the  Phyfici^s,  when  he  be- 
gan to  be  indifpofed,  poyfon'd  him  to 
pleafe  his  Son  ,  who  thought  it  long 
till  he  was  frecM  from  all  conftraint.  If 
Marcus  was  fcnfible  of  the  foul  Play,  he^

commended his  Son  to  the  Army  a  lit- 
tle before  he  died  ;  and  when  the  Cap-  , 
tain  of  the  Guards  came  to  him  for

CHAP-    VII. 

Of  Matcus'i  Civil  jdminijirdtion  of 
the  Gdvehifnent  5  and  of  his  V'lf^ 
foftiims  and  Virtues. 

l.i.tTlTHEkTO  fomeAccoimt 
n  has  been  ^ven  of  the  A<fti*' 
doa  df  HiatcMSj  fo  far  asi  they  c6uld  bo 
raiffied  according  to  Ordet  of  TitAe  i 
and  eted  tbofe  of  the  Time  of  which 
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one  could  not  be  pofitive,  Realbns  have 
been  afligned  why  they  were  placed  ra- 
ther under  one  <  Year  than  another. 
What  has  been  faid  already,  fuffidenc- 
ly  fliew's  how  very  happy  the  Raman 
•Empire  was  for  thofe  XXXIII  Years 
during  which  he  governed  it;  if  wc 
reckon  his  Reign  from  the  Time  that 
his  Father  gave  him  the  Trihunitial 
Power ^  which  was  about  XV  Years  be- 
fore his  Death.  For  from  that  Time 
he  was  truly  Pitsss  Colleague  in  the 
Empire,  who  did  very  little  withoac 
him  (c) ;  tho  Marcus  uill  obfcrved  his 
Father  with  the  fameaffiduity  that  he 
did  before. 

§.  i.  But  there  are  many  particular 
Actions  recorded  of  Marcus^  which  arc 
of  great  Ufc  to  Mankind  to  be  remem- 
I  bred,  even  tho  they  fliould  fignify  lit- 
tle to  afcertain  the  Hiftory  of  tjiac  Age. 
Good  Princes  ought  to  have  all  the 
good  they  do  remembred  as  an  Encou- 
ragement and  an  Example  to  Pofterity ; 
and  fomething  may  be  learnt  from  eve- 
ry Adion  of  great  Men,  if  it  be  faith- 
folly  and  intelligibly  told. 
^  i*.  3 .  Now  that  we  may  have  a  nwre 
ccwnpleat  Idea  of  the  Civil  Govern- 
menc  of  Rime  under  Marcus ,   it  may 

not 
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not  be  aft^ifs  to  enquire  into  the  Legal 
flxtenc  of  the  Ppwer  which  the  Empe- 
rors of  Rome  at  that  time  enjoy 'd.v  The 
Settlement  of  the  Raman   Monarchy 
VKra$  made  by  Auguftus  after  the  Battle 
ofJSium;  who  when  he  was  perfuaded 
by  Maceffas  to  keep  the  Power  which 
he  had,  dill  in  his  Hands ,  without 
lurrendring  it  to  the  Senate  and  the 
People,  (  as  he  once  feems  to  have  had 
a  Mind  to  do,  )  united  under  feveral 
Titles,  in  one  Perfon ,  all  that  Power 
which  the  Confuls ,  Delators ,  Tr thanes 
cf  the  People^  CenforSy  and  High-Priefts^ 
had  of  old  under  the  Republic.  Thofe 
Names  the  People  were  already  ufed 
to,  and  under  one '  or  other  of  them 
the  whole  Executive  Power,  within  and 
without  the  City,  Civil  and  MiKtary, 
was  placed.    So  that  when  all  thefe 
Branches  were  united  under  one  Head, 
the  whole  Raman  Empire  Was  abfoluus- 
ly  in  one  Mans  Power;    vyhilft  the 
Names  and  Orders  of  Senatari^  Knights j 
and  Plebeians  dill  remaining ,  the  Em- 
peror called  himfelf  onely  the  Prince ^ 
that  is ,  the  firft  or  principal  Man  of 
the  Empire.    Emperor  ^  or  Imferator^ 
was  before  the  Title  of  the  General  of  ^j^p./os. 
i!ix(Z Raman  Army's ,  and  upon  any  great  B. 
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Vu9:ory  it  was  cuftom^y  fqr  the  Fr»- 
confuls  CO  be  faluted  by  the  §aldicis 
with  the  Title  of  Imperatcr ;   which 
Cullom^  was  retained  afterwards  mtdctf 
the  Monarchy ,  as  we  have feeaalready. 
V    ^      Herein  onely  now  lay  the  Difference^ 
.  that  whe):eas  in  the  times  of  the  Cotti- 
monwealth,  the  General  who  ierved 
had  the  Title,  now  tlie  Prince  had  eve? 
xy  Vidlory  which  his  Generals  any 
where  obtained ,  added  tq  his  ocho! 
Titles,  by  a  number  added  to  the  Ti- 
|:le  I M  P.  which  fignify'd  how  o&ea 
he  or  any  of  his  Generals  had  ever  cos? 
quer'd  thei,r  Enemy's,    This  Title  of 
Jhferat$ry  which  the  Princes  now  kept 
in  Peace  as  well  as  War ,  and  prefixed 
%o  their  qwn  Names ,  contained  under 
it  the  whole  Di^atorial  Power  within 
the  City ,  and  the  proconfular  Power 
without,  that  is,  fuch  a  Power  as  the 
pidtators  and  Governors  of  Provinces 
during  the  Republic  exercifed,  when 
they  made  War  with  the  Enemy's  of 
^he  Empire.    By  Virtue  of  this  Power, 
^he  Prince  Ufted  Men,  railed  Money, 
declared  War,  made  Pmcc,  command- 
ed all  the  Forces  of  the  Empire,  Lp- 
.  pionary  or  AuxiUary,  at  all  times  and 
^n  all  places,  and  could  put  any  Sena- 
^  ^    •   '  tor§ 
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»rs  to  Death,  even  within  the  City 
Qpon  occafion ,  as  the  Didators  could 
fomicrly.   Kefides,  within  the  City  the    * 
Emperor  had  a  very  great  Authority 
by  virtue  o€  his  Tribunitial  Power.  This 
was  a  popular  word ,  firft  invented  by  ihil.  p. 
Aiigtfifis^  by  Virtue  of  which  ,  in  imi-  5^^  p 
cation  of  tlie  Ancient  tribunes  of  th^ 
Ttiple^  whofe  Office  was  now  wholly 
funk,  he  had  a  Negative  Vote  upon 
mj  Reiblutions  of  the  Senate  which  he 
did  not  like ;  his  Perfon  was  facred, 
and  upon  that  pretence  he  could  put 
afty  Man  to  death  that  affironted  him  in 
Words  as  welL^as  Adions^  as  if  he  had 
'  been  guilty  of  Blafphemy  againfl  their 
Gods.    As  often  as  the  Senate  met  he 
coold  make  one  Motion  in  the  Houfe^ 
which  was  to  be  debated  before  any  bu- 
finefs  of  their  own  could  be  heard, .  be 
if  never  fo  urgent.  He  could  receive  the 
Appeals  of  any  Man  that  thought  him-  ^i^ j  ^^ 
felf  wronged  within  the  City,  or  a  Mile  p.  45  h  a. 
round  it  any  way,  and  determine  final- 
ly upon  their  Cife  when  he  had  heard 
it,  either  by  hiniiclf ,  or  whatfoever 
Officer  he  thought  fit  to  appoint.  This  ^.^  ^ 
alfo    included    the   Cenforial  Power  ,  p.'ps/t 
which  mod  Princes  cxercifcd  without . 
the  Title  of  Cenfhr ,  which  was-  laid 
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afide,  as  being  coo  invidious :  By  that 
the  Prince  put  in  and  (truck  out  whom 
he  pleafed  of  Senators,  Equites^  or  Peo^ 
pie ;  and  could  degrade  or  raiib  them 
as  he  plealcd;  which  Power  the  Prince 
adually  exerciied  whenever  there  was 
a  Cenfus^  where  every  Man  Was  regiftted 
according  to  his  Quality.    The  BRgb 
IbM  p      Priefthood  2l\{o  the  prince  took  to  him* 
f p8.  c.     felf,  and  alway's  inlerted  it  among  his 
Titles.    This  Office  made  him  Matter 
of  the  Religion  of  the  Empire ;  there- 
by he  could  appoint  and   take  away 
what  Rites  or  Ceremony 's  of  their  Ido- 
latrous and  Supcrftitious  Worfliip  he 
pleafed  :  The  Senior  Emperor ,  when 
there  were  two,  took  this  Title  to  him* 
Iclf,  and  executed  this.  Office  alone, 
till  the  Time   of  Pupienus  Maximus  ^ 
\  and  CloJitts  Balhinusj  who  being  fet  up 
jointly  by  the  Senate  to  reprefs  the  in- 
fufferable  Tyranny  o{  Maximinus  ThraXj 
neither  was  Senior  in  ftridncls  to  the 
other,  and  fo  they  had  all  Prerogatives 
alike.    How  far  thefe  three  Powers, 
Imperatorial^  Irihunitialy  and  Pontifical^ 
would  extend,  one  may  eafily  judge^ 
and  then  by  the  harm  Marcus  could 
have  done,  and  ill  Princes  adually  did, 
we  may  eafily  judg  pf  the  good  he  did 

do, 
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iio  9  apd  ho\jfr'  well  he  was  qualifyed 
to  do  it. 

S.  4-  Befides  thefe  regular  Branches 
of  his  Power,  Marcus  had  another  which 
alone  did  in  effed  put  the  whole  Liber-, 
ty's  of  the  People  into  his  tiand.    This 
was  the  Jus  quint ae  Relationis  (J).  It  was 
aconftant  part  of  the  trihunitial  Power 
for  the  Prince  to  make  one  Motion  every 
time  the  Senate  met.     Sometimes  thro 
flattery   the    Senate    empowered   the 
Prince  to  make  two  Motions  at  a  SelH- 
on,  fometimes  three  or  more.    By  this 
Jus  qutntae  Relationis^  which  was  con- 
ferral upon  Marcus  along  with  the  Tri- 
lunitialPowerj  he  could  make  five  Mo- 
tions  every  time  the  Senate  met :  The 
onely  fhadow  of  Liberty  Romejct  had 
left  was  in  the  Senate ;  but  what  figni- 
fy'd  even  this,  if  they  could  move  no- 
thing which  might  be  for  their  Coun- 
try's good  ?  Xibcrty  of  debating  figni-. 
fies  little ,  when  ufeful  Motions  can  c 
be  made ;  and  by  that  time  the  Prince 
had  made  all  his,  and  they  were  deba- 
ted, it  would  be  time  to  rife,  let  them 
m^t  as  often  as  they  would. 

g.  5.  This  then  was  the  extent  of 
Marcus  $  Power,  which  was  in  every 
ihing  employed  to  do  the  People  good. 

He 
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He  avoided  as  much  as  he  could  to 
appear  to  have  this  unbounded  Autho- 
rity ;  and  no  Prince  ever  referred  more 
things  to  the  Arbitration  of  the  Senate 
Capit  in  than  lie.  When  he  had  Cauies  of  his 
Mtrco.     ^^j,  |.^  ]^  try'd,  he  often  made  the 

Ibfdein.  Senate  judg :  And  that  he  might  pro^ 
cure  them  Refped,  he  frequently  com- 
mitted Caufes  to  the  Decifion  of  pri- 
vate Senators,  who  had  been  Pnetors 
or  Confids  already,  that  their  Authority 
and  their  Skill  in  the  Law's  might  en- 
creafe  together.  It  was  cqftomary  for 
die  great  Cities  of  the  Empire  to  have 
s  conftant  Agents^  or  Patrons j  to  manage 
their  Concerns,  and  (bllicit  their  Inte-

ijbid.  c.f  o.  When  any  Senator  was  decayed  in  his

fault,  Marcus  would  make  him  TriiuHe 
or  AeJiky  or  put  him  into  fome  other 
gainful  and  creditable  Office,  that  be 
might  repair  his  Fortunes.  He  never 
brought  any  Man  into  the  Senate  whom 
he  did  not  very  well  know ;  and  when 

^bid.  he  brought  in  his  Friends,  which  he 
frequently  did,  he  gave  them  coniide- 
rz^bio  Places  at  the  fame  time  to  iup- 

port 
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port  their  Digjiity.    If  a  Senator  was 
at  any  time  accufed  of  any  capital 
Crime,  Marcus  heard  the  Caufe  him- 
fclf,  and  with  grear  Patience  :  Some- 
times reprehending  the  Judg  when  he  Ibid, 
was  too  quick  ;  fomecimes  command- 
ing him  to  cry  it  over  again,  if  he  was 
by  himielf ;  faying,  That  this  was  due 
to  their  Quality,  to  be  heard  by  him 
who  was  to  Judg  for  the  People :  And 
that  he  might  ftiU  the  leis  expofe  them, 
ail  Senators  in  his  Reign  were  try'd  pri- 
vately by  their  own  Order ;  and  Mar^ 
cut  would  never  fuffer  any  Kuights  to  be 
prefe&t  upon  thofe  Occalionsl  He  was 
at.  the  Senate-Houie  as  often  as   he 
could,  when  he  was  in  Rome^  tko  he 
had  no  Motion  to  make :  When  he  had, 
tho  he  were  at  his  Country-Houfe,  he 
would  come  to  Town ,  and  make  it 
himfelf.  When  Caufes  of  Moment  were 
to  be  try'd,  he  would  often  (lay  in  the 
Senate-Houfe  till  Night,  and  would  ne- 
ver (Hr  till  the  Conful  foiemnly  adjourn- 
ed the  Senate.  He  never  would  haften 
tbe  Pleaders,  nor  hurry  an  Examinati- 
on, but  give  every.  Man  his  full  time  * 
to  anfwer  for  bimlclf    Nay,  he  would 
ftay  out  Caufcs^  fometinies  which  have  Dio.  p. 
laftcd  Eleven  or  Twelve  Day*s  togc-  H-  a.  6. 

ther  J 
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thcr ;  and  woiijld  ofccn  give  Judgment 

in  the  Night,  when  a  Caofe  could  not 

be  ended  looner.   For  he  never  looked 

upon  any  thing  as  trifling,  which  was 

to  come  before  him  ;    and  declared  , 

That  he  thought  nothing  did  more  mit 

become  a  Prince,  than  to  judg  in  hafl.

When  any  Sentence  was  to  be  execu- 
ted, his  general  Method  was  to  punilh 
convid:ed  Criminals  fomething  Icfs  fe- 
vercly  than  the^  Letter  of  the  Law  re- 
quired ;  tho  where  Offences  were  no- 
torious and  abominable,  he  was  never 
•  '  to  be  ipoved.  The  ordinary  Conftdjhip^ 
which  was  executed  by  thofe  Confiils 
who  began  the  Year,  being  the  higheft 
Honor  that  any  SubjecSt  was  capable  of, 
he-  never  took  himfelf  after  Piuss 
Death,  when  he  was  in  his  Third  Con- 
fulat,  that  he  might  have  the  more  op- 
portunity's of  obliging  the  principal 
Men  in  the  Empire. 
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JT-  6.  He  was  as  tender  of  the  People 
as  he  was  of  the  Senate^    The  People 
of  Rente   had  upon  all  public  Occafi-^ 
ons  and  Fcftival  Solemnity's  been  ufed 
to  have  chargeable  Diftributions  made 
them  of  Mony  and  Corn,  and  to  have 
Spectacles  exhibited,  in   which  great 
numbers   of  ftrange  and  fierce   Wild 
Beads  were  expofed,  with  Men  to  fight 
them,  at  a  vaft  charge.    They  were  fo 
unaccountably  fond  of  thcfe  Shew's, 
that  when  Marcus  arm'd  the  Gladiators 
in  the  fecond  German  War,  the  People  jtyid.cih 
mutter'd  at  their  going  away,  tho  it 
was  to  defend  themlelves  againfl  their 
greatcft  Enemy's.  Marcus  therefore,  tho 
at  other  times  he  was  very  thrifty  of 
the  Public  Mony,  yet  gave  not  Icfs 
than  IXCongiary's  to  the  People  in  the 
XiX  Years  that  he  was  Emperor  ,•  and 
his  Shew's  upon '  occafion  were  very 
magnificent.     But  thefe,  as  often  as  he 
could,  were  provided  at  the  charge  of 
feme  Rich  Senators  that  entred  into 
Offices  J  it  being  cuftomary  for  Confuliy 
FtMors^  Aediles^  and  fuch  great  Offi- 
cers, at  their  firft  coming  on,  to  exhi* 
bit  Shew's  to  the  People  at  their  owi^ 
Expcnce :  For  which  Reafon,  in  times 
of  public  Danger ,    Marcus    put  the '

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Wcalihiclk  Settatots  into  thofe  Offices^ 
dip  ac  other  times  he  took  contrary  (f) 
Methods, 

'  jT*  7*  But  yet  to  make  this  Expeace 
the  eafier  to  thofe  who  were  to  enter- 
tain the  People  with  thefe  Spedacles 
and  Play's,  he  retrenched  the  Charges 
Capit  ici  ^^  ^h^  Amphitheatre  of  all  forts ;  and 
Marco,  reftrained  the  Plaiers  never  to  take 
^•*«-  more  of  the  Audience,  of  whom  it 
was  ufuall  to  beg  Money ,  than  Frw 
Aureif ,  which  is  fometliing  lels  than  4  L 
of  our  Money,  at  one  time ;  or  of  any 
private  Editor  whatfoever ,  who  dia 
every  thing  at  his  own  Charge ,  more 
than  T€99.  His  Aim  feems  to  have  been 
to  beat  thofe  Di veriions  as  much  as  he 
could  out  of  countenance ;  and  no  way 
would  do  that  fo  effectually  as  limitit» 
the  Charge.  When  the  Vanity  whicn 
every  EJitor  had  to  pleafe  the  Peopk 
l>y  outdoing  his  Predeceflbr  ^  could 
have  no  place,  Emulation  would  quite 
ceafe ;  and  then  there  would  be  finail 
Encouragement  for  Plaiers  or  Gladiators 
to  be  excellent  in  their  Art.  This  by 
degree's  would  have  made  thofe  Sights 
[tow  flat ;  and  if  the  People  bad  once 
^egun  to  think  them  fo,  they  would 
foon  have  been  left  ofK

R>il  becaufe  it  being  part  of  tlie  Conful's  bu- 
fmefs  to  redrels  thofe  Grievances,  they 
thro  the  multiplicity  of  their  other  Af- 
fairs were  forced  to  (legled:  this  Branch 
of  their  Office,  to  the  ruine  of  many  a 
Family ,  where  Parents  dying  early , 
left  their  Children  Minors.  Marcus 
therefore  appointed  Tutelar  Praton  t 
before  whom  an  A<flion  lay^againft  uo* 
faithful  Guardians  (ot  Tutors  ^  as  the 
Civil  Law  calls  them  }  who  either  did 
not  give  in  a  juft  account  of  their 
Guardianfhip ,  or  refufed  to  execute 
the  Office,  when  by  Law  they  were

prefs  Informers,  and  fet  a  Mark  of  In«' 
famy  upon  all  that  at  any  time  gave 
falle  Evidence  j  which  fort  of  Vermine 
tifed  formdrly  in  fome  corrupt  Reigns 
to  be  encouraged,  by  getting  a  fourth 
part  of  the  guilty  Perfons  Goods,  who 
were  condemned  upon  their  Evidence.

alway's  took  particular  Care  that  it 
ihould  never  want :  And  once  when 
feme  other  Cities  of  Italy  were  preded 
widi  Famine,  he  fent  them  Corn  out  of 
the  Magazines  of  Rome.  He  gave  ftri<3: 
Orders  that  the  Roads  which  lead  to 
the  City  fhould  conftantly  be  kept  in  » 

good  Repait :  And  becaufe  upon  that  ibij, 
account,  together  with  the  Burthen  of 
the  Public  Carriages,  the  People  were 
often  liable  to  be  taxed  more  thantheis 
due,  he  gave  a  Power  to  the  Curators 
of  the  Way's,  and  the  Magiftirates  of 
the  Country's  thro  which  the  Roads 
lay,  to  puniih  thofe  who  demanded  of 
the  People  more  than  their  Proportion,  jj^.j 
or.  clfc  to  fend  them  to  the  TreftSt  of 
the  City  to  be  puniiht. 

S.  9.  Marcus  was  as  tender  of  the 
Subjeds  of  the  Provinces ,  as  he  was 
of  the  Citizens  of  Rome.  He  often 
«afcd  their  Taxes  when'  they  were  too 
hard  prcft.  If  any  City's  met  with  any  jyj  ^.i^. 
Public  Calamity ,  he  would  relieve 
them  out  of  his  own  Pocket.  When 
Smjfrna  and  Uieomediay  and  fome  other 
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Cities  were.deftroy'd  by  Earthquakes, 
he  rebuilt  them  himfelf.    He  was  al- 
way's  liberal  to  the  Poor,  and  tliaoked 
Providence  that  he  (till  had  it  in  his 
Dc  fe^pfo,  Power  to  fupply  them  when  they  came 
Cap.  ia  ^'  to  him  for  Relief.    He  would  never 
Marco,     fuffet  any  Enquiry  to  h$  made  of  the 
cap  10.     Eftates  of  the  dcceafed  for  dues  or  for- 
feitures which  might  arife  to  the  Pub- 
lic above  five  Years  after  any  Man  was 
IbiJ.  c. 1 1 .  dead.    It  had  formerly  been  a  Law  that 
no  Man  could  be  a  Senator,  who  had 
not  a  third  part  of  his  Patrimonial  £- 
ftate  in  Itafy^  that,  liowever  joined  in  the 
conrnxm  intereft,  he  might  not  appear 
as  a  Forreigner  when  he  came  into  the 
Senate :  This  Marcus  mollify'd  by  redu- 
cing it  to  a  Fourth,  which  made  it  eaAer 
to  the  Provincial  Senators,  without 
weakning  the  Intereft  of  Itafyy  where 
they  were  dill  obliged  to  have  a  footing. 
Formerly  a  20'^  part  of  every  Man's 
Ibid.        Eftate  that  came  to  him  by  Will,  was 
feized  upon  by  the  Prince  as  his  parti- 
cular lhare,at  the  Teftator's  Death :  Tra- 
jan reftrained  this  to  the;Subje(9:s  of  the 
^rovinces,and  ftee'd  the  natural  Italians 
from  that  Burthen.  Marcus  went  farther, 
byeafingthe  Provinces  jof  this  Impofiti- 
on.In  one  word,(g)  he  made  it  his  whole 
•      .  .-  Study, 
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StoAjy  to  govern  ^t-Roman  Empire  as 
i£  it  had  ftiU  been  free ,  ufing  his  Power 
onely  to  redreis  wrong,  and  to  relieve 
the  Calamitous,  whenfoever  they  ad- 
dicft  to  him  for  Relief,  if  in  Juflice  he 
could  contribute  to  free  them  from 
their  PretTures. 

S.  lo.  In  matters  of  moment,  Mili*  jj^y  ^^^^ 
tary  or  Civil,  he  never  cared  to  depend 
upon  his  own  Opinion,  but  asked  the 
Advice  of  fome  of  the  Chiefeft  of  his 
.  Senators,  who  were  alway's  with  him : 
And  he  often  ufed  to  fay  ,  That  it  was 
mare  re^Mahle  that  he  fbould  foBow  the 
Opinion  effe  many  Wife  Men^  than  that 
they  aU  jheuU  faUow  his*  The  German 
Wars  confuming  great  Numbers  of  the 
Nobility,  they  began  to  be  weary  of 
the  Service,  and  urged  him  mucn  to 
return  home ;  but  That  he  would  ne- 
ver iiften  to ,  but  was  ftill  for  ftaying 
till  he  had  made  fuch  an  End  as  he  de-  , 

fired  ;  which  he  had  certainly  done,  if  j^n 
he  had  not  been  diverted.  HoWever,  to 
pleafe  and  animate  them,  he  fet  up  the 
Statues  of  all  the  confiderable  Men 
that  were  killed  in  the  German  War,  in 
the  For^um^  trajani.  Befides ,  he  who 
would  not  compel  them  co  (lay  againft 
their  Wills,  knew  they  could  not  in  Ho-^ 
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nor  Iqave  him,  who  tho  fb  (ickly  zni

He  was  merciful  to  fuch  a  de- 
gree, that  no  Provocations  ever  made 
him  lofe  his  Temper.

*  harm  j  but  if  we  animadvert  upon 
^  them,  or  are  angry  at  tliem  more  than

^  Faults  fo  become  ours.'  Nothing 
could  be  a  greater  Provocation  than 
Caffiuss  Rifing,  whom  Pins  and  he  liad 
railed  from  nothing : .  Yet  how  concern^ 
cd  was  Marcus  that  he  could  not  par- 
don  him  !  Fear  for  himfelf  was  whac 
he  was  not  capable. o£  When  he  was 
blamed  for  being  fo  merciful  to  CaJJius's 
Family,  and  one  layd^  Wtjat  //Caflius  Voi.  G4n. 
bad<ruercme,>  iVehavenatfo  livedo  fay's  JJ^^"""' 
Marcus ;  vpe  have  not  fo  Jerved  the  Gods^  *^ 
that  Caflius  Jh^uld  conquer  us.  Reckon  up 
thofe  Princes  who  have  ever  perijhed  by. 
violent  Deaths  j  and  jou  mil  not  find  a 
food  Man  among  them:  Nero  deserved 
tohat  be  met  with :  Caligula  had  his  due : 
Otho  and  y itellius  knew  not  how  to  fp^ 
vern :  Galba  ruined  himfelf  hy  his  Cove* 
toufnejf.  Uo  ReieSions  ever  hurt  Augu- 
(lus»  or  Trajan,  or  Hadrian ,  or  Pius  ; 
and  yet  there  were  fever al  in  their  Reigns ; 
and  the  Authors  of  them  all  were  defiroyd 
either  without  thefe  Princes  Knowlege^  or 
againfi  their  WiB.

^•13.  He  lies  under  no  Blot  upon 
the  account  of  his  Severity,  but  onely 
that  of  fufiering  fo  many  Chri(tians  to 
be    fo  cruelly  martyred   during   his 
Reign.    The  Perfecucion  againft  them 
at  fome  times  was  ib  (evere,  that  Ju^ 
ft  in  Martyr:,  AthfnagoraSj  JpoSinaris  and 
Melito  prcfented  Icveral  Apologies  to 
th^s  Emperor,  to  ihew  how  unjuftiy 
H.  B.  lib.  ^jjg  chriftians  were  ufed  j  and  Eufiiius 
pitches  upon  the  account  of  the  Mar« 
tyrs  that  fuffer'd  at  Lions  and  yientta  in 
Ga$tlej  as  a  Specimen  of  the  Sharpnefs 
of  the  Perfecution  in  other  Cities  of  ^ 
the  Empire  at  the  lame  time.    Now 
tho  all  this  be  very  true,  yet  Marcus  is 
^ot  diredly  to  be  charged  with  the  Ef* 
fufioni  of  that  Chriftian  Blood  that  was 
H.E,  1. 4.  filed  in  his  Time.  That  Year  that  Pius 
f^n*       died,  Marcus  lent  a  Refer ipt  to  the  Com*- 
mon*Council  oiAjia^  to  forbid  any  En- 
,  .      ;  .     ^    .       quiry 
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qvaxj  to  be  made  after  any  Cbriftians 
upon  the  accoonc  of  their  Religion ; 
and  CO  order  the  Informers  chat  accu- 
fed  them  upon  that  icore ,  to  be  liable 
CO  the  lame  Penalties  that  tlie  accufed 
Perfons  were  liable  to  by  the  Law.    In 
that  Lectec  he  mentions  bis  having  writ- 
ten to  feveral  Governors  of  Provinces 
before  opon  the  fame  acqount.    He  re- 
new'd  this  Order  again  in  the  Year 
CLXXIV,  after  his  Vidory  over  the    ^ 
QsaJij  when  h^  own  d  that  he  had  been 
affifted  by  the  Praiers  of  the  Chriftiams 
in  that  great  diftrefs.  %  TertaUian  alfo, 
and  LaStantius^  the  one  in  his  Afolo^ 
for  the  Cbriftians^  and  the  other  in  his 
Difcouric  cmcerning  the  Deaths  cf  qH 
tiofe  who  had  ever  ferfecuted  them,  do 
dire&ly  acquit  Marcos  of  having  ever 
wronged  the  Chriftians  for  their  belief. 
TertuBian  goes  farther,  and  makes  him  Apologec. 
their  PrvteSor^  ^d  cites  the  Refer i/t  cap.  5. 
in  CLXXIV  foe  that  purpofc.    This  I 
diink  is  fafficient  in  lome  meafure  to 
excufe  him,  io  that  at  leaft  in  the  ilrid- 
^  fenfe  he  cannot  juftly  be  ftiled  af^r- 
ficHtor  of  the  Qiurch  of  God.    Tho 
after  all,  it  is  a  Refledion  upon  io  good, 
fo  juft,  and  fo  inquifitive  a  Man,  that 
he  would  fuffer  himfclf  fo  far  to  be  car-  W-  ^'^^ 

K4  r/d^-^**^- 
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ry  d  away  by  Popular  PrejuJiceSj  as 
vcr  to  make  an  exad  learch  himfelF 
to  the  Manners  of  thofc  who  profeft 
the  Chrifiian  Religion ,  and  into  rlie 
Reafons  which 'induced  ciiem  with  fb 
great  a  hazard  of  whatfoever  was  dear 
to  them  in  this  World,  to  profefs  the 
Name  of  Chrift. 

^.14.  Thefe  Popular  Prejudices  oc- 
cafioned  thofe  local  Per(ecutions  which 
broke  out  at  times  during  the  former 
part  of  his  Reign.    After  the  Year 
CLXXI V,  there  leems  to  have  been  no 
difiurbance  given  to  the  Chriftians^  lb 
long  as  Marcus  lived ;  and  during  the 
whole  time  of  Cowmodus  they  enjoyed 
a  profound  Peace :  So  long  the  memo- 
ry of  their  good  Services  in  Pannania 
remained  frefh  in  the  minds  of  the  Peo- 
ple.   The  Populace  throughout   the 
Empire  were  al way's  fet  on  by  the 
Heathen  Priefts  to  fell  upon  the  Chri- 
fiians  ;  and  they  never  failed  on  pub- 
lic Occafions  to  inftigate  the  Governors 
of  Provinces  to  difturb  them.     The 
Martyrdoms  of  the  Chriftians  at  Ucns 
happened  in  CLXVII,  when  the  Drur 
Jian  Games  were  celebrated.    S.  Polj" 
carp  fuffer  d  at  Smyrna^  when  the  Ow- 
mnity  of  Ajia  rcit\  upon  a  like  Solcir^ 

nicy. 
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nicy.  Ac  thofe  times  ^  when  every 
place  was  full  of  Joy  and  Mirth,  the 
Governors  gratify'd  the  People  with 
Shews  and  Spedacles ;  and  the  Chrifti* 
ans  were  then  ufually  marked  out  to  be 
iacrificcd  to  their  Rage ;  and  their  Cry's, 
it  is  probable,  were  then  moft  impor- 
tunate ,  when  they  knew  the  Gover- 
nors had  a  Perfonal  Averfion  to  theie 
innocent  People.  Marcus  therefore  may 
fairly  be  acquitted,  fince  he  pubiiflic 
EdiSts  and  fcnt  Letters  in  favor  of  the 
Chriftians,  as  often  as  they  acquainted 
him  with  (his  their  barbarous  ufage. 

I*.  ly.  It  is  very  probable  that  the 
Scd  of  Philofophy  which  Marcus  pro- 
feft,  was  a  hindrance  to  his  making  far- 
ther Enquiry's  into  the  Chriftian  Reli- 
gion. The  Stoics  in  their  Notions  of 
Virtue,  and  in  their  Precepts  of  Mora- 
lity, came  the  neareft  to  the  Chriftians, 
of  any  Phildfophers  whatfoever  j  but 
then  their  coming  fo  near,  was  a  hin- 
drance to  them  inftead  of  a  help  in  go- 
ing farther.  Our  Blefled  Saviour  obler- 
ved  when  he  was  upon  Earth,  that  the 
Harlots  and  Publicans  were  nearer  to 
tlie  Kingdom  of  Heaven  than  the  Pha- 
rifec's  who  were  the  moft  exaA  Obfer-* 
vers  of  tho  Letter  of  the  Jewijh  Law; 

of 
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of  any  Se6t  of  th^c  time  amongft  chc 
Jews.  An  Epicurean  or  a  Libertifle^  wbea 
he  i$  brought  to  refledl  upon  the  foll}r 
of  his  Principles,  and  the  madaeis  oT 
his  way  of  Life,  will  ibon  be  convinced 
that  he  is  in  the  wrong ;  that  he  ads 
againft  Reafon ;  that  Man  was  never 
made  to  follow  Pieafure  as  his  chiefefr 
Good.  This  is  the  fkft  Step  to  this 
Man's  ConverTion;  he  i$then  prepar^ 
CO  reliih  the  Beauty  of  the  Chriftian 
Dodrinei  is  ravilhed  with  the  thoughts 
of  the  Rewa^rds  which  it  propofes,  and 
never  boggles  at  the  Terms  upon  whicb 
it  is  to  be  attained.  But  he  that  tliinks 
himfelf  wife  already,  that  plcafes  him* 
ielf  with  the  fancy  of  commanding  Na« 
ture  at  fome  times,  and  following  its 
Dictates  at  others  ;  will  raife  a  Thou* 
land Scruples  and  Objei^ions ;  will  pre- 
tend to  find  this  Flaw,  and  to  pick  that 
Fault  in  every  thing  which  one  of  his 
own  ScSt  did  not  at  firfl  propofe.  And

All 

that  we  can  ^y  Author  is»  That  the 

Time  of  Trial  with  which  God  thought 

fit  to  exercife  the  ftrft  Churches  of 

Chrift^  was  not  yet  paft,  and  therefore 

heiufl^'d  diis  wife  and  dilcerniog  Prince 

in  every  thing  elfe,  (till  to  continue  in 

,  his  Blittdnefs  as  to  his  eternal  date. 

Tho  that   iufaUme   Morality    which 

ihioes  thro  his  Writings,  wherein  there 

isfo  very  little  of  the  Pride  of  the  Stoics, 

makes  me  conclude  that  he  had  looked 

into  the  Kble,  whofe  Dogmata  as  a  Phi* 

lofopher  he  might  admire,  tho  he  could 

not  bring  lumieif  to  fubmit  to  its  Law's* 

But  this  we  ought  not  to  wonder  at, 

fince  the  Spirit  of  God  has  aflured  us. 

That  the  Natural  Man  reccivetb  not  the  t  Cor.  a 

thhifs  of  the  Spirit  of  God ;  for  they  are  H- 

f(^liftmefs  unto  him  j  neither  can  he  know 

theniy 
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tffcm^  lecdufe  they  are  Jpiritaalfy  €£^

$.  1 7.  But  the  Marcus  never  embra- 
ced the  Chriftian  Religion,  yet  he  diP 
covers  as  true  a  Knowiege  of  the  >ila« 
cure  of  God,  and  of  his  Attributes^  as 
any  Heathen  ever  did.   Fate^  according 
Co  hini,  was  no  more  than  Prwideuce  r 
a  feries  of  Caufes  and  Efieds  ordered 
by  tne  great  Maker  of  the  Univerfe,  to 
which  all  Creatures  ought  quietly  to 

fubniit:  Who  would  live  ^  (ay's  he  in 
J>  CMpfn,  Qfl^  pijicg  jjj  j^J5  Meditations ,  iu  a 

*  World  where  there  was  neither  God ,  uor 
Providence  i  But  there  are  Godsy  and  they 
take  care  of  Mankind.    'Twas  this  gave 
him  courage  in  all  his  Trials.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Light  he  had,  he  was  truly 
Religious,  and  trufted  in  Providence  to 
prote<2  him  upon  all  occafions.    He 
looked  upon  himfelf  as  peculiarly  under 
the  Care  of  Heaven,  becaufehe  knew 
he  had  faithfully  ferved  the  Gods  ;  and 
therefore  never  tear*dany  outward  For^e 
or  fecret  Treachery  ;  reding  fatisfied 
Id.  lib  9.  that  they  would  prote<9:  him.    This 
^  ^         likewife  taught  him  neither  *  to  fear 
^  Death ,  nor  to  dcfpife    it  ;  but  to

f .  1 8 .  Such  Principles  as  thefe  taught 
him  to  be  very  eafy  towards  thofe  who 
fometimes  would  rail  at  him,  or  jell 
upon  him  even  to  his  Face.    Cajius's 
Jefts  never  moved  him  ,  tho  he  knew 
of  feme  of  them  many  Years  before 
Caffius  took  up  Arms  againft  him.  When  q^^-^  -^ 
one  that  had  been  a  Gladiator ,  who  Mateo, 
by  the  Law  upon  that  account  was  in-  ^p-  '^ 
famous,  and   confequently  uncapable 
of  any  honourable  Employment,  ftood 
for  a  Place  of  Credit,  and  Marcus  defi- 
ltd  him  fir^  to  clear  hiQifelf  from  the 
Imputations  which  lay  upon  him,  and 
this  Candidate  anfwer'd,  That  he  had 
known  fome  that  had  been  Gladiators 
with  him,  made  Praetors  before  now ; 
MarcMs  bore  it  patiently.    How  he  car- 
ried himfelf  towards  his  Enemy's  ,  wc 
have  feen  already :  I  fliall  therefore  now 
ondy  take  notice  of  one  Expreffion  in 
his  Meditations^  to  thisPurpofe^  which

which  onely  is  capable  of  Hurt  or  Be- 
nefit. 

S^  19.  But  nothing  fhew's  the  Since- 
rity of  Marcus's  Philofophy ,  fo  much 
as  his  frequent  warning  Mankind  not 
to  do  any  tiling  out  of  Vainglory. 
What  poor  Creatures  are  thofe  poli- 
tic Philolbphers,  who  are  for  doing 
every  thing  by  Rule  i  What  Nacore 
(  /.  e.  the  Order  of  things  )  requires 
to  be  done^  do  it.  Set  about  it  if 
thou  haft  opportunity:  Look  not 
about  to  obferve  whether  any  one 
fee's  thee :  Exfpedi  not  to  find  all  Men 
like  the  Subje(3:s  of  Plato  s  Common- 
wealth :  Be  fatisfy'd  if  thou  get'ft  ne- 
ver fo  Httle  forward :  And  think  eve- 
ry ftep  thou  gain  ft  confidcrable :  Phi- 
lofophy i$  a  ^mple  modeft  thing  :  Do

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not  lead  mc  into  Vainglory. — '- — 
——Words  formerly  in  ufe  are  now  h.  1.4. 
become   obfolete  :   The  Names   of$'3s 
.thole  Men  who  formerly  made  the        / 
grcateft  Noife  in  the  Worlds  are  now 
likewile  in  fome  Ibrt  become  obib- 
lete:  Camillas j  Cajoy  Vokfus^  Leonnor 
tus;  after  them  Scipio  and  Cato ;  then 
Augufius^  then  Hadrian  and  Antoni* 
nus ;  thefe  ^are  all  vaniflied,  and  will 
become  like  the  Fables  which  are  told 
of  the  Gods :  Nay  they  will  loon  be 
totally  forgotten.

§.  20.  No  Man  bore  Crofles,  and 
(truggled  with  Difficulty's ,  with  truer

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Pliilofophy  than  our  Marcus.  *  Be  thou, 
fays  he  to  his  Soul^  like  a  Promontory 
upon  which  the  Waves  beat  continaal- 
iy.     It  {lands  firm,  and  quiets  the 
ra^g  Waters  which  boylc  round 
about  it.     Ami  unhappy becaule this 
befalls  me?  By  no  means.  I  am  rather 
happy,  becaule  I  am  fo  little  moved 
whileft  fuch  things  happen ;  neither 
broken  by  what  is  prefent,  nor  in 
dread  of  what  is  to  come.    The  (ame 
thing  might   have  happened  to  any 
Man  elfe  j  whileft  every  other  Man* 
would  not  have  born  it  lb  well  as  I 
do.

f.  XI.  His  Domeilic  Crofles,  gave 
him  frequent  Occafion  to  put  this  lad 
Admonition  into  pradlice.    He  conti- 
nually after  Pius^  Death  met  with 
great  AfHidions  of  this  ibrt,  where- 
widi  to  exercife  his  Patience.  Hadrian 
commanded  Pius  to  adopt  Ferus  as  well 
as  Marcus  ;  and  therefore  aflbon  as  Fi- 
us  was  dead,  Marcus  took  Vtrus  into 
Partnerfhip  with  himfeif  in  the  Em* 
pire,  that  be  might  feem  in  every  tlung 
to  obey   his  great  Benefadlor's  Will. 
For  IX  Years  he  had  Verus^  Lufts,  Pro- 
digality,  and  Indifcretions  to  llraggle 
with,  which  be  could  neither  punifh 
nor  well  tolerate.    This  however  he 
borewirby  and  diflembled  as  well  as 
be  could.

§.  zy  But  how  unfortunate  foever 
he  was  at  home ,  he  was  happy  in  the 
Eftecm  and  Love  of  his  People  ,  who 
honoured  him  as  a  Father  whileft  \it 
lived,  and  wo^fhipt  him  as  a  God  when 
he  was  dead.  The  Difficulty  of  the 
Times  he  lived  in ,  and  his  equal  Car- 
riage under  all  the  Crofles  that  he  met 
with,  with  the  horrible  Irregularity s 
of  the  fuccecding  Emperors,  encreafed 
the  Veneration  which  was  payd  to  his 
Memory.  .  So  that  after  his  Death,  all 
that  could  purchafe  theoi ,  and  might 
Cipit  in  keep  them,  were  lookt  upon  as  impi- 
Marco.  ^^j5  ^  if  they  had  not  Images  of  Mar- 
cus 
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■  ams  in  their  Houfes  j  every  Man  think- 
ing, himfelf  fafe  from  all  ordinary  Dan- 
gers, if  he  had  once  put  himielf  under 
JUarcus^s  Protedion :  Which  Superftici- 
on  lafted  for  above  one  Age,  till  Chri- 
ilianity  got^  ground  enough  to  bring 
the  Bulk  of  the  Roman  World  to  wor- 
kup the  True  God.    So  true  is  it,  that 
good  Princes,  who  are  a  real  Bleffing 
co.their  People  whileft  they  liye ,  fliaU 
not  £aul  of  Reverence  after  their  Deaths, 
when  Flattery  can  have  no  Place :  When 
on  the  other  Hand,  Tyrants  and  Op- 
preflors,  tho  they  may  ftop  the  Mouths 
of  the  World  ,   whileft  their  Power 
commands  Refped,  are  upon  the  level 
wirh  other  Men ,  when  once  they  are 
gone ;  who  will  then  induftrioufly  re- 
venge themfelves  upon  their  Memory's, 
for  all  the  Wrongs  they  did  formerly 
to  themfelves  and  their  Relations.

Bmrm.  sd    ifuntum,  that  it  happen  d  ten  years  before,  in  CLXVih 
An^fm         Eufebius  in  his  Cbrnatvn  (ets  this  PerftcQtionmt  thtf 
CLXXVII   Year  CLXVII,  and  in  his  Ecdefiaftical  Hifiory  at  tlitt 
mum,  3.        Year  CLXXVQ.   The  Bifhop  efP^naSer,  in  m  Let- 
ter of  his  to  Father  P^gi  (  Critic  Ju  BMrmmm  sdsnnMm 
t  CLXXVU.)  obferves  that  this  alteration  did  not  hap- 

pen thro  a  fault  of  the  Copies,  but  that  ^vftbius  chan- 
ged his  mind :  For  whereas  in  his  Cknnicm  be  had  fee 
this  Perfecution  in  CLXVII,  he  brought  it  down  af- 
terwards in  his  HiStrj  to  CLXXVII,  that  it  lAlgbC 
fait  with  the  Age  of  P.  Eleuthtrus^  who  according  to 
him  was  not  Pope  til]  the  Year  CLXXVII;  wherem, 
fay's  that  excellent  Perfon,  Etfetitts  was  miftakcn  ;  for 
EUufherut  was  Pope  in  the  Year  CLXVII,  and  coofr- 
quently  the  firft  d<ite  of  the  PerKecution,.  which  wts 
the  right,  may  fiill  ftand  good.  Mr.  Dtdweli,  in  his 
Appnidix  to  Bifhop  Pemr[ons  PoBbum^^  60s  Upon  very 
good  Grounds  make  zpser  ( the  immediate  PredeceC^ 
for  of  Eleufbertu  )  to  have  lived  feveral  Years  in  Ptm'$ 
time.  Now  all  Mbn  are  agreed  that  Stter  was  not 
Pope  above  nine  Years  and  odd  Months.  Coniequent- 
ly  Eliuthirns  was  Bifhop  of  Rimi  in  CLXVII,  and  then 
the  Churches  of  Gm^Ie  might  fend  to  him  as  Biihop 
of  R9me^  which  they  did  at  the  time  when  they  write 
to  the  Churches  of  ApM  and  Pbrjgis^  an  Account  of 
the  Sufferings  of  their  Brethren  at  i^fp»/  and  rifMM. 
This  T  Psgi  will  not  allow,  but  brings  down  S^iur  to 
^  CXXX,  making  him  fuccemi  Jniatus  in  CLXT.    Be* 

iides,  accoiding  to  Mr.  Didveli,  this  Perfecution 
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fOSgJbt  happen  in  CLXVII,  whenis  it  could  not  pofll* 
biy  happen  in  CLXXVII  ;  beauTe  CLXVII  was  the 
Year  in  which  the  Dmfian  Games  w^e  folemniztd  at 
XiRifv,  which  they  were  not  in  CLXXVII.    They 
^rere    inftitnred  by  lyrufus  in  Honor  of  Mguffas 
A.  V.  C  DCCXLIV;  and  cv'ry  IV^**  Year  they  wer« 
cdcbvatMl,  like  the  Ofympic  Games  in  Greectt     Kow 
A  U.  C.  DCCCCXX  igrcc's  with  A.  C.  CLXVII,  in 
^rhich  thete  Games  were  ceruinly  celebrated.    Con- 
ftqaeatiy  they  were  not  celebrated  in  CLXX VIL  and  ^ 

yet  tile  Confeflbrs  Gy  in  their  Letter,  that  this  Perfe-, 
cotion  happen  d  of  rScfWA  Jittynyi^^,  during  the  5f 
lemmity.  This  Arf^umentisunaDfwerable,  if  cheGimsf 
were  Qoadriennial.     Mr.  Dodweil  onely  fay's  ^  Ptn* 
tmettrifs  fmf:  probabile  e^,  i.e.  ^uin^to  quo^ue  annp 
^BfmhUi,  fmut9  iwunti  rediife,  ut  pentsfUric^s  explicaf 
€>teC9riniis,  Diflert.  de  paucit.~Marc.  inter  Cyprianicar. ' 
S-  36.  The  mifchief  is,  here  is  no  pofitive  Authority 
brcmghc  to  prove  them  Quadriennial ;  'and  F  Psg^ 
r«ys  (  dd  mmm  CLXXVII, )  that  the  moft  I^earned 
£>e  H^n*  his  in  his  Difconrfe  de  FrimMtu  Lugduneng, 
fliewn  that  they  were  celebrated  every  Year.    What 
i^e  Marcms  Arguments  are,  I  know  not,  having  never 
fcen  the  Book  my  felf.   If  they  are  good,  the  Argu- 
ment fifom  the  time  when  the  Drufisn  Gtmes  were  ce- 
lebrated, f4ll5.   However,  lam  fatisfied  that  this  Per- 
fecntion  was  in  CLXVIL  Fitft,  bccaufc  Eleutherus  was 
then  Pope.  Secondly,  Eufebius  alGgns  that  Year  in  bis 
Cbr$m^n,  ai\d  alterM  it  in  his  Hiffery,  onely  bccaufe 
he  could  not  make  it  agree  with  his  Accounts  of  the 
Age  of  P.  Rieuihrut.    Laftly ,  Msrcus  would   never 
have  fcnt  fuch  a  Refcripc  againft  any  Cluiftian,  (  as 
that  mentioned  ignnR^jittslm,  one  of  the  LiomM^t^ 
tyrs  in  the  Letter  of  the  GsUic  Confeflbts, )  in  the    . 
Year  CLXXVII,  after  he  had  fent  fuch  Lectcrs  in  their 
behalf  three  Years  before,  in  QLXXIV. 

All  this  put  together,  is,  I  think,  fufficient  to  vin- 
dicate the  Reab'ty  of  this  Story.  Becaufe  Legends 
have  crept  into  Ecclefiaftical  Hiftory,  every  thing  is 
not  thcrcfJbre  prefenth'  to  be  disbelieved.  Thofc  that 
openly  declare  againft  all  Miracles  but  what  are  re- 
corded in  Holy  Writ,  give  too  great  a  HiU^le  rq  ^

This  Arrins  Antoninus  upon  °*   ^  ^^' 
the  account  of  his  relation  to  Antoni* 
nus  TiuSy  was  the  darling  of  the  Peo- 
ple:   Some  time  before  he  had  been 
FroconfuL  of  Afia ,  and  during  his  Go- 
vernment had  condemned  one  Attains 
in  a  Caufe  which  was  brought  before 
him.     Attains  or  his  Friends  made  ap- 
iicatioii  to  Cleander ,  and  layd  Crimes 
10  Antoninus' s  Charge,  for  which  Ci^- 
ander  order'd  him  to  be  killed.     The 
People,  who  were  ready  to  rife  before, 
hereupon  when  they  were  aflembled  in 
the  Cirque  to  fee  a  Race,  left  the  place  Dion  p. 
of  a  fuddain ,  and  went  into  the  Sub-  *^3-  •• 
urbs  where  Commodus  then  lay,  to  de- 
mand Juftice  againli  Cleander. Tht  noife  Hcrodian 
of  this  Tumult  coming  to  Cleander s  lib.i.soa. 

P  4  Ears, 
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j4.  C  Ears,  he  order'd  that  Commodus  (hould 
i  8  7  ?  know  nothing  of  the  matter,  and  com  - 
^^v*^  manded  fome  Troops  of  Horfe  imme- 
diately to  fall  upon  the  People.  The 
Soldiers  believing  that  they  aded  by 
Comwodusi  Order ,  did  as  they  were 
commanded/ and  fell  upon  the  People, 
Killing  fome,  and  wouftaing  more.  The 
People  being  unarmed,  and  on  foor^ 
could'  make  no  refifiance ,  and  io  fled 
as  faft  as  they  could  into  the  City,  hi 
the  flight  abundance  were  deftroy'd^ 
for  the  Soldiers  killed  all  they  could 
come  at,  and  great  numbers  were  trod- 
den to  death  by  their  Companions^ 
whilft  all  men  made  what  haft  they 
could  home.  When  they  were  got  in- 
to the  City,  every  Man  locked  him- 
fclf  up  witliin  doors  ,  and  then  from 
the  Roofs  of  the  Houfcs  they  threw 
Stones  and  Tiles  upon  the  Soldiers, 
which  exceedingly  diftreft  them :  For 
their  Horfes  .being  frightn^d ,  threv^^ 
them  in  the  Streets,  and  broke  all  their 
Ranks.  The  Foot-guards  likewifc  came 
into  the'afliftance  of  the  Citizens,  fo 
that  in  a  little  time  there  was  a  formal

People  contented  themfelve$  with  kik 
Ung  CUanJers  two  Sons,  and  draggin|[ 
his  Body  ignonainioufly  thro  the  Streets, 
and  throwing  it  at  lad  into  the  com- 
mon Shore.     Such  was  the  end  of  thU 
unhappy  Man,  who  from  mean  Begin- 
nings rofe  of  a  fuddain  tp  vaft  Power; 
and  not  knowing  how  to  ufe  his  For- 
tune, aimed  at  more  than  he  could 
;rafp,  iand  fo  quickly  met  with  the  juO; 
Reward  of  his  Deferts. 
J.  9.  When  this  Tumult  was  over, 
Herod ;;n  Commodas  was  advifed  to  ibew  himfeif 
lib.i  5.42.  J.Q  ^^  People,  who  declared  they  were 

willing  to  own  his  Authority,  and  long-» 
cd  to  have  him  once  more  amongft 
them  :  He  returned  therefore  agaia 
to  the  Palace,  where  he  was  received 
with  great  Acclamations.    For  the  Peo- 
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pie   were  ftill  willing  to  lay  all  the    A.C, 
I4anie  upon  his  Miniuers,  and  would    187? 
liave  been  very  glad  to  have  excufed  <-^^Wi 
liim  from  having  any  Hand  in  the  Mi- 
iery^s  which  they  fuflfer^d.

•    J.  I  o«  It  was  no  wonder  then  that 
he  loon  grew  odious  and  terrible  to  the 
People.  ,  Hitherto  his  Favorites  bore         r 
the  blame   of  moft  of  the  ExceKTes 
aiirhich  had  b^en  committed.

V.  ,.  firft, 
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A.C.  firft  ,  and  Cleander  afterwards  ^  were 
1 88,  looked  upon  as  the  Authors  of  the 
&c.  greateft  part  of  the  Cruelty's  that  had 
been  aded  ;  and  iMcillds  Plot ,  which 
broke  out  in  the  beginning  of  her  Bro- 
ther's Reign ,  gaye  but  too  plaufible  a 
handle  for  his  Severity's  at  that  time. 
But  now  all  was  layd  upon  CmmmAx 
himfelfy  ^ho  eyery  day  did  fome  new 
thing  or  other ,  which  leilened  his 
Efteem  amongfl:  all  Mankind. 

S.  1 1  •  The  public  Misfortunes  li|re- 
wife  which  happened  in  the  latter  Years 
of  CommoJaSy  were  all  looked  upon  by 
the  People  as  Judgments  from  above^ 
for  his  Wickednels.  Beftdes  the  Pedi- 
lence,  which  has  been  mentioned  alrea- 
dy, a  yery  grieyous  Fire  broke  out  of  a 
fuddain  in  RomCy  which  firft  confumod 
the  Temple  of  Peaccy  and  then  raged  for 
feyeral  Day's  before  it  could  be  ftopped. 
The  Temple  rf  Peace  was  the  largefi: 
and  the  mod  beautiful  Temple  in  the 
whole  City.  And  befides  its  own  Or- 
naments, which  were  yery  fplendid, 
many  Rich  Men  lodged  their  TreaTures 
there  for  greater  Security.  So  that 
this  Fire  impoyeriflied  many  more  be- 
fides thofc  whofe  Houfes  were  burnt.

and  Anuhis.    He  would  go  in  Perfon  ^'P  5>- 
out  of  Wantonnefs  thro  the  Streets,  in 
Proceflioti^  with  the  Image  of  Anuhis 
in  his  Hand.    This  Idol  was  in  the 
Shape  of  a  Dog,  and  whilft  he  walk'd 
along,  he  would  fometimes  Humble  on 
purpofe,  that  he  might  break  the  Heads 
of  thofe  that  were  juft  before,  with  the 
Jmagc  which  he  carry *d.

ThdEe  dungs 
are  ib  ridiculous  and  fimtaftical ,  tfaas 
they  would  hardly  be  believ'd  upon  the 
Teftimony's  of  the  Hifbrians  that  le-^ 
late  them  ,  if  Authentic  Evidences  of 
Omwadtis's  reftoring  theie  Superftiil« 
pns,  were  not  preferved  in  his  Me- 
dals (iff).

Year  CLXXXVII,  when  Medals  were 
coined  with  thole   Infcriptions.

^.  1$.  The  Account  which  is  given 
of  CommoJus's  Skill  as  a  Markfman,  is 
Wonderful.  He  fent  for  Parthians  to  Hemdhn 
teach  him  to  Ihoot  thcj  Arrow.  He  had  Hb.i  §.4^ 
Moors  to  inftrudt  him  to  throw  the 
Dart;  and  he  outdid  his  Mafters  in 
every  thing  which  he  undertook  of  this 
kind.  The  curiofity  of  feeing  the  Em- 
peror of  the  World  amufc  himfclf  with 
fuch  fort  of  Pleafurcs,  brought  great 
numbers  of  People  to  Rome^  to  lecthefc' 
things ;  and  CotnmoJus  was  never  fo 
Well  pleifed,  as  when  he  thought  the 
People  were  tranlported  to  fee  his  Skill. 
It  Was  dangerous  not  to  commend  him ; 
and  thofe  to  whom  thefc  things  were 
rio  longer  new,  thought  it  one  of  the; 
moft  grievous  Burthens  which  they 
bore  under  CommoJuss  Government, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  attend  him 
in  the  Amphitheater,  as'  often  as  he  had 
a  mind  to  makehimfelf  ridiculous.

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A.C.  §.16.  A  Stranger  indeed  cduld  no* 
190,  without  amazement  fee  this  mighty 
^.  Prince  running  after  Stags  or  Roebucks 
^y'y^^  in  the  Amphitheater,  and  ftriking  them 
dead  in  the  litidft  of  their  Gourfe,  with, 
an  Arrow  or  a  Dart.  If  he  aimed  ac 
II  jj.  the  Heart,  or  at  the  Forehead,  it  was 
all  one ,.  his  Weapons  were  equally 
mortal,  and  the  part  which  he  intended 
to  (Irike,  and  no  other,  was  conftantiy 
ftrucL  He  would  fometimes  aim  at 
Oftriches  ,which  were  fet  a  running 
with  their  utmoft  fwiftnefs,  and  cue 
their  Heads  off  with  Arrow's  ibaped 
like  a  Half  Moon  at  the  ends  ,  witb 
fo  great  a  force,  that  the  Headlefs 
Trunks  would  run  a  confidecable 
fpace  before  they  fell  down.  A  Leo* 
pard  once  was  provoked,  and  let  loofe 
at  a  poor  trembling  Gladiator-upon  the 
Stage,  and  in  the  moment  that  lie  was 
going  to  faften  his  Teeth  upon  the  na- 
ked Man,  an  Arrow  (hot  by  the  Empe- 
ror pierced  his  Heart.  He  once  threw 
a  hundred  Darts  at  a  hundred  Lions^ 
which  were  let  loofe  all  together  in  the 
Amphitheater.

§•  1 7.  The  Applaufes  which  thePco- 
ple  gave  him  for  his  Excellency's  of 
this  fort,  made  this  unthinking  Prince  ' 
believe  that  he  was  efteemed  by  others 
upon  this  account,  as  much  as  he  va- 
lued himfelf.  This  put  him  upon  new 
defigns  to  perpetuate  his  Memory  in 
Rimej  to  the  prejudice  of  all  the  Prin- 
ces that  had  been  before  him.  In  Com* 
piemen t  to  Julius  Cafar^  one  Month 
was  formerly  called  by  his  Name,  and 
in  Complement  to  Augufius  another  had 
been  called  by  his :  CommoJus  therefore 
in  imitation  of  thefe  Patterns,  was  re-

190,  he  new  named  the  City  of  Ront^^ 
calling  it  CommoJiana ;  and  in  memory 
of  that  Noble  Exploit^  he  aiTumed  the 
Title  of  Henuks  the  Founder ;  and  Me- 
dals were  flamped  by  the  Senate^s  Or- 
der, with  a  Husbandman  driving  a 
Yoak  of  Oxen  Qp\  (the  ufwal  Em- 
blem of  a  new  Colony  )  in  Honour  of 
this  new  Colony  of  i.  Antoninus  Com^ 
modus. 

JT.  I  ?•  1  hus  Commodus  went  on  from 
one  Extravagancy  to  another.  The 
People  at  firft  were  well  enough  plea- 
fed  with  his  Skill  and  Succcls  in  kil- 
ling Beads  upa:i  the  Stage.

Life  that  misbecame   his   Character, 
fliould  thus  expole  himfclf,  tatakc  up 
a  Profeflion  which  wa$  infamous  hy  t]ie 
Law's,  a  Profeflion  that  the  mcancft 
Citizen  of  /?(?wtf  would  have  beenalha- 
med  of,  was  what  no  man  could  be- 
hold without  concern.

^eptimfiis  Severus  (  who  was  afterwards 
Emperor)  and  Nonius  Murcus^  beguq 
to  tamper  with  the  Legions  which  they 
commanded.

S.  21.  This  Refolution  of  his  was 
foon  difcovcrc J  to  his  Miftrefs  Marcia^ 
with  whom  after  Crijpina's  Death,  he 
lived  in  every  thing  as  if  ilie  had  been 
his  Wife>  excepting  that  he  never  gave 
her  the  Honors  nor  the  Title  oiAuguJia. 
He  had  fliew'd  an  exceflive  Fondnefs 
for  this  Woman  fcveral  Year's  before, 
taking  the  Name  of  Amazonius  for  hcf

Mar* 
eta  hearing  of  CommcJus  s  dcfign,  cjimc 
to  him,  and  with  Tear's  in  her  Ey's  , 
ihrcw  hgr  fclf  at  his  Feet,  intreating 
him  not  to  do  a  thing  which  would 
bring  fomych  hifamy  upon  himfelf,  up- 
on this  occafion.  She  begg'd  of  him  to 
have  fomc  Regard  to  the  Empire  which 
he  governed ;  to  have  fomc  Concern 
for  his  own  Perfpn,  and  not  to  truft 
himlclf  with  fuch  a  Profligate  Crew  as 
thcfe  Gladiators.  But  all  this  woul^J 
not  move  him;  and  when  flip  fawihe 
could  nor  prevail,  Ihe  withdrew  all  in 
Tears- 

jT.  2  2.  Cornmpdus  immediately  fent 
for  Latus  the  Captain  of  his  Quards, 
and  Eckel  us  his  Chamberlain,  and  or- 
dered thcrn  to  get  every  thing  ready  for 
next  day,  that  attended  by  the  whole  Bo- 
dy of  Gladiarcrs,  he  might  appca^r  armcf] 
like  oUc  of  them,  at  their  Head,  upon  the 
Jnjphit beaten  They  aUp  lay d  before  him 
the  Danger  and  Ignomipy  that  would 
jitrend  his  Dcfign  ,  in  very  moving 
Terms,  yet  they  prevailed  as  little  as 
March  had  done  before.  But  thisop- 
poficion  io  enraged  Comr/iodus^  that  he 
rcfolvcd  to  be  rid  of  thcfe  uncaiy  Mp- 
nkcrs.

He  look- 
ed upon  himfelf  to  be  fecure,  fb  long 
as  he  cared  the  Soldiery  ;  and  accord- 
ingly  he  marked  out  feveral  of  the 
richeft  Senators  for  Peflrudhon,  that 
with  their  Edates  he  might  oblige  his 
Guards  and  Gladiators^  who  were  the 
oncly  Perfons  in  his  Empire  that  he  lo- 
ved.   Full  of  thefe  defigns, .  and  angry 
at  the  refidance  he  found  from  tho^ 
who  had  hitherto  foo(;hed  him  in  all 
his  Extravagancy's,  when  he  was  alone 
in  his  Bcd-Chj^mbcr  ,  he  fet  down  irj 
his  T^ble-Book  the  Names  of  thofe 
whom  he  refolved  to  piit  to  Death  that 
Night,  and  thefe  Three  among  the  red. 
When  he  had  finifli'd  his  Lift,  he  layd 
fhe  Book  upon  the  Bed,  and  went  to 
deep.    Soon  after,  9  little  Boy  with 
whom  he  ufed  to  divert  himfelf,  who 
was  allow'd  Acceis  to  the  Emperor  at 
all  times,  wenr  accidentally  into  fhq 
Room,  whild  Commodus  was  afleep,  and 
feeing  the  Table-Book  lying  upon  the

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A-  C  Bed,  he  fiiatched  it  up,  and  raft  out 
1 9  X.  of  the  Room ,  with  a  ^efign  to  play 
with  it. 

S.  xj.  As  he  was  going  out  with  the 
Book  in  his  Hand ,  March  met  him, 
who  fearing  that  thro  chiidKhnefs  he 
might  do  fome  mifchief,  Ihatched   it 
away  from  him.   When  Mania  had  got 
the  Book,  fhe  faw  there  was  fomething 
written  in  it  j  and  knowing  Commo  Jus's 
Hand,   ibe  had  the  curiofity  to  know 
what  if  was.     The  firft  thing  (he  met 
with  was  her  own  Name,  at  the  head 
of  that  black  Lift  of  Senators  and 
other  eminent  Perfons,  whom  Commo- 
dus  had  appointed  for  deftrudion.  Af- 
loon  as  flie  had  recovered  herfelf  out  of 
the  Fright  into  which  this  unexped:ed 
dilcovery  had  caft  her,  flie  fent  for 
Bckdus  to  confult  with  him  what' was 
beft  to  be  done.    Egle^us  had  formerly 
been  allowed  to  go  into  her  Apartment 
at  all  times ,  and  fhe  was  believed  to 
grant  him  the  fame  Freedoms  which 
me  gave  to  CQmmodus.    Befides,  there 
was  no  danger  that  any  one  (hould  fu& 
pedt    any  Confiiltation    they    Three 
might  have ,  becaufe  it  was  known  in 
tjic  Court,  that  Ecleftus  and  Latus  had 
Of  ders  given  them  by  the  Emperor,  tq 
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get  every  thiiig  ready  for  the  next  day *s  ji.  q. 
Solemnity.  When  EcleBns  was  come,  j^^^ 
Marci^  ihewd  himtheLift,  which  when  ^ 
he  had  looked  over,  he  fent  ic  away  by 
a  rrufty  Meflenger  prefently  iealed  up 
to  LietHS.  Latus  came  to  them  imme- 
diately ;  and  fmce  the  thing  would  bear 
no  delay ,  they  refolved  that  Marci^ 
fiiould  give  the  Emperor  a  Draught  of 
poyfbned  Wine  when  he  waked.  She 
did  fo  ,  and  CommoJus  fuSpeOing  no- 
things drank  it  up.  The  Poyfon  iboti 
layd  him  to  fleep ;  and  if  his  Stomachi 
had  not  by  his  frequent  Excedes,  and 
conftant  Bathings^  which  he  generally 
ufed  fix  or  feven  times  a  day^  been  fo 
much  weakned ,  that  the  Wine  would 
not  continue  in  it,  he  had  certainly 
flept  his  J  aft.  But  he  had  not  been  lon^ 
afleep,  before  he  was  ieized  with  into- 
lerable Gripings  in  his.Bowels  and  Sto- 
mach, which  were  followed  with  a  vior 
lent  Vomiting,  that  threw  up  all  thac 
he  had  drunk. 

'  ^.  24.  This  Accident  frighmed  the 
Confpirators,  They  were  afrayd  Comma- 
ftus  might  quickly  come  to  himfelf,  an4 
then  they  knew  what  they  were  to  cx- 
fped.

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/tf.C    a  ftrong  nimble  Youth ,  in  whom  they 
1^2..     could  confide,  they  offered  him  great

'   piece  of  Service.    Marcijfus  at  their  de- 
iire  undertook  the  Bufincfs,  and  went 
into  the  Chamber,  where  he  found  the 
Emperor  ftruggling  for  Life,  and  with- 
out much  difficulty  ftrangled  him.  When 
this  was  done,  they  were  in  greater 
pain  how  they  Ihould  difpofe  of  the  Bo- 
dy, and  fecure  themfelve^.  The  Guards 
they  knew  loved  CommoJuSy  for  he  took

.  connived  at  all  their  Violences  and  Op-  . 
preflions,  that  they  might  protect  him 
againft  the  People  in  his.     For  he  found 
that  he  grew  every  day  more  and  more 
odious,  and  confcquently  flood  in  need 
of  fuch  an  Affiftance  as  would  effcdu- 
ally  bear  him  out. 

This  being  the  ftate  of  things, 
the  Confpirators  took  this  Method  to 
bring  themfelves  out  of  danger.  They 
Herod  Ian  Wrapped  the  Body  in  a  courfe  Cloth, 
iii,2  §  r.  and  fent  it  out  of  the  Palace  upon  the  . 
61ioulders  of  two  Servants  whom  they 
could  trufl: :  The  Centinels  who  flood 
at.  the  door,  thinking  that  fome  Bur- 
then had  been  carry 'd  out  by  the  Emr 
pcror's  Order,   for  the  fervice  of  the  . 
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next  day ,  lee  it  pafs  without  making    A.  C 
any  fearch  :  And  when  the  Cx)nfpira-    ipx. 
tors  follow'd,  who  ufed  formerly  to  go  ^-OOO 
in  and  out  of  the  Bed-Chamber  at  plea- 
iuKy  they  had  no  manner  of  fufpicion. 
When  the  Body  was  fafely  lodged ,  it 
was  thought  advifable  to  give  it  oiit* 
privately^  that  the  Emperor ^died  of  an 
Apoplexy.    His  Excefles  bad  made  him 
corpulent  of  late.  His  Corpulency  had 
very  much  enclincd  him  to  (leep;   in 
which  and  baching  he  freely  indulged ; 
and  it  was  known  that  he  ufually  drank 
firong  Liquors^  and  great  quantities  of 
them    whcnfoever   he   waked.    This 
Practice  made  the  Report  eafily  be- 
lieved.

EcleSfus  went  in  the  dead  of  the  Night 
to  his  Houfe,  to  acquaint  him  with  it. 
The  fight  of  the  Captain  cf  the  Guards^ 
and  the  Qhamherlain^  who  had  been  the 
chief  Infl-rumenrs  of  CommoJus  in  all 
liis  Violences,  made  Pertinax  conclude . 
that  they  were  come  to  kill  him.  He 
had  exfpeded  Death  a  great  while,  and

They  were 
afray d  that  the  Soldiers  would  not  con- 
firm his  Eledion ,  becaufe  he  was  a 
likely  Man  to  put  a  flop  to  their  difl 
orders.     This  made  the  Mobile  run  in 

.  ,  a  Body  to  the  Camp,  where  before  the 
Soldiers  Were  aware,  who  were  un- 
armed and  half  alleep ,  the  Citizens 
mixed  themfelves  among  them,  and 
made  the  Soldiers  afrayd,  that  if  they 
did  not  do  whatfpever  the  People 
would  have  them  do,  they  would  cue 
their  Throats.  The  Soldiers  therefore 
Willingly  agreeM  to  what  Lcetus  had 
liiyd,  proclaimed  Pertinas  immediately^ 
and  catry*d  him  along  with  the  People, 
With  Laurels  in  their  Hand^,  diredly 
to  the  Senate-Houfe.

C 
Shews  which  Corhmat/ui  Was  then  to  192* 
have  exhibited,  had  amufbd  the  Peo-  <-oro 
pie  for  fome  time  before ;  but  thePlea- 
fure  they. were  to  exfpe<3:  was  damped 
by  the  notice  that  was  given^  That  the 
Emperor  intended  to  go  to  the  Amphi^ 
theater  from  the  Gladiators  Lodge^  guard*^ 
ed  by  that  vile  Crew  whom  he  was  to 
lead  that  Day.  The  Senators  efpecial- 
ly  were  griev'd  at  thefe  things :  efleem- 
ing  it  as  a  particular  difparagement  to 
themielves  to  fee  their  Prince  keep 
company  with  Men,  whofe  very  Pro- 
feflfion  the  I^w  declared  to  be  infa- 
mous. They  inwardly  groaned  and 
long'd  for  a  Change,  for  more  they 
diirftnot  do ;  wlien  to  their  great  Afto* 
nifhn^cnt  they  were  lummcm'd  in  the 
Night  to  meet  the  Guards  at  the  Senate- 
Hojule,  that  they  might  ratify  the  £le« 
^aion  of  p.  Pertinax. 

^.30.  The  merits  of  the  Man,  with 
their  ill  will  to  CommoduSy  foon  induced 
the  Senate  to  do  what  the  Soldiery  and 
the  People  defired.  They  ratified  his 
Eledion  with  all  the  Ignominy  upon 
the  Memory  of  CommodaSj  that  it  was 
poflible  for  an  enraged  Aflembly  to  caft 
upon  a  Man  whom  they  had  long  flood 
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in  dread  of,  and  had  jufl:  then  been  wu 
CKfpei^edly  delivered  from*  Their  Me* 
chod  in  fuch  Cafes  was,  for  feme  pat«> 
ticuiar  Senator  to  give  his  Opinion 
in  one  Sentence  ^  which  was  afbet^ 
wards  repeated  in  the  felf^famt  Words 
by  all  the  reft.  When  thac  Sentence 
was  repeated  with  Acclamations,  the 
number  of  the  Acclamations  was  fome^ 
times  regiftred ;  and  then  all  that  had 
been  fayd  was  entred  into  the  J^unud 
as  part  of  the  Decree  if  the  Senate.  So 
they  went  on,  as  long  as  any  Senator 
flood  up  to  give  his  Opinion  upon  that 
Head.

*  are  our  Emperor. '  Here  was  an  In- 
ftance  of  the  Rage  of  an  Auguft  AC- 
fembly,  who  were  refolved  to  leave 
their  Abhorrence  of  this  Inhuman 
Prince  upon  Record,  in  their  Regifters 
to  all  Pofterity. 

A.C  J •  3 1 • . Pertinas^  however, would  not 
193.  fuffer  thefe  Ignominious  Decrees  of  the 
Senate  to  be  ratified.  Commodus  and 
his  Father  Marcus  had  raifed  him 
from  a  mean  beginning  to  be  one  of  the 
firft  Men  in  the  Empire  .•  So  that  Com^ 
modus  deferved  well  of  fertinax^  what- 
foever  he  did  of  the  reft  of  the  Se- 
nate. Pertinax  therefore  ordered  him 
to  be  bury^d  privately ,  and  gave  w^y 
that  the  other  parts  of  the  Sentence  of 

the 
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the  Seaace  fhoutd  be  executed.  Ac-  A^C 
cordingly  the  People  took  down  Com*  193 
tnoduss  Statues  without  delay,  where- 
ever  they  had  been  let  up ;  erafed  all 
his  Infcriptions ,  altefd  his  Names  of 
the  Months,  and  reftoredtheold  ones, 
and  in  fhort  undid  all  that  he  had  done 
before,  that  was  reproachful  or  infa- 
mous. 

§.  3  X.  This  was  the  Fate  of  M.  Com^ 
modus  Antoninus  J  £mpei;or  of  Romey  who 
was  killed  in  the  XXXIII^  Year  of  his 
Age,  after  a  (hort  Reign  of  XII  Years,  V 
Months,and  XIV  Days.  It  is  plain  from 
\¥hat  has  been  laid,  that  he  ow'd  his  Ru- 
in at  laft  wholly  to  himfelfNever  Prince 
begun  a  Reign  with  greater  Advanta- 
jes :  At  his  coming  to  the  Throne,  he 
found  the  whole  Empire  in  a  manner 
in  Peace ;  a  yi(3:orious  and  obedient 
Army,  a  full  Treafury,  a  People  that 
adored  his  Father's  Memory,  and  that 
would  have  done  any  thing  in  the 
World  to  have  made  his  Reign  eafy  and 
profperous.  But  an  immoderate  Thirft 
after  Pleafure,  and  an  Averfion  to  Bufi- 
nefs,  were  his  Ruine.  Thefe  Vices 
betray'd  him  to  the  Suggeftions  of 
Men ,  that  made  him  believe  that  a 
B^oman  Emperor  might  be  as  re^ardlcfs 
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4.  C.    of  his  People  in  all  hi$  Adions,  as  h^f 

193.  is  above  them  in  State  and  Dignity. 
tr^'Wi  His  Father's  Friends  grieved  to  fecthe|r 
Prince  expofe  himfelf  in  this  manner; 
^  They  checked  him,  and  he  cut  them 
off.  His  young  Advifers  foon  taught 
him  to  think  every  Man  his  Encmyj 
that  found  fault  with  what  he  did;  ana 
they  poileft  him  with  an  Opinion,  thai; 
his  Adions  as  well  as  his  Perlbn  were 
all  facred,  becaufe  they  were  his.  Afe 
ter  that  there  was  no  difficulty  in  get* 
ting  the  power  into  their  own  Hands^ 
by  telling  him  that  it  was  below  him 
to  attend  to  the  drudgery  of  Bufmels, 
And  what  was  the  Confequence  of  all 
this?They  foon  undid  themfelves,  and  at 

I  length  their  Mafter  too.  Habits  of  Vice 

unman  Mens  minds,  and  Princes  moft  ot 
all,  who  cannot  bear  the  uneafinefs  of 

^  beginning  all  again.    Befides,  Ptinccs 

that  wholly  give  themfelves  up  to  their 
Pleafures,  never  make  themfelves  Ma* 
fters  of  their  Bufmefs ;  which  in  a  fmall 
Kingdom,  and  much  more  in  fo  vafl:  an 
Empire  as  that  of  Rome^  is  a  laborious 
Employment,  and  requires  abundance 
,  of  Thought,  and  great  Application  to 
dp  it  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  The  ne- 
ceflary  State  and  Qrder  of  a  well-go- 
l.,  i.:     .      -.  verned 
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i^rned  Couit,  is  what  thefe  e&minate  A.  C 
Ptinces  cannot  bear;  fb  chat  by  De-  193. 
grce's  their  Duty  becomes  intolerable,  ^-on^ 
There  are  alway's  Attendants  enough 
about  a  Prince,  who  will  make  it  their 
Imfinels  to  find  out  his  Inclinations : 
Whatfoever  he  would  doy  as  well  a$ 
what  he  d^ii^  ihall  be  commended,  if 
thele  Parafites  think  he  will  give  Ear  to 
what  they  fay.  And  it  fhew's  a  ftrengch 
of  Mind,  that  few  Men  who  have  long 
unbent  their  Faculty's*  are  capable  of, 
to  refift  the  Temptation  of  doing  what 
they  mod:  defire  to  do,  when  they 
know  they  ihall  be  commended  for  ic 
when  they  have  done. 

^.33.  This  was  the  Cafeof  Qm^o- 
Jku.  When  Ckander  was  dead,  he  faw 
his  Miftake,  and  for  a  little  while  a<3;ed 
as  became  his  Quality,  and  the  Station 
he  Was  in.  But  this  was  all  Reftraint ;

193.  tally  cruel.  He  faw  the  Fate  of  Nero 
^>WJ  and  Domitiany  that  went  before  him : 
Therefore  he  reckoned  upon  fecuring 
himielf ,  by  granting  a  boundlels  Li- 
berty to  his  Guards/  of  doing  what 
they  would.  Yet  we  fee  even  that  did 
not  long  fecure  him*  Princes  that  air 
low  themfelves  fuch  wild  Liberty's, 
Cain  neither  be  loved  nor  efteemed  by 
any  Man!  Their  own  Minifters  will 
live  in  dread,  they  will  fupplant  theio 
sLflbon  as  they  can,  and  when  they  can« 
hot  do  that ,  they  will  murjther  then) 
Upoh  the  lead  difguft.'  It  is  no  wonder 
therefore  if  the  Reign  of  CommQjus  did 
not  lafl:  long ;  one  would  rather  mar- 
vel that  it  fhould  continue  fo  long  as  it 
did,*  None  but  the  Son  of  Marcus, 
whole  lucid  Intervals  did  now  and  then 
put  the  People  in  hopes  t)iat  he  would 
amend  at  lall,  could  with  fuch  a  Qo- 
vemment  have  been  lb  many  Years 
bbey'd.  A  remarkable  Inftance  of  the

again  to  Peace  j  and  put  above  Forty  ^^^  g^ 
of  them  to  death,  as  Men  that  had  ver.c.  i}. 
been  eonvided  of  favouring  of  Alhim 
MUSf  who  had  all  born  the  chiefeft  Ofit* 
ees  in  the  Commonwealth.    But  thef 
Senate  could  not  hate  him  fb  raucb  as 
the  Soldiers  and  the  People  loved  him ; 
for  his  Dtftributions  to  them  were  very 
noble,  and  tlie  Spediacles  which  h^ 
exhibited  were  magnificent  and   frcr 
quent,  and  they  enjoyed  great  Plenty 
all  his  Reign.

Xhefe  things  have  niad6 
Severus  appear  odious,  co  future  Ages  $  * 
and  xme^  cannot  but  admire  the  juft 
Judgments  of  God,  who  cut  off  the 
Pofterity  of  that  Frme  in  the  firfl;  Ge* 
neration,  who  had  laboured  fb  much  ^ 
by  all  forts  of  Methods  to  fecure  a 
lading  Empire  to  his  Famjly.

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The  Teopletf  Reme  had  i^ftMi  to  lovtt 
him^  Im  he  feafted  th«m  wiulft  heUin^^ 
tiid  left  Seven  Year's  provifiofi  of  Com 
behind  him  for  their  ufe  when  be  died« 
He  obliged  the  Inhabitants  of  Tripoiis 
in  Africa  to  furnift  the  Oty  ^Rame 
with  a  conftant  Allowance  ot  Oy  1 ,  to 
be  diftributed  amongft  thie  Pom  e^ory 
day.  His  Shews  and  Cengutrys  were 
more  magnificent  than  any  Emperors 
had  ever  been  before  him.  The  Pub- 
lic Buildings  in  Rome  which  were  de?* 
cayM  with  Age,  he  repaired,  and  io 
he  did  in  fevcral  other  City's.  When 
he  heard  Caufes,  as  he  often  did  ,  he 
was  very  patient,  allowing  both  Par- 
ty's full  Liberty  to  fay  what  they  could 
for  themfclves.  In  making  Law's  he 
took  particular  care  to  be  exactly  juft, 
ufing  the  alTiflance  of  that  great  Ora- 
cle of  the  Civil  Law,  Pafinian^  whom 
for  that  reafon  he  made  Caftain  of  his 
Guards,  For^t  was  then  the  cuftom^ 
that  mod  great  Caufes  which  fdl  im- 
mediately under  the  Emperor's  cogni- 
zance, were  try'd  before  the  Captain  ef 
his  Guards :  Therefore  Papinian  was  put 
into  that  Poft ;  which  that  he  might  dif- 
charg'c  the  better ,he  took  Paulus  and  17/- 
piaHy  whofe  Names  are  ftill  famous  in  the 

Books 
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Sodks  of  the  Civil  ImBj  to  be  his  ^  AC 
fcfibra*  By  thefe  /things  Stverus  took  xi^« 
off  the  Odium  from  himfelf  in  a  great 
meafore  before  he  died.  His  SttiGi^ 
racaBa  fi^on  made  his  Lofii  to  be  hear* 
tily  fomented ;  for  what  was  to  be«c>» 
fpedied  from  him  was  quiekly  feetu 
i^ien  the  dread  of  his  Father  was  omrt 
removed.

When  all  would  not 
do,  lie  refoived  to  wait  a  more  £iTora-» 
ble  opportunity :  And  thus  with  no

der him  or  his  Father  (t)  with  great 
HttroJiin  Applauie ;   and  a  Coufin-German  of 
it 4.411.  Iiis  own,  Septimius  Sever us^  to  whom

from  bis  own  Table.    Not  to  mention     xix. 
A/per  Jdianus  and  his  Sons  ,  who  bad  <-orv-» 
l>orn  the  higheft  Offices  in  the  Empire^ 
and  two  of  them  had.  been  Confuls  to- 
gether in  the  Year  CX^XI»  ^  under  this 
motCaracaUa^  who  were  ignominioufly 
lent  into    their  own  Countrey;   nor  Oio  Fni. 
thrafeaf  PrifcuSy  defcended  of  a  Family  v^icC  p.

death.    In  (hort,  there  was  fcarce  a  Herodian 
day  pad,  whilft  he  (layd  at  Rime^  that  ubifufr0.

that  City.    And  to  add  to  the  Afflidli-  dio.  Fng, 
on  of  the  Family's  of  thofe  whom  he  Vaicf.  p, 
thus  dcftroy'd,  he  would  not  futfer  the  7^^"

§.  5.  But  had  the  Cruelties  of  Cara* 
caUa  been  lefs,  yet  the  Oppreflions  <A 
his  Subjed^s  of  all  Ranks,  would  alone 
have  made  him  intolerable.    He  cared^ 
not  how  much  he  robbed  and  ground 
the  People,  fo  he  could  but  find  Money 
to  (opport  his  Expences,  wherein  he 
was  beyond  meafure  profufe.    Befidei 
the  new  Taxes  which  he  impofed,  h€ 
either  railed  the  Cuftomary  Dues ,  or 
elfe  exaded  them  oftener  than  they  had  .

It  was  a  Cuftom 
nlS'v!^  when  Teftators  bequeathed  Eftates  or 
kfmm  p.    Legacy*s  by  Wilt  to  Strangers  or  Col- 
745-        lateral  Relations,  that  a  XX^^  part  of 
stf^'e!     ^hat  they  left,  was  piit  into  the  Ex- 
chequer.    This  Augufius  firft  inftitu- 
ted,  who  thought  it  no  hardfhip  to  tax 
thofe  a  XX^**  part ,  who  would  not 
without  ftich  a  Will  have  had  any  Le- 
gal Title  to  the  other  XIX.  ThisXX'^ 
part  CaracaSa  r aifed  to  a  X'^ ;  and  be- 
Caufe    before  onely  Roman    Citizens 
were  zSc&cd  by  it,  he  made  the  whole 
Roman  Empire  univerfafly  free  of  the 
City  of  Rome^  that  all  Men  might  be 
equally  liable  to  pay  this  Tax.  He  was 
willing  indeed  that  this  enfranchizing 
of  the  Empire  fliould  be  looked  upon 
as  an  AS:  of  Grace,  as  in  fomerefpedis 
it  certainly  was  ;  but  yet  the  true  Rea- 
fon  why  he  did  it,  was,  that  the  Sub- 
jeds  of  the  Provinces  miglu  be  harraft 
by  all  thofe  Impofitions  with  which  the 
Citizens  of  Rome  were  burthcn'd,  over 
and  above  ail  thofe  which  they  payd 
before.     The  Coronary  Gold  which  Was

rous Enemy's.     Freed  Mens  Eftates 
when  they  were  manumitted  were  like* 
wife  liable  to  this  XX'^^  Penny ;  and 
this  CaracaSa  raifed  to  a  X'^,  as  he  had 
done  already  the  cafual  Legacy's.  Both 
chefe  extraordinary  Impofitions  were  af-  oson  i>* 
terwards  taken  away  by  Afiflcmiij.

Progrels  thro  the  feveral  Provinces  of    ^j^^ 
his  Empire.

CaracaSa  was  thcrc^ 
in  Perfon  to  fee  them,  and  went  round 
them  as  they  ftood  in  Order,  viewing 
them  one  by  one,  and  examining  whe- 
ther they  would  be  fit  for  his  Service, 
In  the  mean  time  he  crderM  his  own 
Soldiers  to  inclofe  them,  with  the  reft 
of  the  People  that  Were  got  together 
to  fee  the  Shew.  When  they  were  quite 
hemmed  in,  he  withdrew  with  his  own 
Guards,,  and  then  gave  a  Signal  to  the 
Army  to  fall  on.  The  Soldiers  imme- 
diately fell  upon  thcfe  poor  Alexandria 
anSy  and  without  diflinftion  raaflacred 
them  all,  as  they  could  come  at  them» 
In  the  confufion  which  fuch  a  Slaugh- 
ter occafioned ,  a  great  many  of  Cara^ 
caSas  Men  were  killed  with  the  reft ; 
efpecially  after  they  began  td  dig  Pits

Jy  before  with  the  Kings  of  Armenia  ^^^'^^ 
and  Ofrhoeney  inviting  them  to  come  to  d'£^^^^' 
him,  and  then  detaining  them  as  Prifo- 
nets,  and  feizing  upon  rheir  Kingdoms. 
Ofrhoene  being  but  a  finall  Territory, 
was  foon  mafter'd  j  but  the  Armenians 
defended  their  Ck)untrey  bravely  in  the 
Abfence  of  their  King,  and  overthrew 
CaracaSds  General  ,    one    Theocritus  , 
whom  he  fent  againO:  them ;  who  from  m.  Vn^. 
being  a  Slave  at  firft  to  Saoterusy  one  of  Val.p.7  ^7- 
^he  Favorites  of  Qommodus ,  had  rtfen  g '  ^  ^^^' 
by  degrees  to  be  an  infamous  Inftru- 
ment  of  the  Cruelty  and  Oppreflion  of 
Caracatta.    This  faithlefs  ufage  of  his 
Neighbours,  had  put  Artaianus,  who 
was-now  King  of  Parthia  in  the  Room  . 
of  Vohgaefusy  upon  his  Guard ;  and  he 
defired  to  have  as  little  to  do  with  Ca- 
racalla  as  he  could.     And  befides,  At- 
tahanus  had  feafbns  of  his  own  to  be 
highly  diflatisfied  with  Caracalla:  For 
after  his  Father  f'ologaefus's  Death ,  he  Db.  Fra^ji 
and  his^ Brother  having  fome  difputes  VaWf.p. 
about  the  Succeffion,  Caracalla  wasve-  ^^  ' 
ry  induftrious  in  fomenting  their  diffe- 
rences, and  was  mightily  pleafesi  with 
what  he  didj  thereby  (hewing  that  he 
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A.  C.    loved  to  fee  Brothers  at  variance,  and 
XI 6.    rejoiced  when  he  could  have  a  Hand  in 
.*or>^  any  thing  that  promoted  Bioodlhed. 
The    Roman  Emperor  however    foon 
found  a  pretence  of  making  a  War 
upon  Artabanus  :  He   ftnt  to  him    to 
defire  his  Daughter  in  Marriage;  he 
told  him  fttch  an  Alliance  would  unite 
their  Monarchies  for  ever  ;    and  he 
fet  forth  the  Advantages  of  that  Uni- 
on with  all  the  Eloquence  that  he  was 
Mailer  of;  and  his  Ambafladors  car- 
ry *d  magnificent  Prefents,  ftill  the  more 
to'indace  the  Parthian  to  accept  of  their 
Mafter's  Propofition.     Artahanus^  who 
had  try*d  his  perfidious  Temper,  and 
who   fuppofed  that  Caracalla  wanted 
Dion  p.     onely  a  pretence  to  fix  a  Claim  to  the 
•81.  A.^  . Parthian  Em^ixQ^  refufed  the  Match; 
whereupon  Caracalla  went  with  a  con- 
fiderable  Army  into  Parthia  ,  wafting 
and  deftroying  all  that  came  in  his 
way.    At  Arhela  he  threw  down  the 
Monuments  of  the  Parthian  Kings , 
and  fcatter'd  tlieir  Bones  upon    the 
Ground.    All  this  while  he  met  with 
no  Enemy ;  for  the  Parthians  not  ex- 
ipeding  a  War,  lay  quiet  till  the  Re^ 
*mansWQTC  juft  upon  them,  and  then 
they  fled  up  into  the  Gountrcy  as  faft 

as 
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as  they  could  (j  ).  When  Caracalla  had 
done  what  he  defigned,  he  returned  to 
Edejfa ,  pleafed  with  his  Viiiory ,  for 
which  the  Senate  gave  him  the  Tide 
of  Parthiciis  (z) ;  and  there  he  Ipent  Herodian 
the    remaining    part   of  the   Winter  ***^-4.

The  next  Spring  the  Parthi-    A. C 
ans  made  great  Preparations  to  fall  up-    ^i  j. 
on   Caracalla.     They  knew  his  Men  c-^'VN^ 
were  grown  very  diforderly,  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  extravagant  Liberty  s  that 
he  allowM  them,  and  that  the  old  Ro* 
wan  Difciplinc  was  wholly  loft;  fo  that 
they  did  not  doubt  but  they  Ihould  be 
fuinciently  able  to  revenge  themfelves. 
And  it  is  very  probable  they  might  have 
been,  if  an  unforefeen  Confpiracy  had    • 
not  by  cutting  off  Caracalh  in  an  uncx- 
Ipedled  manner,  taken  him  away  from 
their  Vengeance.  He  had  entrufted  the 
'  Command  of  his  Guards  to  two  Men, 
Opelius  MacrinuSy  and  /^dventus.     Ad-  Herodian 
vent  us  had  the  Reputation  oF  a  Soldi-  Ub.4.§.ia, 
er,  but  was  wholly  unacquainted  with 
Civil  Affair's  ,  and  fo  very  ignorant 
that  he  could  npt  fo  much   as  read. 
Macrinus  on  the  contrary  underftood 
the  Law  tolerably  well,  and  executed 
the  Juridical  part  of  his  Power  much 
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A.  C.    to  the  fatisfadion  of  the  Empire,  but 
a  1 7.     Was  not  looked  upon  to  be  a  Soldier  ; 
^^-orsj  for  which  Reafon  he  was  often  ridicu- 
led  by  Caracalky  who  having  been  ufed 
Herodian  to  great  Hardlhips  in  his  way  of  Life, 
^*  M"*'    fancy 'd.  himfeif  to  be  a  conipleat  Gene- 
ral, and  loved  to  jeO:  upon  Macrinus  as 
a  Man  untit  for  his  Office.     Thele 
things  made  Macrinus  think  his  Intereft 
began  to  decline ;   and  knowing  the 
Temper  of  his  Mailer,  they  made  him 
exceedingly  uneafy.    About  that  time

ternianus  fent, were  carried  to  Julia  Dam* 
n^  the  Emprels,  who  lay  at  Antiochy  and 
had  a  Commiliion  from  the  Emperor  to 
open  all  Expreflcs  that  were  not  of  ex- 
traordinary Conccrn,and  to  giveAnfwcrs 
to  them  accordingly.     This  Ulpius  Ju* 
lianuSy  a  Senator  then  at  RomCy  a  great 
Friend  oi  Macrinus\  knew  ;  who  there- 
upon lent  a  Mcilenger  dircdly  to  yWii- 
crinuSy  to  give  him  an  Account  of  the 
Letters  which  Maternianus  had  fent  al- 
ready . 
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ready  to   the  Emprels.     The  Intelli-   A.C 
gence  which  Mac}[inus  thus  received    217/ 
ftom  Ulpius  Julianas^  fet  him  upon  his  ^-or\J 
Guard,  and  prepared  him  for  the  worft. 
Soon  after,  the  Letters  came  from  An- 
tiochy  which  were  fent  at  firft  by  Ma- 
ternianus.    QaracaUa  was  then  at  Bjef-^ 
fay  and  received  the  Pacquet  juft  as  he 
was  going  into  a  Chariot  to  drive  a  Herodun 
Match  in  ih^  Circus  in  that  City.     Be-  iib.4Si5. 
ing  then  bufy  ,  he  commanded  Macri- 
nus  fas  he  ufed  to  do  formerly)  to 
read  his  Letters,  and  tell  him  if  there 
was^any  thing  material  in  them }  other- 
wife  Macrinus  was  to  give  what  Orders 
might  be  requifite.    Upon  the  opening 
of  the  Pacquet  he  faw  his  Doom,  and 
found  he  had  no  Time  to  loiter.    He 
therefore   immediately  communicated  Dion  p. 
his  Intentions  to  two  Brothers,  Trihunes  ^9©  E  & 
of  the  Guards,  Aurelius  NemeftanuSy  and  cmL?.<j. 
Aurelius  ApoUinaris  ,  and  to  one  Julius 
Martialis ,  a  difobliged  Centurion  (a)^ 
whofe  Brother  CaracaUa  had  killed  not 
long  before  ,   upon  an  Accufation  of 
which  he  was  convided.     Martialis^ 
willing  to  gratify  Macrinus  at  the  fame 
time  that  he  purfued  his  own  Revenge, 
promifed  to  kill  CaracaUa  upon  the  firft 
opportunity.    It  was  not  long  before 
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'A*  C.  he  liad  one ;  for  whileft  Caracalla,  was

/iS^lJ  "^^  ^y  worlhipt  in  that  City  ,  upon  the 
viii^^  of  April,  CCXVII,  he  withdrew 
from  the  Company  to  eafe  Naj:ure  ; 
and  when  the  reft  of  his  Retinue  flood 
at  a  diftance  out  of  decency,  Martialis 
who  was  alway's  upon  the  watch  ^ 
came  fuddainly  up  to  him  as  ;f  he  had 
been  called,  and  ftabbed  him  juft  upon 
tlie  Collar-bone ,  fo  that   the  Wound

relius  Anionhus  Caracalla ,  in  the  XX  ** 
Year  of  his  Reign,  i£  we  redkon  from 
the  Time  when  his  Father  firft  invefted 
him  with  the  Jrilunitial  Power ,  and 
gave  him  the  Title  of  Auguftus.  He  lur- 
vivedlns  Father  VI  Year  s,  H  Months, 
and  odd  Day's,  leaving  a  difturb'd  Go- 
vcrnmcnt  to  the  next  that  would  take 
it  up.  His  Murtherer  Martialis  was 
Dion  p.  foon  killed.  It  is  thought  he  might 
*^8  ^  /  haveefcaped,  if  he  had  thrown  away 
'  *  his  Sword ;  but  that  difcovering  him, 
he  was  killed  by  one  of  the  Germans 
who  waited  then  upon  the  Emperor  as 
his  Guards.  It  was  obferved  alfo,  that 

few 
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few  of  thofe  that  had  any  Hand  in  this  A.  C 
Conlpiracy  efcaped ;  the  Providence  of  217. 
God  teaching  Men  thereby,  as  well  as 
by  innumerable  other  Inlbmces ,  That 
how  wicked  Ibever  Princes  may  have 
been,  yet  when  once  their  Subjeds  dip 
their  Hands  in  their  Sovereign  s  Bloocl, 
they  ihall  not  even '  in  this  World  go 
unpuniihed. 

JT.  14,  For  furcly  if  ever  Prince 
might  lawfully  have  been  aflafTinated, 
CaracaUa  might ;  who  was  as  great  an 
Inflance  of  Oppreffion  and  Perfidiouf? 
nefs,  mixt  with  Cruelty,  as  can  be 
fhewn  in  Hiftory.  He  never  leems  to 
have  had  any  regard  for  his  Subjed's, 
and  Ifaewd  nothing  like  Love  and 
Companion  towards  any  body  befides 
his  own  Soldiers  :  To  whom  he  was 
fo  extravagantly  profufe  ,  that  Macri^ 
nus  complain  d  after  his  Death  ,  that 
befides  their  ordinary  Pay,  he  gave 
away  amongd  them  above  Two  Milli-  • 
ons  of  our  Money  (F)  every  Year. 
Severus  had  encreafed  the  Guards  to  Herodian 
40,000  ;  and  befides,  had  raifed  their  ***^*^  *'^' 
Pay,  and  granted  them  feveral  Privile- 
ges which  they  had  not  before.  All 
thefe  they  lookt  upon  as  their  Right 
under  CaracalU ;  fo  that  when  he  gave 

them 
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A.  C    them  fo  much  over  and  above  all  that 

a  1 7.    Severus  had  given  them  already,  (  for 

CorN->  fo  we  are  to  tinderftand  the  words  of 

Macrinus  )  we  may  well  think  what  a 

Burthen  chat  mud  needs  have  been  to 

the  Empire.     His  Mother  Julia^  who 

was  a  very  wife  Woman,  reproved  him 

once  for  this  his  ProdigaUty  ;  but  he 

laying  his  Hand  upon  his  Sword,  re- 

Dioh  p.     ply*d.

•75^-     never  want  Money.    In  a  word ,  he  fol- 

low'd  Severus  s  Advice  exadly,  which 

he  gave  him  upon  his  Death-Bed,  which 

Id.  p.  868.  was,  To  enrich  his  Soldiers  ,  and  not  to 

*•  regard  any  body  elfe :  Or  ,   as  I  rather 

think,  he  gave  that  out  as  the  reafon 

of  his  Condudl  after  his  Father  was 

dead,  and  could  not  contradi(9:  him. 

But  this  Indulgence  of  Severus  and  his 

Son  Caracalla  towards  the  Soldiers,  as 

it  was  the  Ruin  of  the  Empire  for  that 

whole  Age  till  Diocletian  s  time,  fo  it 

was  the  deftrudiion  of  Severus's  own 

Family  aj:  laft.     And  the  onely  good 

Prince  of  that  Line,  Severus  Alexander^ 

found  his  Army  too  (Irong  for  him, 

while  he   was  labouring,  to    reform 

them. 
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J^.i.l  T  will  eafily  be  imagined ,  that 
1  Caracalla's  Death  occadfioned  a 
mighty  Uproar  in  the  Army.    The 
Body  of  the  Soldiers  loved  a  Prince 
that  had  l)een  lb  kind  to  them.    His 
way  of  living,  more  like  a  private  Sol*  Herodian 
dier  than  a  General  of  an  Army,  was^''*•'^•^**' 
very  obliging :  This  m^ide  them  lament    . 
the  Lois  oiT  a  Fellow-Soldier  and  Com- 
panion, as  well  as  of  a  Prince.    Ma-* 
crinus  too  came  and  lamented  over  the 
Body  fo  artificially ,  that  he  was  not 
then  fulpedred  to  have  had  any  Hand 
in  his  Mailer's  death.    For  two  day^s 
the  Army  was  at  a  ftand,  being  uncer- 
tain whom  to  chufe.  They  offered  the  M.  ibid. 
Empire  firft  to  Adventus  the  Senior  Cap^  ^  *7- 
tain  of  the  Guards.    Adventus  was  very 
old,  and  every  way  unfit  for  fo  great 
a  Charge.  This  made  him  excufe  him- 
felf  J  and  then  it  was  ofFer'd  to  Macri-- 
nus  the   Fourth  day  after  Caracallas

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jCC.   death,  which  happen'd  to  be  the  Birth- 
^17.    day  of  SeveruSy  and  he  gladly  accept- 
o<rNJ  ed  it. 

S^  X.  Ofelius  Macrinus  was  born  of 
Dion  p.     very  mean  Parentage  at  Cafarea^  the 
«84. E.  &  Metropolis  of   Maur/tania  Cafarienfis^' 
p.  S91.  E.  ^^^  p^^j.  ^f  ^j^g  Territory  of  Algiers. 

By  flow  degree's  he  had  riferi  under 
former  Emperors^  till  he  came  at  laft 
to  be  one   of  the   Captains  of  the 
la  p.gyj.  Guards,     He  was  originally  bred  to 
A.  the  Lawj  and  was  cmploy'd  by  P/m^ 

tianus  when  he  was  in  his  Gr£atnefs^  to 
manage  his  Edate.  That  was  his  firO: 
Rife,  and  had  like  to  have  been  his 
Ruine  when  his  Mailer  fell ,  if  Fahius 
Cilo  had  not  beg'd  his  Life.  After  that, 
Sever  us.  made  him  Mqfier  of  the  Pofts 
upon  the ,  Flaminian  Way  ;  and  under 
Caracalla  he  rofe  firft  to  be  Advocate  of 
the  freafury^  and  then  one  of  the  Cap- 
tains of  bis  Guards.  This  laft  Offite', 
the  grcateft  that  any  SubjeA  of  the 
Empire  was  capable  of,  he  managed 
with  great  Integrity  and  Uprightnefs. 
Dio.  ibid.  His  Decifions  were  alway's  right  when 
be  heard  Caufes  himfelf ;  and  iho  he 
was  not  greatly  skilled  in  the  Law's, 
yet  he  covered  that  defecft,  by  his  Mo- 
deration and  Care  to  diftribute  J^ftice 
s  im- 


/ 


impartially  to  every  Man.    By  thefe    A.C. 
means  he  became  exceedingly  popular    xij. 
in  the  Empire  ;  tha  the  Soldiers,  who  ^^'y''^ 
were    afray'd    of    thofe  Regulations 
which  they  forefaw  he  would  make^  or 
'  at  lead  attempt^  chofb  him  uppn  Cara^^  • 
caUd^  death,  tather  bccaufe  they  knew 
not  whom  elfe  to  pitchy  upon,  than 
that  they  had  any  Perfonal  Kindnefs 
for  the  Man.    For  the  Parthian  was 
juil:  then  ready  to  break  in  upon  Mefo'  Herodiaa 
potamia^  to  revenge  himfelf  upon  the  **-4$  *7. 
Perfidioulhefs  of  Caracalkj  who  againft 
ail  Faith  and  Juftice  had  not  long  be* 
fore  made  an  Inroad  into  his  Country. 
So  that  the  Army  was  obliged  td  chufe- 
an  Emperor  immediately ;   and  when 
Adventus  declined  it,  tho  as  Senior  Pra-  Dfo  p 
feS  he  faid  it  was  his  Right,  Macrinus  ^94  E- 
was  the  onely  Man  they  could  pofflbly         \ 
take.     And  befidcs,  his  FcUow-Con- 
fpirators  had  from  the  time  of  Cara'- 
callds  death  been  making  an  Intereft        « 
for  him  in  the  Army,     k  is  probable 
therefoire  that  Adventus  found  he  could 
not  have  been  fafe,  if  he  had  accepted 
of  the  Empire ,  which  made  him  re- 
fufe  it.

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A.O  Body  to  be  burnt,  and  the  Aihes  put 
a  1 7.  into  an  Urn,  and  carried  to  Antioch  to 
Kyy><j  his  Mother  JuUa.  When  flie  heard 
chat  her  Son  was  dead,  ihe  was  excef- 
iively  troubled :  For  tho  perhaps  fbe 
might  not  much  love  him,  who  did 
not  indeed  much  deferve  her  Love,  yet 
ihe  loved  Empire  and  Power.    She  bad 

hitherto  kept  the  Title  of  ^Kf^ig/S^a,  and 
a  great  part  of  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Go- 
vernment paft  thro  her  Hand$.  This 
ihe  mufl:  exfped:  now  to  lofe ,  and  ihe 
could  not  tell  how  to  brook  io  great  a 
i>ia»885.  Fall:  It  is  plain  this  was  her  greateft 
TOifatcom  Concern ;  for  when  ihe  underftood  that 
-^ag.  899.  Macrinus  was  contented  to  let  her  have 
her  Guards^  and  to  keep  the  Rank  and 
Title  of  Au^fia  (tiU^  ihe  cafl:  away  all 
Thoughts  oT  dying,  and  was  willing  to 
live.  But  afterwards,  when  Macrinus 
was  informed  of  what  (he  had  laid 
againfl:  him,  and  finding  that  fhe  began 
to  cabal  with  the  Soldiers,  liad  orderM 
her  to  withdraw  from  Antioch  in  all 
hade,  ihe  refolved  to  live  no  longer, 
but  beat  her  Breads,  in  one  of  w^ch 
ihe  had  a  Cancer  before ,  and  refuled 
to  take  any  fort  of  Suftenance.  Thole 
Blow's  loon  increafed  her  Diftemper, 
and  ihe  dy'd  in  a  few  day's  after ;  lea*

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Viflg  behind  her  as  remarkable  an  Ex-    A*  C 
ample  of  the  Viciflicude  of  Fortune^  as    217. 
perhaps  can  any  where  be  met  with. 
For  from  a  private  Woman,  of  no  great 
Family,  and  not  of  Roman  Extt^uQMti^ 
by  being  married  to  Severus  ihe  came 
to  be  EmpreliS  of  Rome ;  in  which  Con- 
dition, as  long  as  Plautianus  lived,  ihe 
enjoy'd  but  little  comfort.     After  his 
Death,  ihe  faw  both  her  Sons  Empe- 
rors ,  with  the- cruel  Allay  of  feeing 
them  quarrel  at  the  fame  time,  in  fuch 
a  manner  as  quickly  ended  in  the  dc- 
lirudionwof  one,  and  which  was  in  all 
probability  the  ruine  of  the  other  too, 
not  many  Years  after.    For  her  Favo- 
rite Child  was  murther'd  in  her  Arms, 
by  his  Eldeft  Br.other's  Order,  and  her 
felf  was  wounded  whilfl  ihe  in  vain 
flrove  to  fave  his  Life.     And  after  that, 
when  ihe  was  forced  to  diffemble  her 
Grief  for  the  Lois. of  oneSon^  for  fear 
of  difpleaTmg  the  other,  ihe  faw  the 
Surviver  iirft  become  thro  his  Villa^ 
nies  the  Horror  and  Deteftation  of  all

But  whatfoevcr  Concern  Jftlid 
had  for  her  Son's  Death,  the  City  of 
Rome  J.  efpecially  the  Senators  and  Peo« 
pie  of  Quality  had  none.    They  now 
thought  that  the  Sword  which  lb  long 
had  been  hanging  over  their  Heads, 
was  removed*    When  the  Senate  firft 
received  the  Letters  which  gave  an  Ac-^ 
count  that  Caracalk  was  dead  ,  and 
Macrinus  proclaimed  in  his  place,  they 
could  not  tell  what  Credit  to  give  to 
the  Report,  and  fo  faid  little :  It  might 
for  ought  they  knew  be  a  Trick  of  Ca* 
racalUs  to  fee  how  they  ftood»afiei^ed ; 
and  this  made  them  keep  themfelves 
upon  the  Referve.     But  when  once 
they  found  the  Report  was  true ,  it  is 
incredible  what  Joy  they  (hewed  that 
that  Tyrant  (  as  now  they  dared  to  call 
him  )  was  removed  out  of  the  way. 
They  fcrupled  not  to  confii;m  the  Ele* 
dlion  of  Macrinus ;  and  never  enquired 
whom  they  ferved,  fo  long  as  they 
were  but  rid  of  Caracalla.    Befides,  at 
firfl:  Macrinus  endeavoured  to  undo  all 
that  Caracalla  had  done  amifs.    Thofe 
Informers  that  could  be  convided,  and 
onely  thofe,  were  puniihed ;  particu- 
larly one  L.  Prifcillianus  ,  a  Gladiator 
and  an  Informer  both,  whom  for  both

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t\vb&  Qualicy 's  CaracaOa  had  advanced    A*  d 
to  the  Government  of  Achaia^  was  fenc    %i  ji 
for  by  the  Senate  ^  and  condemned  to  ^<v\^ 
Banifliment.     The  Servants  that  had  f'3  ^fi 
accufed  their  Mafters  were  crucified }  HerodUQ 
and  in  ihort ,   the  fear  of  Pnniihment  •*'  f"^^' 
had  lb  hx  daunted  chofe  that  had  beeti 
moft  aiftive  in  CaracaDds  time,  that  the 
City  feemed  to  be  perfedly  free  all  the 
while  Macrinus  reigned.     His  buftncis 
was  to   make  CaracaOa  odious ,  and 
therefore  he  endeavoured  to   expofci 
him  as  much  as  he^  durft.    There  was 
found  in  CaracaUas  Cabinet  after  his 
death  an  incredible  quantity  of  feveral 
forts  of  Poyfons,  which  had  cofl:  him  <  piAn  f^.

Thefe 
Poyibns  Macriaus  caufed  to  be  burnt  in 
the  fiice  of  all  the  Army.  Nothing  did 
him  more  fervice,  or  tended  more  to 
alienate  the  Minds  of  the  Army  from 
their  dead  Emperor,  than  the  diicove- 
ry  of  this  Secret ;  becaufe  no  Man 
could  tell  whether  be  ifaould  have  been 
iecure,  under  a  Prince  who  was  at  fa 
vaft  an  Expence  to  be  able  privately  to 
deftroy  all  that  (h>od  in  his  way.  Yet 
notwioiftanding  all  this,  Macrinus  found

to  carry  on  their  Defigns  as  wifely  as 
the  greateft  Skill  and  Prudence  could 
other  Men  at  other  times.

near  Antioch  Macrinus  was  an  Empe- 
ror that  would  have  deferved  a  better 
Fate,  if  he  had  not  feized  upon  the 
Empire  ^kevCaracalia^  Death,  finceby 
fo  doing  he  made  all  the  World  iufpe<^ 
diat  it  was  Ambition,  and  not  SelfPre*- 
fervation,  that  drove  him  to  contrive 
his  Maftet*s  Ruine.  For  tho  Caracaffa 
deferved  very  ill  of  the  generality  of 
his  Sobjeds,  yet  he  had  deferved  well 
of  Macrinus ,  whom  he  had  advanced 
from  nothing  to  the  greateft  Poftin  the 
Empire*  Befides,  the  Senate  difdained 
to  be  governed  by  a  Man  of  no  Birch, 
who  had  been  raifed  to  what  he  was, 
J  but  few  Yeiar's  before.

upon   betwixt  them ,   and  then  Gan^  ^-OTN-*^ 
nys  Wis  to  have  been  declared  Cafar. 
The  Soldiers  loved  him  too,  becaufc 
he  was  a  generous  and  a  friendly  Man, 
ready  to  do  Kindneflcs  to  thofe  that 
apply'd  themfelves  to  him ,  and  very 
unwilling  to  do  any  Man  harm,  tho 
he  would  fbmetimes  take  a  Bribe.  This 
Execution  therefore  thus. done  by  £7^- 
gahalus  himlelf,  alienated  the  Hearts  of 
all  Mankind  *  and  that  which  the  wi- 
fer  part  of  the  Court  feems  afterwards 
onely  to  have  aimed  at,  was  to  infpedJ: 
the  Education,  and  to  fecure  the  Sue- 
ceflion  of  AlexianuSj   is  foon  as  he 
fhould  be  old  enough  to  manage  the 
Empire  himfelf. 

^.  7.  AFcer  the  Death  of  Gannys^  £- 
lagahalus  who  was  ftill  at  J^icomeihy 
dilplay'd  himfelf  in  all  his  Colours. 
Tho  he  was  not  above  XV  Years  old, 
yet  he  was  paft  being  governed  or  ad* 
vifed ,  and  wholly  gave  up  himfelf  to 
the  moft  unbridled  Lufts,  and  extra- 
vagant Follies.  And  that  which  made 
thefe  things  the  more  wonderful,  was,

"b  5.§  II.  i>eror  might  occafion  when  he  was  got 
to   Rome ,    laboured  to  difwade   her 
Grandfon  from  it,  but  in  vain.    How« 
ever,  that  the  People  might  be  accu- 
ilomed  to  their  Emperor's  Habirbeforc 
they  faw  him,  a  PiiSurc  of  Elagahalm 
thus  attired,  {landing  before  his  Idol, 
find  facrificing  to  it,  was  feot  to  Rome^ 
if^nd  ordered  to  be  fet  up  in  the  Senate- 
Jloufe,  in  the  moft  confpicuous  place 
over  the  Statue  of  Vi^ory^  and  the  Se* 
natorswere  required  to  offer  Incenfe, 
9nd  make  a  Libation  of  Wine  to  this

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Pidure  ev^  time  tbey  met ;  and  Ela- 
gaialxv^  the  Deity  which  every  Ma- 
giftrace  ^  and  all  thofe  who  Were  co 
make  any  pubHc  Sacrifices,  were  par* 
ticulariy  commanded  to  wor(hip  on  all 
folemn  Occafion$,  before  any  other  of  ^ 
their  Deity's^ 

-  !*•  8.  This  was  a  Specimen  of  what 
the  Rmans  were  to  ex1pe<^  from  their 
giddy  Prince^  Every  thing  elfe  was 
fuitable.  In  the  Year  CCXVIII,  Ma- 
tfinus  declared  himfelf  Confui  the  le- 
cond  time  with  Advinfus.  Tlie  two 
Months  of  Macrinuss  ordinary  Conlul- 
ihip  were  exfpired  before  he  died,  and 
the  new  ficondar^  Confuls  were  of 
courie  fubrogated  in  the  place  of  him 
and  of  Adventus*  PoSio^  to  whom  Ela-- 
gaialns  wrote  inomedi^tely  after  his 
-  Vidrcry  over  Macrinus  ,  was  one  of 
them.  Now  tho  Macrinus  was  no  lon- 
ger a^ual  Confui,  yet  becaufe  all  the 
ASts  of  that  Year  were  to  be  dated 
under  the  Confulat  of  him^  and  of  Ad- 
ventus  ,  Elazahalus  ftruck  Macrinus  s 
Name  out  oit\\t  FaJH\  and  at  firft  one- 
ly  named  Advenm'v^\\\s  Dates,  and  oionp, 
then  put  his  own  Name  in  the  place  of  9^9  £• 
Macrinus  ^y  asit  ftill  appear's  inthe^^ir-  ^'^  A- 
cient  Fafii  (d) ;  fo  that  tho  he  a(fled  not

§.  9*  Having  thus  prepared  the  way^ 
M*  Aurelius  Antoninus  ( for  fo  this 
young  Emperor  alway's  called  him- 
felf )  cpmes  ro ,  Rome  in  thi?  Year 
CCXIX :  Where, '  that  he  might  be  the 
more  welcome^  he  made  the  ufual  Di«> 
(tributions  to  the  People  (e)^  and  exhi- 
•  bited  noble  Spe^f^acles  of  all  forts.  But 
his  great  and  oncly  Concern  indeed  fox 
any  thing  that  look'd  like  *Bu(mef$, 
was  to  do  Honour  to  this  Stone*Idol; by 
which  he  reprefenced  the  Snn.  Ih 
built  a  magnificent  Temple  to  it  near 
the  Palace,  which  was  ereded  with  all 

Berodian  poffible  fpccd.    Thither  he  went  every 
^.. > 5 §.n  Morning,    and  offered  Hecatombs  of 
>  Oxen,  and  an  innumerable  quantity  of 

Sheep,  which  he  laid  on  Altars  loaded 
,  with  Spices,  and  wafhed  with  the  rich.- 
cft  and  pldeft  Wines  that  could  be  pro* 
cured,  many  Barrels  of  which  were 
confumcd  u  pon  them  at  a  time  with  in* 
credible  Profufion ,  that  the  Honour 
might  feem  tlie  greatej:  which  was  paid 
\:  (Q  thi§  lmdg?«    Thefe  ridiculous  Su* 

per? 
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perftkions  y   ceiebraced  with  Mufic  of    A.  C 
ail  forts ,  and  Dancings  performed  by    %  19. 
Women   brought  on   purpoie  out  of  ^-ors> 
FbeeniciOj  were  io  much  the  more  in* 
fupportable ,  by  how  much  Elagahdut 
roaae  them .  particularly  burthenlome  to 
all  the  People  of  Quality  in  the  City. 
For  the  whole  Senate^  and  the  Order 
of  Knights  y   were  obliged  to  attend 
tbefe  Ceremony's  as  often  as  the  Urn* 
pcror  had  a  mind  to  call  them.    Noc 
was  any  part  of  the  Solemnity  to  be 
performed  by  tlic  common  Sacrificers 
Servants;  the  chiefeft  Magiftrates  of 
the  Empire  muft  be  em  ploy 'd  therein, 
CTen    to    hold  the  Entrails   of  the 
Beads  ;  they  were  obliged  to  wave  the 
Golden  Cenfers  over  their  Heads,  in 
long  Purple  Phoenician G^txtntmSj  with  ^^  ^.^ 
Linnen  Sandals  upon  their  Feet,  like 
Priefts  of  the  Eafl ;  And  whoever  was 
allowM  to  bear  a  part  in  thefe  Mumme-* 
rfs\^  it  was  .exfpedted  he  ihould  efteem 
sc  a  mighty  Favor. 

S*  I  o.  So  paffionatb  was  the  iConcem 
of  Elagahlns  for  this  Deity,  ( to  whofe 
Influente ,  as  has  been  taken  notice ' 
.  already ,  heaicribed  all  his  and  his  Fa*

Befides  the  Temple  which  he 
lib.f  .s.i5.  ered;ed  to  this  Idol  in  the  Palace ,  he 
built  another  very  large  and  magnifi« 
cent  in  the  Suburbs ,  whither  every 
Year  in  the  Heat  of  Summer  the  ori<> 
ginal  Image  it  felf ,  which  'he  had 
brought  to  RMie  from  Bmefay  was  con^ 
ftantly  carried.  The  ProceiTion  was  as 
pompous  as  it  was  pof&ble  to  make  it. 
The  Conical  Idol  was  placed  alone  in 
a  Triumphal  Chariot  drawn  by  Six 
Milk-white  large  Horfes  (/) ,  with 
their  Harneis  exquifitely  adorned  with 
Gold«  The  Emperor  held  the  Reins 
himielf,  and  ran  backwards  aloqg  by 
the  Chariot  .fide  ,  that  he  might  the 
more  frequently  view  his  God.  The 
way  was  thick  ftrow'd  with  Cold-co« 
loured  Sand,  that  he  might  not  ftom* 
ble  nor  flip,  fince  he  cootdvnot  fee 

which 
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which  way  he  went ;  and  his  Guards  A.p. 
were  liRewife  ready  in  cafe  of  an  Acci-  xip, 
^enc  to  hold  him  up  on  either  fide  of  &f, 
the  Chariot.  The  People  niade  a  Lane  ^-or\-> 
for  him  and  the  Cl^ariot  to  pafs ,  with 
Torches  in  their  Hands,  ftrewing 
Flowers  and  Garlands  as  they  went,, 
and  offering  the  Images  of  all  their 
Gods,  and  the  mod:  lacred  and  valua» 
ble  Treafures  pf  their  Temples  to  this 
new  Deity.  When  the  Proceffion  was 
pver>  and  the  Image  placed  in  the  Tern-* 
pie,  an^  the  Solemnity's  and  Sacrifices 
9t  an  End,  Elagahalus  from  a  ScaSbld, 
with  his  own  Hand  diftributed  his 
Gifts  to  the^  People,  Silver  and  Gold 
Gups,  Garments  of  Linnen  of  all  forts, 
with  various  Kinds  of  Beads  wild  and 
tame,  except  Hogs,  lb  that  many  were 
trod  to  Death  in  ibrambling  for  thefe 
Prefents  of  the  Emperor ;  and  the  Fe-r 
dival  turned  into  a  Day  of  mourning 
to  many  Families.  ' 

i*.  II.  The  Gentile  Romans^  who 
had  been  educated  with  Sentiments  of 
Reverence  towards  their  other  Gods, 
were  extreamly  grieved  to  fee,  that 
whatfoever  they  held  dear  or  facred  in 
their  Idolatrous  Worftiip,  muftallnow 
be  facrificed  to  this  new  Image.    They

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A.C.    could  have   been  contented  to  have 
aT9,    worfhipt  it  as  the  Tutelar  Deity  of  the 
&c.      Emefenij  and  as  fuch  to  have  ercdled  a

Idol  by  that  means;  and  perhaps  he 
was,  if  there  were  any  Apoftaces  pro* 
fiigate  enough  to  betray  and  blafphemc 
their  mod  holy  Faith^  to  gratify  his 
fantaftic  Humor.

fmius  Baffus^  two  very  eminent  Sena-  9o».  B. 
tors,  becaufe  they  did  not  approve  of 
lus  proceedings  ;  and  accordingly  that 
poor    enflaved    Aflembly  condemned 
them-  to  Death.    It   was  faid  indeed 
that  Mejfda  endeavoured  to  oppofc 
EkgahaUss  Advancement  to  the  £m« 
pire ;  and  Baffus  was  reported  to  have 
been  cut  off  for  a  much  fouler  Reafon, 
that  the  Emperor  might  marry  his  Wife.

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A.  C.  was  over ,  every  Gueft  carried  (bme- 
219,  thing  away  with  him  as  a  Prefent  to  his 
Sfc/  own  Houfe,  what  the  Entertainer  plea- 
fed  :  In  thefe  Prefents  Ehgahalus  was 
incredibly  extravagant :  Sometimes  he 
would  give  Sets  of  Chariot-Horfes ; 
fomctimes  Mules,  and  Chariots  or  Lit- 
ters ;  he  would  give  a  1000  Aurei 
away  in  that  manner  at  a  time  (I) ;  and 
,  100  /.  weight  of  Silver.;  fometimes  he 
woijld  divide  his  Prefents  into  Lots, 
fome  of  very  great  Value^  andfbmeof 
'  none  at  all.  Thefe  his  Guefts  were  to 
draw  out  of  a  Veflel ,  wherin  they 
were  ihaken  together,  and  what  they 
drew  they  had ;  one  had  Ten  Camels, 
Ctp.  ai.  another  Ten  Flies,  a  third  10/.  weiglyi; 
of  Gold,  a  fourth  10  I  weight  of  Lead  s 
Thus  ridiculoufly  diverting  himfelf 
with  the  Paflfions  that  every  Man  would 
fcverally  (hew,  according  as  his  Fortune 
had  been  more  ot  lefs  kind  to  him. 

S^  16.  This  flitting  unfcttled  Teai* 
per  was  vifible  in  all  his  Anions.  When 
he  came  to  Rome  he  wanted  a  Wife ,

911.  C  fielia  Paula  (jn)^  a  Woman  of  a  very 
Noble  Family.  When  he  married  her, 
he  gave  a  magnificent  Congiary  to  the 
People:  The  Senators,   the   EjMites^

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iBLtid  even  the  Scnatow  Wives  did  par-    J.  C. 
take  af  this  Liberality:  The  People    219^ 
had  I  JO  *  Denares  a  Man,  and  the  SoU     ^a 
diets  100  ^  more  than  the  People.  The  ^^^Nrv-> 
Shews  of  the  Amphitheater  were  then  bJ^J^'^J 
fofplendid^  that  no  leis  than  5 1  Tigers 
were  killed  at  one  time.    Thus  no  Cod 
was  fpared^  to  (hew  how  pleafed  Ek-^ 
gahalus  was  with  his  new  Wife.    Yet  it 
was  not  long  before  he  put  her  away, 
pretending  that  (he  had  fome  Blemifh 
in  her  Body,  which  made  her  unfit  to 
be  the  Wife  of  fo  great  a  Prince.    The 
next  he  mirricd  was  a  Veftal  Virgin , 
Julia  Aqtalia  Sever a^  and  made  her  Au^  HcrodJarf

They  enadted  who  Ihould  be 
carried  in  a  Chariot,  and  who  in  a  L^mp.  in 
Chair;  who fliould  ride  on  Horfeback,  Hdiog.

For  his  monftrous  Praftiies 
conttadiAed  even  the  Natural  Light  of 
Reafbn  fb  diredly,  that  let  Men  be 
other  wife  never  fo  corrupt,  yet  they 
abhor  and  deteft  thofe  that  commit 
fuch  fort  of  Things.  Nay ,  tho  we 
fhould  allow  in  defence  of  Elagaialus 
Qr^  that  a  great  many  of  thofe  Stories 
which  are  told  of  him ,  Were  made  af- 
terwards by  fome  that  thought  thereby 
to  flatter  Alexander ^  yet  ftill  the  joint 
Confent  of  ail  the  Hiflorians  that 
.  give  us  any  Account  of  his  Life , 
leaves  no  room  to  doubt  but  that  he 
was  become  the  Horror  of  all  Man- 
kind, long  before  the  Soldiers  laid 
their  Hands  upon  him.  The  Army 
therefore  were  a(ham*d  to  be  govern- 
ed by  fuch  a  Creature ,  and  would 
never  have  born  with  h.m  fo  long,  if 
young  Alexander  had  not  been  fo  ful- 
ly in  view.

S^  X-  But  tho  Alexanders  Father  died 
fo  early ,  that  he  could  not  look  after 
his  Son's  Education,  yet  his  Lofs  was 
abundantly  made  up,  by  clie  Care  which 
his  yioxha' Mamaea  took  of  him  in  his 
Infancy.    She  knew  the  State  of  her

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fanHy  w^lL  She  could  very  early  ftc^    A.C 
chat  when  once  old  Srvfrms  «ras  dead.    %q6^ 
bis  Sons  would  break  to  pieces »  ana     ^c.

1".  3 .  In  Syria  he  was  inftruded  in 
the  firft  Rudiments  of  Learning ,  by  ^„p  ;^ 
Valerius  Cor  Jus  ^  T*  Veturiusy  and  Aure*  Aitx.  cj. 
lius  Philippus  his  Fatlier's  JFreed-man, 
who  afterwards  wrote  his^Life.  Be- 
fides  thefe,  one  tfecn  taught  him  the 
Grtek  LaHj(uage^  Serapion  Rhetor icy  and 
Stilpo  Philofopby.  Either  tliefe  Men 
were  more  skilful  in  their  Profeflion, 
^or  took  more  pains  with  their  Pupil  ^ 
or  coming  firft,  they  fonn^AlexanJer 
more  fufceptible  of  their  Imlrui^ionSy 
than  thofe  who  afterwards  read  to  him 
in  the  Roman  Learning;  for  tho  the

•*^P  3*  jy  Exercifes,  for  which  he  had  Mafters 
on  purpofe.    With  all  this  he  had  ad* 
mirable  Parts,  and  was  very  diligent. 
f.  4.  But  his  greateft  and  beft  Teach- 
er was  hisMothcT Mamaea^  who  took 
indefatigable  pains  in  his  Education, 
and  was  well  requited ,  in  the  Refpe<St 
and  Duty  which  he  alway's  paid  her  to 
the  day  of  his  Death.    Tho  the  Do- 
meftic  Examples  ihe  had  been  ufed  to 
were  far  from  being  extraordinary,  yet 
fhe  kept  her  felf  uncorrupted  in  the 
midfl:  of  fo  much  Impurity,  and  took 
ftri<9:  care  to  keep  her  Son  fo  too.   She 
wais  not  only  virtuous  according  to 
Heathen  Notions  of  Virtue  and  Good« 
nels,but  her  Aims  were  infinitely  higher;

in  view.     It  is'not  certain  that  flie  was    206, 
baptized^  but  it  is  certain  that  Origen     &c. 
inftrufited  her  in  the  Chriftian  Faith  at  ^-"^^^^ 
Antioch^  whom  ihe  lent  for  from  Ale-^ 
xanAria^  where  he  was  then  a  Catecbifiy 
with  a  Guard  on  purpofe  to  do  him  the 
greater  Honor.    It  is  probable  ihe  was 
onely  a  Catechumen^  till  ihe  had  feeti 
Origen^  whith  was  nor  till  ihe  went

The  Army,  the  Senate ,  and  the  Peo- 
ple ,  weary  of  that  Emperor's  brutiflf 
Government ,  unanimoufly  caft  their 
Eyes  upon  this  young  Prince,  who  had 
the  fame  relation  to  the  Family  of  5^- 
A.C.    "^^^^^^    He  was  about  XV,  v/hen  the 
Soldiers  forced  their  Emperor  to  adopt 
him  in  the  Year  221.    They  preferved 
him  afterwards  when  he  was  made    ae- 
n^^^^l2  f^'^i  and />/^wj^^  kept  off  her  Nephew's 
I's,  ic  It.  Companions  and  Aflaflins  from  her  Son, 
who  were  both  equally  to  be  feared  ; 
and  at  lad,  tho  with  no  little  difficulty, 
he  came  to  the  Empire  when  he  was 
fomething  above  XVI,  in  the  Year 
^,Q     CCXXII.    Upon  the  firft  day  of  his 
222.    Inauguration  he  was  declared  Aagufttts^ 

and 
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and  the  Senate  gave  him  the  Triluni^    A.  C. 
tial  and  Praconfular  Power  y  with  the    zxx. 
Jus  Qkintae  Relationis^  belides  the  Title  ^"^^^ 
of  Father  of  his  Ccuntrey.     Thefe  he  ^i^^  ^ 
cook  all  at  once^  tho  it'  was  contrary  cip.  1. 
to  former  Cuftoms  ^  becaule  it  was 
thought  neceflary  chat  he  ihould  want 
no  Branch  of  ^e  Imperial  Authority 
to  enable  him  co   fee  things  right, 
which  were  fo  monftroufly  out  of  or- 
der before.     Befides,  it  would  have 
been  a  Reproach  to  the  Senate,  not  to 
have  given  Alexander  at  lead  as  much 
as  Elagabalus  at  his  firft  coming  to  the 
Empire  arrogated  to  himlelf. 

S»  8.  The  firft  thing  cobe  done,  was  Herodian 
to  fend  back  all  the  Foreign  Images  that  ^i^-^-^**- 
had  been  brought  to  Rom^^  to  their  re- 
fpe(ftivc  Cities  and  Temples ;  then  he 
removed  all  thofe  impure  Minifters  of 
Elagabaksj  who  had  crept  into  all  Pla- 
ces, and  were  poffeft  of  moft  Employ-  Lamp  in 
ments.    A  very  ftrid;  Inquifition  was  A'«*- 
made,  and  the  guilty  were  turned  out  ^^'  '^' 
.  of  all  their  Offices ,  efpecially  Magi- 
ftrates.  He  cleared  likevvife  the  Senate^ 
and  the  Ejuefirian  OrJery  and  examined 
the  People ,  the  Army ,  and  the  Court 
tnofl:  particularly  ,   in  order   to  lend 
away  thofe  infamous  Perfons,  who  in 
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J.  C    the  late  Reign  had  fwarcned  in  Rofm 
%z%.     Thofe  Eunuchs  whom  Blagahalus  kept 
t>Y<> ,  for  abominable  Ufes,  were  diftributed 
^*P-  ?♦•    amongft  Alexander's  Friends  as  Slaves^ 
with  a  particular  Command  to-  kill 
ithem  without  the  Formality  of  a  Trial, 
|f  they  misbehaved  themfelves.     His 
Dwarfs  of  both  Sexes^  EuH$u:hs  for  fitig- 
ing,  and  Buffoons^  with  all  thofe  Seng^ 
Jferf  and  Pantomimes  that  were  kept  to 
jfnake  the  Emperor  fport ,  were  now 
;iven  to  the  People ;  thofe  that  wertt 
ifelefs  were  difperfed  into  feyeral  Gi« 
ties  to  be  maintained,  that  they  might 
pot  as  Vagrants  gather  too  many  toge* 
jther  in  any  one*place9  and  become  bur- 
thenfome  to  the  Inhabitants.    An  in« 
jjfif         credible  number  of  lewd  Women  that 
belonged  to  the  Palace  were  fold,  and 
the  Money  that  was  raifed  was  applied 
to  the  ufes  of  the  Public :  The  Cata^ 
fnitfs  alfp  of  the  Court  were  all  tranf^ 
forte Jy  fome  of  whom  were  fhipwrackt 
in  their  Voiage.     In  the  making  of 
this  Scrutiny,  and  indeed  in  all  pub- 
lic Bufincfs,  Alexander  follow- d  |:he  Ad* 
Herodian   ^^^^  ^^  ^  Committee  of  XVI  Senators, 
[j^.'5/i.    whom  Maefa  and  Mamaea  chofe  out  of 
jhe  Senate,   for  the  Severity  of  their 
Manners,  and  their  Experience  in  Bu- 
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^inefs,  tobeconfianclyabout  their  Son.    A.C. 
Thefe  XVI  who  were  chiefly  under  the    222, 
diredion  of  Dwiitias  Ulpianut  ^  were  a     &r. 
(landing  Counfel  to  this  young  Empe-  ^<vvj 
ror  J  and  they  foon  introduced  a  face  of  ^[T^, 
Order  and  good  Government  over  the 
whole  Empire ,  by  their  vigilance  and 
indufiry. 

S'  y.  Ulpiany  Alexander's  chief  Mi- 
nifler  for  the  firft  Year's  of  his  Reign, 
QrigiiMlly  a  Tyrian ,  was  by  Profeflion  Digtft.iib. 
A  Lawyer,  and  one  of  the  greaceft  Men  J^;  J^\\ 
of  that  Age,  or  perliaps  of  any  other 
Age,  in  that  ^rofelTion.   Pacinian  chofe  L«nip.  in 
him  to  be  Afleflbr  with  him ,  wlien  he  ^l^\^ 
was  made  Captain  pf  the  Guards  by  Se-   *^' 
verus.    That  recommended  him  now 
to  the  fame  Employment  under  Alexan^ 
4er.    For  that  being  a  mixt  Office,  and 
thole  Caufes  that  were  immediately  un« 
der  the  Emperor^s  Cognizance  beii^  for 
the  moft  part  try'd  before  the  Captains 
€f  the  Guards^  it  was  thought  nece(Biry 
f  hat  one  of  ihem  at  lead,  (  for  fince  thte 
time  of  Conmifdus  there  were  generally 
more  than  one  )  (hould  be  eminently 
skilful  in  the  Law's.  When  therefore^^- 
maea  put  Flavianus  and  ChreftuSj  both  z,ijm.ijb. 
Men  bred  up  to  the  Sword,  and  both  xpg  l^^ 
eminent  in  their  ProfelTion ,  into  that 
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Office,  Ulpian  was  joined  inCommifli** 
on  to-  overlook  them  ,  and  to  execute 
the  Judicial  part  of  that  Employment. 
'Tisfaid  indeed  that  ztfiii^Maniaeaoi^ 
pofed  his  Advancement,  but  when  me 
faw  his  Worth,  ihe  flood  by  him  faith- 
fully ;  and  -many  of  thofe  excellent  Re« 
^^'^  P^      formations  which  were  wrought  at  firft 
^*^         by  Alexander^  are  attributed   to  his 
Wifdom  and  Condud:.     Alexander  rc- 
pofed  fo  great  a  confidence  in  Ulpian^ 
that  he  daily  would  advife  with  him 
Lamp,  in   alonc,  which  he  durft  not  do  with  any 
A^«»-       body  elfe,  when  he  found  that  an  ill  ufe 
\^^'  ^  '  had  been  made  of  his  Familiarity  s  with 
other  Men.     That  he  might  have  a 
better  pretence  for  this  Freedom,  he 
made  XJlPian  his  principal  Secretary  of 
State  ( €).    Ulp'ian s  Zeal  for  Reforma- 
tion, elpccially  of  the  Guards,  was  fo 
great,  that  it  railed  fuch  a  Storm  againft 
him,  as  lunk  him  at  lad.     The  firft  tliat 
attempted  any  thing  againO:  him,  were 
his  two  Collcgues,  FUtuianus  and  Chre^ 
ftus^  who  laid  a  defign  to  murther  him 
iecretly  (/>.    But  that  coming  to  the 
Emprcfles  Ears,  ihe  caufed  them  to  be 
put  to  death,  and  then  declared  Ulpian 
Sole  Captain  of  the  Guards.     This  Of- 
fice he  Iccms  to  have  enjoyM  but  a  litr 
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tie  while^  tho  it  is  uncertain  how  long.    A.  C 
DioH  mentions  a  Quarrel  between  the     2x2, 
Guards  and  the  People  of  Rome  upon    &c. 
his  Account,  after  he  was  fole  Prae-  ^-^nrv» 
feS  J  what  caufed  it,  he  does  not  lay, 
onely  intimates  that  the  Reaibn  of  its 
beginning  was  inconfiderable.  He  fay's, 
it  lafted  Three  Day  s;  that  many  were  j^j^^^ 
killed  on  both  fides;    and   that  the  91 7.01 
Guards  being  too  weak,  let  fome  of  the 
Citizens  Houfeson  Fire,  which  obliged 
them  to  come  to  an  Agreement ,  leafl 
th?  whole  City  Ihould  have  been  con- 
fumed.  The  People,  'tis  probable,  reve- 
renced. Ulpian  ,  becaufe  he  kept  the 
Soldiers  in  Order ,  and  they  on  the 
other  hand  hated  him  for  chat  very 
Reafon ;  and  whilft  the  one  fide  ap<^ 
plauded  him  whom  the  other  fide  were 
angry  with,    on«  may  eafily  ima?;»ne 
this  would  bre^ d  ill  blood.   At  lalt  the 
Guards  fet  upon  him  in  his  Quarters  in  id.  ib. 
the  Night,  and  tho  he  ran  to  the  Palace 
for  fhelter,  yet  their  Rage  was  fo  great 
that  they  killed  him  (g)  in  the  Empe-    A.  C. 
ror's  and  his  Mother's  prefence.     It    228.

rible  Attempt  at  that  time ;  onely  one

Akxander  c»nploy'd    icveral 
other  great  Men  in  that  E^ofeffion  to 
make  new  Law's,  and  to  put  the  old 
ones  in  execution  ,  befides  this  U^am. 
In  Alex.    ^^^  ^^  ^hefe  Lamfrtdius  mentions,^ 
op.  68.     upon  whom  he  bellow's  extraordinary^ 
Charaders.    Fahius  Sahinusy  whom  te 
calls  the  Cat^  of  his  timfc.     AnttmiM 
Gordianus  Junior,  afterwards  Emperon 
Julius^  PmUs  Afleflbr  with  Ulpicm  Co 
Taftnian  :  Him  Alexander  made  Gi/* 
fain  of  his  Guards  after  C^^/^/i's  Death : 
fehs  Writings  alfo  are  frequently  quoted 
in  the  Digefis.    Catilius  SeveruSy  who 
was  related  to  the  Emperor,  a  Defcen^. 
dant  probably  of  that  Catilius,  Severus, 
who  was  the  Emperor  Marcus  s  Grand-^ 
father  by  the  Mother^s  fide.

'Tktl^    ^-C 
vrete  fbme  of  the  Counfellors  of  this    x%z^ 
good  Emperor,  without  whom,  or  fome     &r. 
of  them  at  lead:,  be  rarely  did  gny  Bu* 
fioefs. 

I*.  II.  In  mixt  GnernmentSf  where 
Kings  are  fappofed  to  do  nothing  with- 
out the  Advice  of  their  Prruy^ouncil^ 
and  where  Minifters  are  often  called  to 
Account  by  the  States  of  a  Kingdom 
for  the  Advice  they  give,  it  will  icarce 
be  thought  ^a  Commendation  in  Akx'^ 
mJery  that  he,  a  Youth  of  XVI,  flibuld 
leave  all  Bufmefs  to  a  Committee  of 
Wife  Men,  fince  it  will  hardly  be  ima- 
gined how  he  could  have  done  other- 
wife.  But  inAbfolute  £le(Sive  Mo- 
narchies, fuch  as  the  Roman  Empire 
was  in  Alexanders  time,  the  Cafe  is 
different.  The  Prince  in  pofleilion  was 
bound  by  no  Law,  /^ty'd  to  no  Rule, 
his  Will,  and  that  onely,  was  his  Guide. 
If  a  Boy  was  declared  Auguftus^  it  was 
enou^ ,  his  Age  was  never  regarded, 
as  long  as  he  could  get  people  to  obey 
him,  he  kept  the  Saddle.  This  was 
evident  in  ElagahaluSy  who  tho  he  was 
but  Xiy  when  he  pulled  down  Macri- 
nuSy  found  Flatterers ,  who  by  footh- 
ing  him  in  his  Follies  were  put  into  a 
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A'G    C)fpacity  of  doing  infinite  Mifchiefs. 
ixi,    The  good  Actions  therefore  which  were 
&c.      done  by  Alexander  B  Minifters  in  his 
*-or^  Youthj  ought  in  juflice  to  be  aicribed 
CO  him :  And  thole  things  which  would 
not  enter  into  a  limited  Prince  s  Cha- 
tzQier^  do  truly  make  up  a  part  of  his 
deferved  Panegyric.    Such  indeed,  ra-r 
ther  than  a  Hillory,  the  greateft  part  of 
what  is  related  of  him  by  the  Anci^nts^ 
will  feem  to  be.   But  if  feveral  things 
hereafter  mentioned  concerning  him , 
ihall  look  odd   and  little  at  this  dt* 
fiance,  allowance  mud  be  made  for  dif- 
ference of  Cuftoms  in  difierent  Ages  and 
different  Nations.   Andagen,  if  on  the 
other  hand  it  fliall  be  thought  incredi- 
ble that  fo  many  Excellency's  fliould 
all  dwell  in  the  fame  Man,  who  after  a 
Reign  of  XIII  Years  was  not  XXX 
Years  old  when  he  was  killed ,  let  us 
not  meafure  every  thing  by  what  wc 
our  felves  have  feen ;  but  fmce  even 
thofe  who  have  labored  to  leflftn  the 
Reputation  of  Alexanders  Reign,  have 
yet  fpoken  extreamly  well  of  his  Perfon, 
we  ought  in  juftice  to  fuppoie  that  his 
Friends  have  fpbken  the  Truth  of  him 
likewife,  where  we  cannot  at  this  di- 
ftancc  of  time  difprpve  them.     The 
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Chronological  Order  in  which  moft  of  A.C. 
his  Ad:ions  were  done,  for  the  firft  Ten  iix. 
Years  of  his  Reign,  cannot  poflibly  be  &c. 
now  retrieved.  Lampridius,  who  wrote 
his  Life  with  more  care  (/?)  than  any 
of  thofe  other  fmall  Lives  of  the  Em- 
perors in  the  Hiftoria  Augujluy  from 
Trajan  down  to  Alexander^  ules  a  way  of 
writing  which  leads  us  into  the  Rea- 
Ions  of  nothing  that  he  fcts  down,  be- 
icaufe  he  follows  no  Time,  nor  pur- 
fues  any  Method.  His  Life  of  ^/^x- 
ander  is  a  Heap  of  Fads  thrown  toge- 
ther out  of  the  feveral  Hidoriarls  who 
wrote  that  Prince's  Life,  without  any 
Connecftion.  Herodian  goes  diredly 
to  the  War  againft  Artaxerxes^  aflbon 
as  he  has  hinted  at  the  Regulations 
that  were  immediately  made  upon  Ela-^ 
gahalus\s  death.  And  to^our  great  Mis- 
fortune here  Dion  Cafms^  who  was  one 
of  Alexanders  chiefefl:  Counfellors , 
ends  his  Hiftory.  And  there  is  very 
little  concerning  Alexander  that  can  be 
depended  upon  in  Antiquity,  that  is 
not  taken  out  of  Herodian  or  Lampri^ 
Jitis.  If  therefore  the  Account  that  I 
am  now  to  give  of  the  Reign  of  this 
great  and  good  Emperor  be  not  fo  clear 
as  might  be  wiihed  ,  it  will  I  hope 
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A-C    he  excufed  by  equitable  and  candid 
xx^9    Judges. 

&c*  S.  I  %.  The  XVI  Senators  whom  JUa- 
maea  appointed  as  a  (landing  Couniel 
for  her  Sdo^  were  not  the  oneiy  Per^ 
ions  whom  upon  occafion  he  adviicd 
with.  If  matters  of  Law ,  or  of  rbe 
Civil  Government  were  before  the 
Board,  they  were  the  proper  Perlbos 
to  be  relv'd  on  ;  but  for  MiUrary  mat^ 
Herodian  ters,  he  had  a  diftind  Counfel  of  War, 
iib.6.$.a.  ^jjj  would  do  nothing  in  the  Army 

without  their  Advice.     His  Law's  ^ 
which  were  very  numerous,  great  num- 
bers of  which  are  ftill  prefervod  in  fth 
tanp^  in  fiinians  Code^  Were  alway's  made  widi 
^«*-       great  deliberation.    Every  Law  went 
^^  '^     thro  the  hands  of  LXX  Men,  XX  of* 
whom  were  profeft  Lawyers,  who  were 
all  to  give  their  Opinions  feverally^ 
which  were  taken  in  writing,  and  they 
^^^^^^'  had  time  given  them  before  they  deli- 
^M^^   vered  their  Opinions,  that  no  man 
might  be  necefTitated  to  fay  any  thii^ 
in  haft.

Htc  offered  his  Scr- 
Id.  cap  3  y.  vice  to  iny  Body  for  Mony  to  Ibllicit 
the  Ettperor  for  them ;  and  drove  lb 
infamous  a  Tr^ef,  that  it  re!fle<ftedup« 
on  Alexander^  whom   the  World  bc-^ 
lie/d  to  be  very  weak,  otherw^ife  diey 
could  not  imagine  thdt  Turinus  would 
fo  long  be  fuffered.

therefore  the  Senate  commanded  Me-^ 
dais  to  be  ftruck  in  Honor  of  AU« 
GUSTUS's  PEACE.  He  was  their

When 
Jfiainaea  his  Mothc^^,  who  upon  Elaga^ 
halus's  death  was  called  Augufla,  and 
the  Mother  of  Augujiusj  took  thofe  Ti- 
tles which  appear  upon  her  Son's  Moi- 
dals,  the  Senate  thought  they  were 
her  due,  and  could  prcfage  nothing

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^.C  FRUITFULNESS,  which  brought  forth 
^^^,  fuchan  EMPEROR,  ftich  a  PERPE- 
&c.  TUAL  FATHER,  who  truly  was  the 
PUBLIC  HAPPINESS.  JUPITER  as 
PRESERVER  was  thanktd  for  keep, 
ing  AkxanJer  during  the  late  Reign  : 
JUPITER  as  REVENGER  was  thank- 
cd  for  aflilling  tlie  Army,  to  get  rid  of 
El  gahalus  :  And  JUPITER  as  PRO- 
TECTOR was  pray'd  to,  ftill  to  pre- 
ferve  that  Prince,  whbm  as  they  igno* 
rantly  believed,  he  bad  fet  upon  tlic 
Throne.  Thus  in  their  public  Monu- 
ments didtheiZ^m^^i  exprefs  their  Gra- 
titude to  Alexander  for  the  Bleffiogs 
they  cnjoy'd  under  his  Government  j 
great  at  any  time,  but  much  greater 
now  to  them,  who  had  fcarce  lived  a 
Year  together  free  from  dread  and  ap- 
prehenfion  to  themfelves ,  upon  toe 
lead  diftaft  of  their  Emperors  ,  for 
above  XL  Years  from  the  Death  of 
M*  Antoninus.

J.i.TpHE  Peace  that  the  Ramani 
I  Empire  enjoyed  when  Ela- 
gaialufdied^  gave  Alexander  great  op- 
portuaities  of  reforming  the  Abufes 
that  had  crept  into  the  Civil  Govern- 
ment; and  thefe  Opportunity's  were 
by  no  means  to  be  negleded.    But  this 

y^as  the  eafieO:  part  of  his  Work.    The  * 

Government  of  Rome  was  now  in  a 
manner  wholly  military  ;  and  it  had 
been  the  particular  Maxim  of  this  Em- 
peror's Family  to  carefs  the  Soldiers 
at  the  Expence  of  the  People.  In 
managing^therefdre  of  the  Army,  was 
Alexanders  great  difficulty,  which  for 
many  Years  he  happily  got  over.' 
When  he  firft  cam^  to  che  Empire,  the  « ]vfe<iiob. 
Soldiers  had  a^  Donative  according  to  adaanum 
Cuftom,  and  ^  twice  at  leaft  afterwards ;  l\^'^ . 

H  h   3  but  Alex.c.i& 
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4.Q    but  what  they  received  at  a  time  wc 
\x%^    know  not.     The  Truth  is,  he  ow'd  his 
'^c.     whole  Advancement  to  them;  for  they 
Wrv^  made  Elagahlus  adopt  him  j  they  at* 
terwards  laved  iiis  Life  ;  and  they  ktl* 
led  his  adopting  Father ,  when  they 
law  he  could  no  other  way  be  late. 
Thefe  were  Obligations  fo  good  a  Man 
could  aevpr  forget.

If  they  were 
to  march  y  ^nllead  of  carrying  XVU 
day's  Provision  with  them,  .aj$  it  ha4 
been  the  Cuftom  formerly,  (every  thing 
pp.  47.    was  got  ready  for.  th^  ,  whcreever 
they  flop'd^  unlels  fhey  were  in  ;|a 
pnemy's  Countrey,  and  then  (hey  were 
allowed  Mules  and  Camels  extraQrdi^ 
nary ;  and  he  ufed  to  fay  he  took  mor9 
care  of  his  Soldiers  than  o£.  himjfelf^ 
becaule  the  Safety  of  (he  Public  de^ 
pended  upon  them.    He  would  vifit

X.  This  Exadnefs  in  fuch  little 
tltings  (eems  ftrange  in  fo  great  an  £m« 
peror;  and  yet  we  are  told  that  he 
kept  particular  Accounts  of  the  Names,  cbp,  %  u 
Number,  Quality,  Pay,  and  Time  of 
the  refpedive  Service  of  every  Man  in 
his  Armies.    He  knew  how  and  by 
whofe  Intereft  any  Man  was  rai&d  ; 
and  would  frequently  look  over  the 
Lifts,  and  take  Notes  for  his  ownUfe, 
concerning  thofc  that  ought  to  be  pre- 
ferred.   Hp  loved  to  fee  his  Men  well  Cip.  jo. 
clothed  and  horied,  with  fine  Armor, 
and  fuitable  Accoutrements.

A* 
vidius  Ca^HS  was  fent  into  Syria  many  ^^  f^^^^ 
years  before  by  Marcus^  to  cure  the  p  76. 
Syrian  Legions  of  thole  and  other  Effc^ 
minate  Cuftoms,  and  he  reform'd  them 
with  great  Severity* .  His  Example  A* 
lexander  feems  now  to  have  had  in 
view.    Cajjius  caihier'd  every  man  in 
his  ^rmy  that  was  but  feen  in  Daphne^ 
a  place  in  the  Suburbs  of  Antioeb , 
.where   no  fober  Man  ever  appeared. 
Xbefe  Men  therefore  that  were  appre^ 
hended  there,  Alexander  was  now  re- 
folved  to  puiriih.    He  fummoned  the 
whole  Legion  to'  appear  armed  before  ^ 
|he  Tribunal,  whither  the  Prifoners  '  ^  " 

were 
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were  all  brought ,  that  they  might  fee 
he  did  not  fear  them.    He  put  them  in 
mind  of  their  Ancient  Difcipline,  into 
which  he  introduced  nothing  new ;  bad 
them  remember  what  great  things  that 
had  wrought ;  exhorted  them  not  to 
follow  the  Pattern  of  the  late  Reign ; 
and  told  them  plainly,  that  if  any  of 
them  (hotild  drink^  and  bath,  and  keep 
Womens  Company,  he  would  punim 
the  OfKrnders ,   be  they  who    they 
would,    with   death.     This    Speech 
heightened  their  Fury,  and  with  great 
Irreverence  they  fct  up  a  loud  Cry  at 
what  Alexander  faid.    *  Keep  your  Ex- 
clamations, fold  the  fearlefs  Emperor^ 
till  you  meet  your  Enemy ;  then  they 
are  neceflary,  but  not  when  they  are 
ufcd  againft  your  Prince :  Your  In- 
JirtiSors  (n)  never  taught  you  this; 
tliey  taught  you  to  Ihout  in  the  Field, 
when  you  were  to  engage  with^  Ger^ 
ma$fSj  or  PerJtanSj  but  never  befwe 
his  Tribunal ,  who  takes  the  Corn, 
the  Clothes^and  the  Mony  of  the  Sub- 
jc6ks  of  the  Provinces,  to  give  to  yen. 
Stop  your  Clamours,  or  I  (hall  break 
you  immediately :  Feffow^oUiers  yon 
will  be  no  longer;  and  how  to  call 
you  fo  much  as  Romans  (o)  I  know 
not/  f .  4* . 

S»4-  This  Language  jput  ^tbe  Legion    A.Q 
put  of  all  patience,  and  Ibmeof  them    %^%. 
pointed,  their  Arips  at  him,  t^r^atning  ^-oro

*  nate,  and  the  People  of  Rome^  will 
Vnot  fail  to  revenge  my  Blood/  When 
this  did  QOt  move  them,  at  laft  he  laid, 
Romans  hegme^  and  lay,  down  your  drnif* 
This  pofiriye  Sentence  (buck  them  all ; 
they  pulled  o(Fi  their  Soldiers  Habits, 
0Od  went  each  Man  to  their  feveral 
Lodgings ;  They  laid  down  their  Arms 
alfo,  which  the  Emperor's  Guards  that 
were  then  upon  duty,  carried  to  the 
Camp-  The  E^cample  impreft  an  Awe 
upon  the  whole  Army,  and  no  Man  af- 
terwards during,xhat  whole  War  ofler'4 
to  make  any  dmurbance.  Thirty  day '$ 
after,  Alexander  being  applied  to ,  to 
forgive*  that  Legion,  he  reftored  theni 
agen  to  their  former  Place,  .onely  he 
puniflied  thofe  Officers  with  Death, 
who  had  connived  at  thofe  Liberty's 
which  had  occaAoned  fo  gr^at  Difor- 

ders.

X3X.     afterwards  fignal  Service  in  tht  Perfiam 

t-OTNJ  War,  lamented  his  Death  more  affc* 
^ionately  than  any  other  pare  of  his

*^P-  ^3.  that  were  the  immediate  Authors  of 
ills  Death. 

J'.  J.  The  War  againft  the  PerfioMS 
was  the  firft  that  Alexander  ever  under- 
took in  PerfoH.  Some  Infttrre<3ions 
there  had  been  before,  but  they  were 
fupprcfl  by  the  Governors  of  the  fe ve- 
ra! Provinces  where  the  Difturbances 
arofe.  Lampridius  mentions  one  of 
this  Nature   in  piauritanta  Tingitana^ 

Cup.  s8.  another  in  Armenia^  the  firft  of  which 
was  quieted  by  Fitrim  VeifnSy  and  the 
ftcond  by  Junius  PaltnatuSy  befides  a 
third  which  was  more  confiderable  in 
or  near  IHjricum ,  which  was  cruihed 
by  Varius  Macrinus  his  Kinfman.  Thi$ 
lad  is  mentioned  in  his  Medals  to  have 
happened  in  the  Year  CCXXIX  or 
CCXXX  i  in  memory  whereof,  if  he 
did  not  triumph ,  ya  a  Triumphal 
Chariot  is  impreft  upon  his  Coins ,  on 
which  VICTORY  over  the  GER- 
MANS  is  infcribed  (^).  The  Senate 
upon  this  offered  him  the  Titles  of 
JUauritanicHS  J  ArweniacHS,  and  Germa^ 

nicMS ;

§.  6.  But  thefe  were  inconfidcrablc  t^'Vv^ 
matters,'  in  comparifoo  of  that  War 
v/hich  he  managed  in  Perfdn  againft 
ArtaxerpceSy  which  was  begun  in  the 
Year  CCXXXII,  or  CCXXXI,  at  the      * 
fooneft  ({).    ArtaxerTCts  was  a  Man  of 
no  Birth,  who  from  very  mean  begin- 
nings  had  got  together    fo    great  a 
Strength,  that  in  the  Year  CCXXVI 
he  killed  his  Sovereign  Artahanus  King 
of  Farthia^  the  laft  of  the  Arfacidae^ 
and  reftored  the  Sovereignty  of  that 
Kingdom  once  more  to  the  Ancient^ 
Ferjians.    The   Account    which  Aga-^ 
thias  gives  of  this  Man  is  exceeding 
drange :  He  fays  chat  one  Fahecus  a  Fer-  P«gc  61. 
fian  Shoomaker,  very  skilful  in  Judicial  «^*V.^** 
Aftrology*  finding  by  his  Art,  that  one 
Sajan  a  Soldier  who  accidentally  quar- 
tered in  his  Houfe,  would  have  a  Son 
chat  fliould  rife  to  great  Honor,  or* 
der^d  his  own  Wife  to  lie  with  this  Sa[an^ 
chat  ihe  might  have  a  Child  bv  him. 
She  did  fo,  and  having  a  Son,  this  Fa^  \ 

hecui  bred  him  up  as  his  own.     The 
Boy  for  Lucks  fake  was  called  Art^ 
Achfburujbfit  ^ Artaxares^ot  ^ArtaxtrxeSy  •Ag^Ahf. 
as  the  Greeks  pronounce  it.    This  was  L'^*^ 

aRoial     *'  ^^' 
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a  Rbiai  Name  among  the  aociefit  Kaogs 
of  Perfia.    When  he  grew  up,  being  a 
dating  bafy  Man,  ftc  to  raue  and  Ib- 
606^'.  ^"  "^^^  difturbances,  he  got  the  Magi  of 
his  fide,  who  were  the  great  Oracles  of 
the  People,  tho  not  fo  much  in  credit 
at  that  time  with  their  Kings,  as  they 
had  been  in  former  Ages.     By  this 
means  he  gathered  a  powerful  Party  to* 
gether,  with  whom  he  fet  upon  Arta* 
ianus  the  laft  Parthian  King,  whom  in 
three  Battles  he  entirely  defeated,  and 
at  lall:  killed.    In  him  ended  the  Line 
of  the  ArfacidaCy  after  they  had  reign- 
ed in  Parthia^  or  Perfia^  as  it  was  now 
once  more  called,  above  CCXX^LXX 
Years. 

g.  7.  This  extraordinary  Succeis  rai- 
fed  Artaxerxes  to  a  mighty  height.  He 
efteemed  himielf  as  the  fecond  Foun- 
der of  the  Perfian  Monarchy,  and  no- 
tliing  lefs  than  another  Cyrus.  He^ 
threatned  to  recover  all  that  the  Ro^ 
mans  held,  that  once  belonged  to  the 
Perfians^  as  far  as  the  Maritime  City*s 
of  the  Le(2er  Jfia^  which  were  anci- 
ently little  Grecian  Commonwealths* 
Mffopotamia  lay  next  him,  which  was 
then  in  the  Romans  hands,  and  having 
beiieged  Atrac ,  the  City  where  Trajan 

and 
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and  Severus  failed  before,  he  i efdvfed    ^.  C 
to  invade  Mefopetamia  afcer  he  had  ca^-    ai8  ? 
ken  it ,  which  he  reckoned  would  be  t-^^y^s^ 
no  difficult  Prize.     But  ^/ra^  proved  ^ 

as  impregnable  to  him,  as  it  had  been 
formerly  to  thofe  Warlike  Rmum  Etnpe^ 
rors.    For  after  he  had  made  9  Breach  q;^  jq 
in  the  Wall  ^  he  loft  great  Numbers  of  Ffag  Edit, 
his  Men  in  an  Ambufcade^  which  obli*  p*'  Vai«f. 
ged  him  to  rife  from  before  the  Town.  P"  ^  ^'  . 
Hereupon  he  laid  afide  his  defign  of  fal-* 
ling  upon  the  Remans  for  feme  time^ 
and  went  into  MeJia^  where  hefubdu* 
ed  a  great  pare  of  the  Country :  Whilft 
ibme  for  fear,  and  (bme  through .  forcci 
fubmitted  themfelves  unto  him.    From  oio  «*i/«- 
thence  he  went  into  Armenia  where  his  r^  &  p. 
Fortunq  left  him.    There  the  Sons  of  ^**  '^• 
Artabanm  had  gotten  together  a  Body 
of  Men ,  partly  of  Natives,  partly  of 
Meies  and  Parthians ,  who  fled  thithec 
for  Relief.     Thefe  being  defperate,  for- 
ced Artaxerxesj  upon  an  Engagement, 
to  retire  into  Ferfiaj  where  he  let  them 
alone  for  a  while,  and  bent  his  whole; 
Strength  againft  the  Romans^  whom  he 
then  looked  upon  as  the  eafier  Prey^- 
For  the  andrat  /{<ri»^  Difcipline  WdS 
fo  broken,  thro  the  Luxury  of  former 
Reigns,  and  the  Impunity  thai  attend^

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A.  C    ed  it,  thac  now  their  (landiog  Atmies 
xi8?  would  fcarcely  obey  any  of  their  Com-

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War,  would  have  an  incertain  Uliie :    A.  C

bouring Barbarians :  And  to  put  him 
in  mind  of  the  Vidtoty^s  which  Augu^ 
ftuSj  trajany  L.  Ferus^  and  Severus^  had     '    • 
obtained  againll  the  Parthians.

S.9.  But  this  Embady  fignified  lit- 
tle. Artaxerxes  rely'd  upon  the  Weak- 
nefs  of  the  Rpmansj  as  much  as  he  did 
upon  his  own  Strength.  Alexander 
therefore  raifed  *  a  very  great  Army,  ■  Herod, 
and  after  ^  he  had  given  a  noble  Dona-  jj>"<^-5\j' 
tive  to  his  Soldiers,  he  prepared  for  §.  ,0! 
bis  Journey  (j).  The  Senate  and  the 
People  were  exceedingly  grieved  at  his 
going  from  them :  They  parted  with 
him  with  Tears  ^  for  they  knew  the 
Chance  of  War,  and  they  de&aired  of 
meeting  with  fuch  a  Succeflor ,  who 
would  be  fo  true  a  Father  to  them  as  he 
bad  been.  Alexander  wept  too  along 
with  them ,  out  of  Tendernefs ,  not 
Cowardife,  as  Herodian  would  have  us 
think.  He  went  by  the.  way  of  Ilhri' 
cum  to  view  his  Legion$  there,  and  to

/4/fl/ic  Dominions,  6r  oth«f«Wfe  to  let 
him  know  that  he  might  ek^ed  to  fed 
Ihe  utmoft  cffiefts  of  their  Matter's  U- 
dignation.  This  Edbafly  confifttd  rf 
400  Men,  all  of  them  Perfofts  of  die 
chiefeft  Qaality,  With  Habits  and  Equi- 
page fuitable  to  their  Monarch's  Great* 
nels :  They  queftion'd  not  but  toftrike 
Terror  into  the  RmnanSy  and  liiakc  thea 
lay  aHde  all  thoughts  of  oppOJfing  iuch 
a  mighty  Prince,  ierved  oy  foch  glic- 
tering  SubjecSts.  The  Emperors  of  R0me 
not  being  accuftomed  to  fuch  threat- 
ning  Meflages,  AlexanJer  ftript  theft 
400  Ambafladors  of  all  their  fine 
Clothes,  and  fent  them  into  PbrygU,

j".  II.  But  this  defign,  how  wifely 
foe  vet  laid,  mifearried  (if  we  may  be- 
lieve Herodian  )  in  every  Branch.  The 
Army  that  was  to  break  into  Media 
thro  /^tmeniay  was  fo  battered  with  pa& 
fing  over  the  deep  Armenian  Moun- 
tains, which  the  Summer  Seafon  had 
juft  made  paflable,  that  they  had  much 
adoe  to  get  into  Media.  When  they 
were  there  however,  they  made  great 
havock,  burning  and  fpoiling  where- 
ever  they  came.  The  Perfian  Army 
that  was  fcnt  thither  to  oppofe  them, 
was  not  able  to  "drive  them  out  of  the 
•  .  Countrey  ,  becaufe  Q  being  chiefly 
'''  ^  ^^  Horfe  )  they  could  not  march  in  that 

Rocky 
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Rocky  and  uneven  Region;  fo  that  all    A,C. 
they  could  do,  was  to  prevent  the  Ro^    Z33. 
mans  from  making  fo  much  ipoil  as 
otherwife  they  might  have  done.    In 
the  mean  time  New^s  was  brought  that 
the  Seci>ni  Body  had  croft  the  Euphra^ 
tesy  and  broke  into  the  mod  Eallerly 
parts  of  Tarthia ,  and  were  marching 
directly  forward  into  T^rjia^  into  the 
Heart  of  the  Kingdom.    The  Perfian 
Emperor    herupon    leaving  fo  much 
Force  in  MetUa  as  would  keep  the '  Ra^ 
mans  at  a  Bay ,  went  with  his  whole 
Army  againft  this  fecond  Body.    The 
third  Army  which  Alexander  himfelf 
was  to  have  commanded  in  Perfon, 
ftayd  with  him  in  Mefopotamia ,  and 
never  croft  the  Tigris  at  all'  to  go  into 
Ferfia^  which  was  the  ruine  of  both 
the  reft.    For  thofe  that  went  by  the 
way  of  Ctejiphonj  exfpeding  t;o  be  met 
by  the  main .  Body ,  marched  towards 
the  Place  where  all  the  three.  Bodies 
were  to  rendezvous;  when  of  a  fud- 
dain  Artaxerxes  fell  upon  them  ere  they 
were  aware,  and  encompaft  them  as 
within  a  Net,  and  by  (hooting  at  them 
on  every  fide,  diftreft  them  forely.  The 
RawMn  Army  thus  furrounded,  ftood 
clofe,  and  defended  one  another  with

They  were  uneaiy  iiXewife  at 
their  Companions  Misfortune;  ^nd  to 
add  to  their  grief^  the  Forces  in  Mkdiii, 
chat  were  lent  for  home ,  the  Winter 
boing  now  come  on,  Were  molt  of  them 
fiaryed  with  Cold,  or  loft  their  Limbs 
upon  the  /fnviMiM  Hills ;  fo  that  com* 
paradvely  fpeaking,  very  few  of  that 
great  Body  got  fyit  to  Antiocb.    And 
thus  what  with  Cold,  what  with  Sick- 
ae£^  and  what  with  the  Sword,  every 
part  of  M^anJers  Army  was  confide- 
rably  damaged,  and  the  remainder  di& 
contented  againft  himfelf.

The  Account  which  Lampri- 
gives  us  of  this  War,  is  diredly 
coitrary  to  Her^Jians^  which  he  had 
ieen,  and  contradids.    He  fay's  that  i^,  Aieic 
Alexander  went  with  a  powerful  Army  cap.  59. 
againft  Artaxerxes^  and  conquered  him 
in  a  formal  Engagement :  That  he  went 
in  Perfon  throughout  his  Army,  giving 
neceflary  Orders,  and  encouraging  his 
Mc«i :  Tbat  during  the  Fight ,  when 

114  he 
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A.  C.  he  wa^  within  reach  of  his  Enemy's 
x3  3.  Weappos,  he  iliew'd  great  Proofs  of  his 
<-or^  Perfonai  Courage  ;  and  that  as  the  doe 
reward  of  lb  much  Bravery,  he  got  an 
abfolute  Vidory  at  laft.  He  recovecM 
Mefopotamia  thereby  entire ,  and  then 
after  dividing  the  iSpoils  which  they 
took,  among  his  Soldiers,  he  returned 
to  Antioch.  The  Perfian  Prifoners  were 
fbon  redeemed ;  and  if  they  belonged 
to  private  Soldiers,  the  Ranlbm  was 
given  to  them ;  otherwife,  it  was  put 
into  the  Public  Treafury. 

§.  14.  It  may  now  tie  very  reafbna- 
bly  asked,  which  of  thele  Accounts  is 
the  trued ;  for  I  can  ice  no  way  how  to 
reconcile  them.  Lampri^us^s  Autho- 
rity ,  I  muft  own,  is  of  more  weight 
with  me  than  Herodians ,  becaufe  he 
tranfcribes  the  original  Speech  which 
Alexander  made  to  the  Senate,  out  of 
the  Journals  of  the  Senate-Houfe.  Be- 
fides,  there  is  reafbn  to  believe  that 
fome  of  thofe  many  Medals  which  were 
ftruck  by  the  Senate's  Order  (u)  in 
memory  of  the  Vidlory's  of  this  IN- 
pag^Ta.  VINCIBLE  AUGUSTUS,  have  a  re- 
lation  to  his  Advantages  againft  Artax* 
erxes.  INVINCIBLE  is  an  Epithet 
fcldom  given  (w)  to  any.  Emperor  that

However,  there  was  a  neceffity  for 
AkxauJcr  to  come  back  to  Rome,  where 
he  triumphed  Seft.  x$.  CCXXXIV,  cp.  j<j. 
wiih  gf^ac  StDi^tamky.    His  Chariot  &?•  9  7. 
was  drawn  by  iW  IJephants,  and  the 
whole  $enaE<»i  Kn^hts,  and  Peopde,        ^ 
wi(h  an  iniinice  Throng  of  Women  and 
Children,  efpecially  Soldiers  Wives, 
atteaded  him  from  thie  Csfk^  to  thf 
Palace,  crying,  tfow  Rome  isfafe,fince 
Alexander  isjafe.    After  that,  he  exbi* 
biccd  the  Shew*s  of  the  Cmus  ,  and 
diftriboced  his  Y'l"  and  laft  Uherality 
to  the  People  (j),  and  made  a  new 
Eftal^ifluiiese  for  Boy's,  whom  he  calr 
led  MMwani,  and  Girls  who  were  cal- 
led Mamatanm,  in  imitation  of  that 
which  Marcus  made  in  Honour  of  his  frui,f„fr». 
Wife  Pai^iva.    When  thefe  things  were  p.  97 
over,  he  went  directly  forwards  againft 
the  Gernums.

Of  Alexander'^  Death :  of  his  Mur-- 
derer  Maximinus  :  With  fame 
^Particulars  of  his  way  of  Living. 

5".  i.T  V  7  E  know  nothing  Gercaio  of 
VV  the  Reafons  of  this  gene- 
ral Revolt  of  the  Germans.  It  is  pro- 
bable Alexander  withdrew  thofe  Penfi^ 
msy  or  leiiened  them  at  leaft^  which 
CaracaBa  granted  to  the  Germans  when 
he  bought  his  Peace.  The  Reaibn  that 
makes  me  think  fo^  is  becaufe  he  refu- 
fed  to  grant  new  ones  to  fome  People 
that  impatiently  begged  for  them,  and 
that  valued  themfelves  as  much  as  any 
of  thofe  that  had  Tenfiens  already.  We 
have  an  Account  of  one  difpute  of  this 
nature,  between  the  Carpiy  and  tuBkus 
^•^*  MenophUns^  the  Governor  of  ^i^^  un* 
^^{  dcr  Alexander  {z).  They  applied  them- 
felves to  him  for  a  Penfio'nj  thinking 
that  they  deferved  as  much  as  the 
Qoths^  who  were  conftantly  p2id.    Me-

When  they  came,  he  took  no  notice  of 

them  ,  but  whiUt  they  let  forth  theit 

Cafe,  he  talked  with  his  Officers,  as 

if  that  were  a  matter  of  greater  mo* 

ment.    This  Treatment  amazing  the 

Carpiy  they  defired  onely  to  be  inform* 

ed  why  the  Goths  had  PenfioHs  ,  and 

they  had  none.

•mJ?^.  The  Caufes  and  Manner  of  his  Death 
^  Eufeb.   are  differencly  related.    The  moft  like- 
Chron.^^  ly  Account  is ,  That  Maximinus  who 
Opir  Jn  fucceeded  him,  laid  the  Train,  and  en* 
Mjx.  c.  7.  flamed  the  Soldiers  againft  their  Prince^ 
that  he  might  get  the  Empire.  .  He  was 
ZofimJib.  then  Commander  of  the  Pannonianl^t^ 
'*  P-  '4-    gions,  and  had  the  greatest  Reputation 
for  Military  Skill,  of  any  Man  in  Ale^ 
xanders  Army.    The  Soldiers  having 
Hwodiao  been  now  XIII  Years  under  one  Man^s 
^^  Command,  and  not  finding  fuch  fre- 
quent and   large  Donatives   as  Re- 
volutions ufually  bring  along   with 
them,  longed  for  a  Change.    Maximi^ 
nus  too  had  in  all  probability  poyfoned 
the  minds  of  his  own  Men  with  Noti- 
ons of  Alexanders  Cowardile  and  Co- 
vetoufnefs,  and  filled  their  Eleads  with 
Hopes  of  great  Glory,  if  he  could  but 
manage  the  War,  and  large  Rewards  if 
they  would  remove  Alexander  ^  and 
make  him  Emperor.  WhiUt  things  (tood 
thus,  fome  Legions  mutinyed;  .thole 
Ljfpp.  in  Alexander  chreatned  to  break :  He  had 
Aiex.c.59  done  the  fame  before  at  Daphne  ^  and 
iaiut,  cum  ^^^  alway^s  inflexible  when  his  Autho-

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rity  wds  cdlled  in  Queftton.    Biit  how    A.O 
the  Army  was  debauched,  and  thcGaU    235. 
lie  Legions  would  n.ot  bear  thac  which  <^nrv^ 
the  Syrian  Legions  contentedly  fubmit- 
ted  to.    This  Accident  Maximinus  laid 
hold  of,  and  fent  fomc  Germans  into 
Alexanders  Tent  to  kill  him,  when  he 
was  laid  to  fleep  after  dinner^  fufpecS- 
ing  no  Confpiracy.    The  Guards  then 
in    waiting  at   the  Tent-door  being  Lamp,  m 
afleep,  one  of  the  Company  was  fent  ^^^^  ^'^^ 
in  to  aflaffinate  the  Emperor,  whilfl: 
the  others  watched  without.    The  Em- 
peror being  awake;  took  notice  of  the 
Man,  and  asked  him  what  be  wanted^ 
and  whether  he  hrought  any  Intelligence 
from  the  Enemy.    This  fudden  Quefti- 
on  asked  with  fb  little  concern,  flruck 
the  Fellow,  who  exfpeiStcd  nothing  but 
Death  for  entring  the  Prince's  Tent 
without  Orders  j  and  therefore  he  re- 
turned to  his  Companions,  and  dcfired 
their    Afliftance ,    who    immediately 
broke  in,  and  dabbed  him  with  feveral 
Wounds.  Thus  Lampridius  relates  rliis 
Story^

^-oro  by  his  Courage  and  Care  of  them  bad 
won  their  Hearts ,  and  Hatred  to  Ar 
texandety  whofe  Weaknefs  had  caufed 
the  Expedition  againft  the  Perfians  to 
be  unfuccefsful,  and  whofe  Coveco.ui- 
nefs  had  made  it  not  worth  their  while 
to  ferve  him.  When  they  offered  .Ma- 
'  ximinus  the  Purple^  he  pretended  (  fays 

vhifnfrs.  Herodian)  xo  tti\xi^  it  with  Indignati- 
on,  and  tore  the  Imperial  Robes  with 
which  they  clothed  him ;  and  nothing 
lefs  than  their  drawn  Swords  could 
force  him  to  take  the  Title  of  Augufim. 
Thefe  LegioQs  that  had  thus  proclaim- 
ed MaximinuSj  lay  at  Ibme  diflance 
from  the  reft  of  the  Army ;  they  refol- 
ved  therefore  to  make  hail,  and  pre- 
vent the  new's  of  their  Rebellion  by

ged them  by  vaft  Donatives,  their  al- 
lowance of  Corn  was  doubled,  and  ha 
gave  them  a  general  Pardon  for  all  that 
was  paft.  When  thcfe  Legions  had  thus 
fettled  their  Affairs,  they  fct  forward 
againft  their  Emperor, 

§.  $.  The  new'sof  ihisRifing  being 
brought  to  Alexander^  he  was  in  no 
fmall  concern ;  he  knew  whom  he  had

to  do  with ;  and  where  fo  much  Ingra-^  j.  C 
titudc  muft  concur  with  other  Vices,  13  j. 
he  fuppofed  no  good  was  to  be  exfpecft-  ^--^vnj 
cd.  However ,  he  immediately  ac*  uby'f |'J. 
quainted  his  Army  with  this  Attempt 
of  the  PannonjanSj  and  fet  forth  the 
Ingratitude  of  Maximinus  very  fully. 
He  promifed  them  to  give  what  they 
could  defire,  and  to  redrcfs  any  Grie- 
vances that  they  fhould  complain  of. 
He  was  anfwer'd  with  Acclamations, 
and  Promifea.  that  they  would  ftand  by 
him  to  the  laft.  Next  ntoirning  about 
break  of  day,  Intelligence  came  that 
Max'minus  was  near,  and  the  Dull  and 
Noife  that  were  perceived  at  a  diftance 
confirmed  the  Report.  Alexander  hcre- 
,lipon  drew  his  Men  kito  the  Field,' 
again  imploring  their  Afliftance ,  and 
inrreating  them  to  (land  by  him  whom 
they  had  bred  up,  and  with  whom 
they  had  now  lived  near  XIV  Years,- 
without  any  murmurings  of  either  fide. 
But  he  foon  found  he  was  betrayed ; 
moft  of  his  Men  laid  down  their  Arms, 
and  drew  off'  to  Max'minus :  Qther^ 
accufed  the  Captain. of  his  Guards,  and 
his  own  Friends,  as  the  CaufeS  of  this 
Revolt.  Others  laid  all  the  blame  up- 
on Mdmaid^  whofe  Avarice  undid  her 
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A^O  felf  and  her  Son.  Thus  they  ftood  ex« 
xi$.    poftulating  with  difFerenc  Cries,  till 

^-"^VN^  JUaximinus  came  up ,  who  commanded 
^them  to  leave  a  niggardly  Woman,  and 
a  Boy  blindly  led  by  his  Mother,  and 
go  over  to  a  Man  of  Wifdom  and  Cou- 
rage, ^  to  their  Fellow^Soldier  and  Com- 
panion in  Arms,  who  knew  how  to  go* 
vcrn  Men ,  and  command  an  Army. 
The  Soldiers  accepting  his  Invitation, 
Akxander  retired  to  his  Tent ,  where 
he  was  killed  by  a  Tribune  and  ibme 
Centurions  fent  by  Max'minus  for  that 
purpofe,  in  his  Mother's  Arms ,  accu-

$,  6.  This  was  the  unfortunate  End 
of  Severus  Alexander ,  a  Prince  every 
way  worthy  of  a  better  Fate  ^and  a  long- 
er Life.  His  Murderer  Maximinus  adds 
to  his  Character ;  for  nothing  but  fuch 
a  Monfter  of  Cruelty  and  Ingratitude 
could  have  attempted  the  Life  of  fuch 
a  Prince^  Maximinus  was  not  fo  much  as 
a  Roman  by  his  Birth.    His  Father  was 

^  a  Gbthy 
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•  a  Gofby  and  his  Mother  an  Aknej  who    A.C. 
lived  in  a  fmall  Village  on  the  borders    23  5^, 
of  ThracCy  where  he  was  born.     In  his  ^-oro 
Youth  he  kept  Sheep  \  and  being  of  *f^i'^^^ 
a  gigantic  Stature  and  proportionable  ^  Cap.  t.  * 
Strength,  he  often  fliew'd  his  Ck)urage  ^^^^^ 
in  repelling  thofe  that  came  to  rob     '^ 
him  or  the  Shepherds  of  his  Neigh- 
bourhood. "  He  was  firft  taken  notice 
of  upon  a  Birth-Day  of  Geta^  fecond 
Son  of  Severusj  who  took  that  occa-  C^pk.  m 
fioh  to  divert  his  Army,  by  exhibiting  f^^^^ 
fbme   Military  Shews.     Severus  Was 
probably  then  in  Tl^r^c^,  but  what  Year 
it  was  we  know  not.    'Maximinas  was 
then  a  Youth  ,  at  leaft  *  Eight  Foot  « Cip.  g, 
high,  handfom  ^  and  ftrong,  and  com-  ^  ^^pp* 
ing  to  the  Camp  to  fee  the  Sports,  was  ^'  ^ 
ibon  taken  notice  of.    He  could  icarce  ' 

fpeak  a  word  of  Latin ,  however  he 
made  himfelf  to  be  underftood  in  his 
requeft  to  try  a  Match  of  fighting  with 
any  Man  in  the  Raman  Army.  Being 
a  Bariarian ,  it  was  thought  .  beneath 
any  Roman  to  fighj;  with  him,  fo  be 
was  matched  with  fome  Gladiators, 
fixteen  of  whom  he  fuccdiively  con^ 
quered  at  a  heat.  Severus  amazed  at 
this,  ordered  him  prefently  to  be  en- 
lifted  as  a  Legionary  Soldier.    Soon

Macrinus  killed  Caracalla^  he  would  not 

Cip.4-      ftrve   under  his  Matter's   Murderer, 

but  retired  to  his  Native  Countrcy, 

where  he  bought  an  Eftate,  a,nd  lived 

privately.    Under  Elagalalus  he  came 

to  Court  again ;  but  that  brutifli  Prince 

foon  difgufted  him  ;    whereupon  he 

rambled  about  till  £/4^^^^tf//yj  died.   He 

had  a  Legion  given  him,  to  tempt  hini 

.    Capp.  ^,y.  to  flay  at  Court,  wjiich  he  did  not  care 

'  for,  but  lingred  up  and  down,  ibme- 

times  flaying  in   the  Countrey,  and 

fometimes  pretending  he  was  fick.  His 

Charadler  then  was  very  good ,  for  he 

Was  brave  and  popular  among  the  Sol-

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.  diets,  and  withfl  ftridly  kept  them  to    A.  C. 
their  Duty.    This  mdoi  Alexander  vc-    235:. 
ry  kind  to  him  aflbon  as  he  came  to  the  i-or^o 
Empire.    He  brought  him  into  the  Se-  q    ^ 
nate,  and  made  himtrihune  of  a  new- 
raifed  Legion,  that  he  -might  form  it 
to  his  mind.     Maximinui  anfwer'd  his

.  §.  7.  Which  when  he  had  cffedcd, 
it  is  incredible  what  Cruelty  he  ufed 
to  fecure  himfelf.     *  All  Alexanders  * Hciol 
Friends  he  kill'd  without  mercy.   ^  All  ^^^'^.  ^• 
that  knew  him  in  his  mean  Eftate,  he  Mai^c.  jj! 
looked  upon  as  Enemy's,  becaufe  they 
could  reproach  him  with  his  original 
Poverty  :  Thofe  therefore  he  cut  off 
without    remorfe.     Thefe   Severity's 
foon  created  him  Enemy's,  who  partly 
out  of  Refped  for  Alexander  that  was 
killed,  and  partly  out  of  Hatred  to 
him,  endeavoured  to  turn  him  out  of 
that  Government  which  he  had  now, 
feized  upon.    One  Magnus ^  9  Man  of  Cap.  ic^.

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foon  a,ft:ec  his  Inauguration  framed  a 
Confpiracy  to  dcftroy  him.  Maxima 
nus  was  to  march  with  his  Army  againft 
the  Germans  over  a  Bridge,  and  when 
he  was  over,  the  Bridge  was  to  be  bro- 
ken by  thole  that  guarded  it,  who 
were  pricy  to  the  Defign,  and  he  was 
to  be  let  loofe  to  the  Fury  of  his 
JLnpn^y  s.  Some  thought  tlie  Plot  w^as 
contrived  by  Maximinus  himfelf ,  wlio 
wanted  a  pretence  to  deftroy  his  Ene- 
my s,  or  tholb  at  leaft  whom  lie  thought 
lb.  Whoever  contrived  it ,  it  is  cer- 
tain he  mad?  ule  of  it  to  kill  40cx>  Mca 
without  Form  of  Jufticc.  None  were 
pardoned  that  were  once  exaniined; 
and  very,  few  had  that  favour,  if  it 
was  one,  as  he  managed  it,  to  be  exa* 
mined  at  ail,  but  were  butchered  with* 
out  any  fort  of  Trial.  He  perlecuted 
Euftb.  H.  the  Chriftians,  onely  becaufe  Alexander 
«p.  28  favoured  them,  a  great  part  of  whofe 
Family  had  embraced  the  Chriflian 
Faith,  He  was  as  covetous  as  cruel, 
and  gave  free  Encouragement  to  In- 
formers ',  who  charged  whom  they 
would,  with  what  Crimes  they  plea- 
fed,  that  they  knew  would  pafs  for 
fuch  at  Court ;  and  none  that  (hey  in- 
formed againfl:  were  fafe.

Such  quality's  foon  made  Ma^ 
ximinus  odious  as  well  as  terrible  to  the 
whole  Empire.    His  Victories  againft 
the  Germatfi  did  not  allay  the  People's 
Rage  againil  him ;  There  is  no  doubt 
but  he  did  great  things  againft  them : 
Alexander  was  killeq  for  his  Cowardice, 
that  atleaft  was  given  out  by  the  Crea-  lib.y.s.!. 
curesr  of  Maximinus  j   and  Maximinus^ 
was  fet  up  for  his  AbiHty's  and  Skill 
in  War.  It  was  neceflary  therefore  that 
he  (hould  fhew  it,  that  the  Empire 
might  think  they  got  by  the  change. 
Accordingly  he  croft  the  Rhine  With  a 
mighty  Arm^,  and  broke  into  Germany. 
Alexander »  as  has  been  laid  already, 
had  got  a  Noble  Army  together  of 
Ofrhoeniansy  Parthians^  and  MoreSy  with  Hcrodian 
the  (landing  Legionary  Forces  of  the  lib.<^.§.i^. 
Empire,  which  were  all  drawn  to  the  [[b  ^  sT. 
Qerman  Frontiers,  excepting  what  were 
abfolutely  neceflary  for  Garifons  in  the 
other  Borders.     All  thefe  Maximinus 
had  now  with  him,  bcfidcs  great  Addi* 
tions  whicli  he  made  to  his  Army  him- 
felf.     With  thefe   Forces  he  invaded 
Ge-mjiiyin  the  Year  CCXXXVr,  where  ^  .  . 
for  3  or  400  Miles  he  wafted  all  be-  SxA". 
fore  him.     The  Germans  retired  into 
Woods  and  Mariihes,  leaving  every

Nations  ?is  fat  as  the  Northern  Ocean, 
Mibc.13.  which  CfaV*s  Herodian^  who  loved  to 
ctiut  cnm  raife  the  Glory  •of  Maximinus^  thereby 
"b'yl""  t<^  depfefs  Alexanders  )  had  he  lived, 
he  would  certainly  have  effeded. 
^    §.  9.  But  WTOt  fignified  Victories 
abroad,  when  fcarccly  fewer  of  his  Sub- 
jects, upon  frivolous  Pretences,  were 
murder'd  at  home,  than  pnemies  flain 
in  the  Field  ?  What  fignified  it  to  bring 
home  Spoils  of  conquered  Enemy's , 
"id.  §  8.     when  his  own  People  were  daily  fpoil- 
cd  of  what  they  had  ?  Informers  had 
now  full  Liberty  againft  every  Man ; 
and  upon  old  forgotten  Pretences  it 
was  a  common  thing  to  ruine  Men  in 
an  inftant;  to  reduce  thofe  one  day  to 
Beggary,  who  the  day  before  abounded 
in  Wealth.     This  is  Herodian^^   own 
pomplaint,  who  in  this  Cafe  may  cer- 
tainly be  believed.     The  People,  fay*s 
he,    bore  with  thefe  things  till  they 
were  tpuchcd  themfelves ;  for  inferior 
perfons  do  often  with  pleafure  fee  their 
Betters  ruined,  and  thofe  who  perhaps 

oppreft 
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opprcft  them  formerly,  brought  to  a    A.C 
Condition  below  themfelves.  But  when    x^6. 
Maximinus  came  to  feize  (  as  he  did  at  ^^^'VNJ 
Jaft)  upon  the  PubUc  Stock   of  the  jajb,  jo, 
Cities  of  theEmpire,  upon  thelmages^ 
and  Treafury's ,  and  Shrinks  of  their 
Peity's,  and  upon  the  Mony  which  was 
fee  afide  for  their  Diverfion  in  their 
Public  Shews^  and  to  (quander  it  all 
upon  his  Soldiers,  the  Empire  univer- 
fally  murmur'd.     They  curfcd  his  Ar- 
my's as  the  invidious  Caufes  of  their 
Oppreffion,  to  fatisfy  whofe  infatiable 
Avarice,  ail  that  they  valued  moft  was 
taken  from  them*    They  were  ready 
therefore  and  longing  for  a  Change, 
when -in  the  Year  CCXXXVII ,  in    ^.e 
Africa^  one  of  the  quieted  Provinces    237. 
of  the  Empire,  that  Flame  broke  out,  c.x'vno 
which  in  a  ihort  time  confumed  Maxi- 
miffus* 

JT- 10.  The  Procurator  of  the  Dijlrid 
jjf  Carthage y  who  was  al way's  feverein 
his  Condemnations,  had  among  others 
fined  fome  Young  Gentlemen  very  hea- 
vily, upon  fome  Caufe  for  which  they 
were  brought  before  him  :  The  Fine 
.  was  fo  great,  that  had  it  been  Icvy'd, 
it  would  have  ruined  them.  But  there 
was  no  Remedy  j  the  Sentences  of  Ma- 
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A.C    ximinuss  Officers  were  never  taken  off 
1,37.    They  durft  indeed  do  no  ocherwiie, 
^-^"V^^  becaufe  they  Knew  they  fliould  be  ior 
form'd  againft,  and  then  they  might  be 
undone  themielves.     Thefe  Gentlemen 
therefore  knowing  what  they  were  to 
exlpcd,  defired  onely  three  day's  pimc 
Hcrodian  to  pay  their  Fine.    In  thsft  time  they  . 
iib.yS.io.  g^^  together  great  numbers  of  difafiec^- 
cd  Pcrfons,  with  their  Servants,  who 
arming  themfclves  of  a  fuddain^  broke 
in  early  in  the  morning  on  the  third 
day,  upon  the  Procurator,  and  killed 
.  hihi ;  and  then  being  defperate,.  went 
to  Antonius  GorJianus^  Proconful  of  A' 
fric^  an  old  Man  of  near  LXXX  Years 
of  Age,    who  lay  then   at  ThjfJrum^ 
where  this  bufinels  happened.     This 
Gordianus  had  been  put  into  that  Em- 
•  Capir.  in  ploy  mcnt  by  *  the  Senate  in  Alexanders 
Max.c.14  ixmQ.  and  had  a  great  Reputation  for 
dunisca.  his  Integrity  and  Lenity.    Him  this 
Company  refolvedto  proclaim  Aiig$i^ 
ftusy  fuppofing  that  when  one  Stroke 
was  ftruck,  they  Chould  find  Abettors. 
The  old  Man,  tho  with  difficulty^  ac- 
cepted of.  the  Honor,  and  then  took  ail 
neceflfary  care  to  pi:eferve  himlelf  in  it. 
For  there  was  no  going  back,  he  muft 
'  now  either  proceed,  or  peri(h«  He  was

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owned  with  great  Joy  at  Rtme^  and  the    A.  C

^ufti.    Maximinus  lay  at  Sirminm  when  ^-otn-* 
the  New's  was  brought  him  of  what  "jj",^'*" 
the  Africans  had  done;  and  feme  time  15/16.* 
after,   he  marcht  towards  Italy  ^  not 
queftioning  but  to  be  thoroughly  re- 
venged of  all  his  Enemy's  in  a  fliort 
time.

low,  he  might  find  no  difficulty. 

^.11.  In  the  mean  time  iht  GorJians 
had  but  a  fhort-livcd  Reign  in  Africa. 
It  was  a  Procenfular  Province  al way's 
under  the  management  of  the  Senate  : 
For  there  being  no  need  of  {landing 
Forces,  the  Emperors  fuffered  the  Se- 
nate CO  nominate  its  Governors  from 
time  to  time.  So  that  the  Inhabitants 
were  wholly  unable  to  fuftain  a  War, 
when  CapelianuSy  Governor  of  NmiJia 
a  Frontier  Province,  declared  ^or  Afaxi- 
tninus.

Upon  the  firft 
approach  o£  Cape  lianus's  Army  y  the  old 
Man  hanged  himfclf ;  fo  that  both  Fa- 
y  ther  and  Son  did  not  enjoy  even  the 
Image  of  an  Empire  quite  two  Months. 
§.  IX.-  This  however  broke  no  mea- 
fures  at  Rome.  The  Senate  upon  the 
New*s  of  the  Gorrf/ans  death  loft  no 
time,  but  chofc  immediately  Pupienas 

iulyp.  Maximus,  ^ndClodius  BalhinuSj  invert- 
ing them  both  with  equal  Power  (c), 
that  one  might  go  againft  MaximinuSt 
and  the  other  ftay  at  Rome  to  take  care 
of  the  Empire ,  in  cafe  of  Accidents. 
Maximus  was  got  as  far  as  Ravenna  in 
the  way  towards  Maximnus^  v/henthe 

Hero(fim  Head  of  his  Enemy  was  brought  him. 

Ilka  J.17.  ^[jQ  was  killed  by  his  own  Men  before 
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Aquileia.    For  Max'minus  in  the  Spring    ^.  C^. 
CCXXXVIII,  had  croft  the  ^//^  with.     ^38. 
out  any  difficulty,  when  he  found  the  v^^^v^^ 
Gates  of  Jquikia  (hut  againft  him,  the 
Countrey  round  being  quite  deftroy'd, 
and  all  Provifion  and  For  rage  taken 
away,  fo  that  his   Army  was   almol^ 
ftarved.    Befides,  Maximinus  qould  get 
no  Intelligence  any  other  way  ,    for 
every  Pa^ge    that   led   into  Italy  by 
Sea  or  Land,  was  carefully  (hut  up,  ibi(l§i}; 
and  Senators  who  had  been  in  Army  s 
formerly,  were  fent  with  choice  Troops 
to  guard  the  Polls  through  which  they 
apprehended  Maxintinus  would  ended-. 
vor  to  break  in.    Menophilus  alfo,  and  ib.  5. 4; 
CrifpinuSy  two  Conliilar  Men  ,  threw 
themfelves  into  Aquileia ,  which  was 
full  of  Men  andProvifions^  and  taught 
the  Inhabitants  to  defend  the  Town  du« 
ring  the  Siege.    It  was  defendedxwith 
fo  much  Obllinacy  and   Sl^ill,  that  at 
lad  Maximinus  kUjed  feveral    of  his 
chiefelt  Officers  for  their  Negligence,  ib.  §.ia. 
as  he  apprehended,  in  carrying  on  the 
Siege.  This  enraged  his  Men  lb  much, 
that  at'  laft  fome  of  his  own  Guards  j,  j 
killed  him  and  his  Son  at  the  door  oC 
his  Tent,  and  puttiQg  their  Heads  up^ 
on  Poles,  fliew'd  theni  to  the  Aquilei^ 
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A.  C.    MSy  and  then  fenc  them  by  the  wa7  of 
a3  8.    Ravenna  to  Rome.    Thofe  indeed  that 
^-^''V^^  firft  framed  the  Confpiracy  to  take  him 
ofTy  were  particularly  alienated  from 
him,  upon  the  account  of  their  quar- 
Ib.  s.  14.    tring  upon  the  Albane  HiU  near  Rome^ 
where  their  Wives  and  Children  now 
lived  ;  f«  that  they  could  not  with  pa- 
tience think  upon  the  Ravage  Maximi^^ 
nus  would  have  made,  if  he  had  bro- 
ken into  Italy.    Yet  fetting  the  Panno^ 
nians  ,  thracians  y  and  the  barbarous 
part  of  the  Army  afide,  th^ic  Aliani^ 
Vid.  §  14.  ^^s  (  as  they  were  commonly  called  ) 
coHst.  cum  did  nothing  but  what  the  Army  in  ge-

J.  14.  Alexander ^  as  to  his  Perfon, 
is  defcribcd  to  have  been  handfomc  and  t^,nip.  in 
ftrong,  and  one  that  took  great  Care  Alex,  c  4. 
of  his  Health.    His  Stature  was  about 
Six  Foot  ( ^/)  J  which  in  a  Prince  that 
was  often  to  appear  at  the  Head  of 
great  Numbers  of  Men  ,    was  very 
graceful.    He  had  a  quicknefs  in  his  jj^,    , 
Eyes,  that  made  it  uneafy  for  any  Man 
to  look  long  and  attentively  upon  him.  . 
He  had  an  admirable  Sagacity,  fo  that 
he  would  frequently  penetrate  into  the 
Thoughts  of  thofe  who  came  to  him 
about  any  Bufmefs ;  and  his  Memory 
was  admirable,  which  help'd  him  much 
in  the  difpatch  of  it.    He  fcems  to 
have  been  an  Enemy  to  unneceflary

That 
the  Romans  might  think  themfelvcs  a 
free  People,  he  j)ut  down  that  Cuftom 
of  Adoration  which  Elagahalus  began 
to  introduce,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Kings  of  the  Eaft.  But  nothing  fteWd  las 
unaSeded  Modefty  more,  than  his  ob- 
ftinatc  Refufal  of  the  Name  of  Amtmii- 
U  CI  p.    fiiis^  (  which  was  not  folely  refiifed  oQt 
^■■""'     of  Hatred  to  Elagahalus\  and  of  the 
Title  Great  J  both  which  the  Senate  ea- 
gerly preft  him  to  accept.    He  was  vc^ 
Cap.  4^  &  ry  courteous  to  all  that  he  fuffcr*d  to 
'^  come  into  his  Prefence.    He  would  vi-

Poets  J  and'he  kept  ^rgifs  Image  with 
the  Images  of  Cicero  and  AchiOes ,  in 
his  fecond  Lararium^  where  the  Ima-  Cap.  31. 
ges  of  his  fecond-rate  Heroes  were 
prefervcd.  Horace  alfo  he  had  an  efteem 
for,  and  Serenus  Samonicus^  who  was  &p  30. 
his  particular  Friend  and  Acquaintance. 
Mathematics  he  was  particularly  fond 
of,  efpecially  Muficy  in  which  he  ex- 
celled, playing  upon  feveral  Mujicalln- 
firtments  with  groiat  Skill;  tho  after  he  c^p.^.. 
was  Emperor,  he  would  never  fuffer 
any  but  his  pomeftic  Servants  to  be 
prefent  when  he  plaid  or  fung.    And 
as  a  farther  proof  of  his  Efleem  for 
Letters,  he  gave  Salaries  to  Profeflbrs 
of  Mathematics  ,   Rhetoric ,  Grammar  ,  Cjp.  44.

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PhyfiCy  Mechanics^  znd  ArcbiteSure^  ap- 
pointing them  places  where  they  ihould 
read;  and  maintained  great  numbers 
of  poor  Free-Mens  Children,  in  order 
to  tiieir  being  inftrudted  in  one  or  other 
of  thefe  Sciences.  This  he  did  ac 
Rome.  And  in  the  Provinces  he  often 
gave  Penfions  to  Advocates,  to  encou- 
rage them  to  be  eminent  in  their  Pro- 
feflions,  efpecially  when  they  were  ge- 
nerous in  their  Practice  (/).  Oratory 
and  Poetry  he  thought  wet?  neceflary 
parts  of  Learning ,  and  tlierefore  fre- 
quently went  to  hear  the  Public  Exer- 
cifes.of  the  Orators  and  Poets ;  but  then 
they  were  particularly  charged  to  (ay 
nothing  in  Commendation  of  himfelf, 
which  he  would  never  bear  with ;  but 

Cap  35'  rather  to  make  Harangues  in  praife  of 
Alexander  the  Great  ^whom  'tis  evi- 
dent he  had  a  vanity  to  injitate^f,  or  of 
fome  of  the  ancient  famous  Men  of 
Rome. 

§.  1 6.  His  way  of  Living  >yas  tliis : 
Every  morning  aflbon  as  he  was  up,  if 
he  had  not  been  with  his  Emprefs ,  he 

Cap.  29.  facrificed  in  his  private  Chappel,  where 
were  the  Images  of  his  chiefeft  Herpes. 
Otherwife  he  diverted  himfelf  withfifli- 
ing,  or  walking,  or  going  out  in  his 

Cha. 
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Chariot,-  or  hunting,  unlcfs  he  had  par- 
ticular Bufinefs  to  hear  Caufcs,  or  to. 
go  to  Counfel.  ( For  common  matters 
were  wholly  left  to  his  Council ,  in 
whom  he  had  a  particular  confidence.  3 
When  that  was  over,  he  ufually  Ipent 
Ibme  time  in  readings.     F/j/i?'sDifcour- 
fes  of  Qommon-Wealth ,   Ctceros  Ofices  Cap. 30. 
and  Common-Wealth  ,  were  Books  he 
much  delighted  in.    Tho  befides  them, 
he  often  read  Orators  and  Poets ,  and 
Lives  of  Famous  Men.    When  he  was 
weary  of  reading,  he  would  fometimes 
play  at  Tennis,  and  forae rimes  wreftle 
or  run,  and  then  bath :  His  Bath  was 
generally  cold,  and  he  would  {lay  in 
about  an  Hour ;  and  if  he  exercifed,  he 
was  al  way's  anointed  before  he  bathed. 
He  would  cat  fome  Bread,  and  Milk  ^ 
or  Eggs,  when  he  came  from  bathing, 
and  then  ufually  went  to  dinner.    His 
Table  was  commonly  filled  with  his 
Friends ,  and  their  DifcQurfe  was  of 
matters  of  Learning  ,   and  frequently 
fome  Greek  Author,  or  Latin  Poet  was  Cap.  34. 
read  to  him.    His  Meals  were  alway*s 
neat  even  to  cxcefs,  but  feldom  fplea*- 
did.     Inftances  of  his  Thrift  of  that 
kind    arc    prcfervcd ,    which   appear 
very  ftraigc  ro   us   ac   prefent^   for 

L  1  3  he 
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Cap  37-  he  is  faid  to  have  taken  an  Account  of 
his  Wine,  and  Bread,  and  Meat  hioir 
felf.  He  ate  much,  efpecially  Fruit, 
and  drank  freely,  but  never  .to  excels  ; 
tho  when  the  Officers  of  his  Armies 
were  about  him,  he  would  drink  to 

jSip.  3  9.  them  in  memory  of  Alexander  the  Greats 
and  then  they  might  pledge  him  as 
largely  as  they  pleafed.  This  was  a 
Cuftom  TraJM  brought  up ,  thinking 
perhaps  thereby  to  ingratiate  himfeif 
with  his  Soldiers.  After  dinner  his 
Secretary's  attended  ,    and    then    he 

pap.  31.  ^rote  Letters,  or  figned  Petitions,  or 
any  other  Public  Papers  which  ihey 
brought  him.  In  the  clofe  of  the  day 
his  Friends  came  about  him,  with  whom 
he  would  talk  familiarly  ;  and  as  he  had 

pap  44.  abundance  of  Wit,'^  fo  he  would  be  ve- 
ry pleafant  and  entertaining  in  his  Dif* 
courfe. 

§.  1 7.  He  afFeded  great  Plainnefs  in 
his  Habit.    He  never  wore  Garments 

Pp  40-  all  of  Silk,  and  nevef  gave  away  any 
of  half- Silk.  His  Wardrobe  was  al- 
way's  changed  once  a  Year  ,  which 
made  the  diflributions  of  Garments  to 
thofe  who  were  to  receive  them  from 
the  Prince,  come  the  oftener,  and  thpfe 
idiftributions    he    would    particularly 

'  overr 
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overlook  hwifelf.     The  Jewels  that  he  c^p.^!. 
found  in  the  Treafury  he  fold,  and  ap- 
plied  the  Mony  to  theUfes  of  the  Pub- 
lic, allowing  the  Emprcfles  bat  very 
few,  and  uiing  none  about  himfelf.  An 
Arabailadof  having  once  prefented  his  dp.  si- 
Wife  with  two  Pearls  of  an  unufual 
Bulk  and  Weight,  he  fet  them  to  fale: 
But  being  of  too  big  a  Price  for  any 
Jeweller  to  venture  upon ,  he  ordered 
them  to  be  fet  as  Pendants  in*  the  Ears 
of  a  Statue  of  f^enuSy  not  fuffcring  his 
Wife  to  wear  them ;  laying,  it  might 
bo  of  ill  Example  to  the  Public,  for  an 
.  Empreis  to  wear  Jevyels  of  too  great  a 
Price  for  any  private  Man  to  purchafc. 
He  alway's  wore  the  Toga  Pur  a  in  Rome  Cjp.  40. 
(g)  and  the  Cities  of  Italy :  He  never 
put  on  the  Toga  piila^  but  when  he  was 
Cofifuly  not  the  Praetextay  but  when  he 
&crificed,  and  then  too  he  wore  it  as 
High'Priefl ,    not   as  Emperor.    This 
Gravity  in  his  Apparel  was  imitated  by 
all  the  Men  of  Quality,  whofe  Wives 
alfo  followed  the  Fafliion  of  the  Em-  op  41. 
preflcs,  which  was  exemplarily  grave 
and  plain. 

S.  i8.  He  was  very  magnificent  in 
his  Buildings.  Befides  his  Genercfity 
towards  tlie  Memory  of  former  Empe- 

\.\  4  rors, 
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Cap.  ft  J.     rors,  wbofe  Works  he  repaired,    lie 
made  Noble  Baths  in  Romcy  neat  chofe 
that  Nero  built ,  which  he  gave  to  the 
.  Public,  and  which  long  afterwards  bore 
his  Name.    He  began  a  Court  of  Jufiice 
C.p  25.    in  Rome^  called  from  him  Bafilka  AU^ 
sandrwa^  loo  Foot  broad  ^  and  looo 
Foot  long,  all  upon  Pillars,  which  would 
have  made  a  mod  beautiful  Piazza  un- 
derneath ;  but  that  he  fini(hed  not,  be- 
ing prevented  by  Death.    He  repaired 
the  Temples  of  Jfis  and  Sarapis  very 
beautifully.     He  built  fevcral  Magni- 
ficent Edifices  at  Baiae^  with  Ponds  or 
<^^P  ^^     Canals  adjoming,    of  an   alloniihing 
Size,  into  which  they  could  let  in  the 
Sea :  Among  others,  he  eredted  a  Pa- 
lace there,  which  he  called  by  his  Mo- 
ther Mamaed^  Name,  in  Honour   of 
whom  he  named  alfo  forae  new  Apart- 
ments that  he  made  in  the  Palace  at 
Rome.    He  fet  up  large  Statues,  fomc 
on  Foot,  fome  on  Horfeback,  in  Uervds 
Forum,  in  memory  of  all  his C^jw/^cmW 
Predccefibrs,   with   Infcriptions  upon 
Pillars  of  Brafs,  giving  a  Ihort  Account 
of  their  Adions,  in  imitation  of  Au-^ 
gtipuSy  who  had  done  the  lame  for  the 
Great  Men  of  Ancient  Rome  in  his  own 
Forum  formerly.    He  brought  alfo  Sta. 
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tues  of  other  Great  Men  that  were  not  c^p  26. 
Emperors,  from  many  other  places,  and 
fct  tliemup  intrajans  For  urn  ^  inimita-  ytdefu^rs, 
lion  of  Marcus  J  who  had  done  thehke  p-  n"- 
lor  thofe  that  were  killed  in  his  fecond 
German  War. 

§.  19.  He  feems  not  to  have  been 
jealous  of  Rivals  in  Power  of  any 
fort.    Several  ofFer'd  af  the  Empire  du- 
ring his  time,  who  came  to  nothing. 
Zofimus  names  two,  one  that  called  Lib,  r.  p. 
himfelf  Antoninus^  and  one  Uranius ^  n- 
who  w^ere  both  immediately  cruftied. , 
A  Third  there  was,  a  Man  of  Quality, 
Ovinius  Camillus  ( ^ ),  who  try'd  like- 
wife  to  form  a  Party ,  which  was  foon  L^^p  ;„ 
difcovered  to  the  Emperor.    Alexander  AUx.  c  p. 
was  fo  far  from  being  difturbed  at  it,  ^^* 
that  he  fent  for  CamiUus ,  thank'd  him 
for  taking  care  of  the  Common-Wealth, 
and  for  undertaking  thac  which  good 
Men  declined.     He  carried   CamiOus 
afterwards  to  the  Senate,  where  he  de-  ^ 

dared  him  Partner  with  himfelf  in  the 
Empire ,  an  t  put  Imperial  Robes  upon 
him,  which  were  richer  than  his  own. 
After  that,  /ilesander  invited  him  to 
go  eicher  alone,  or  along  with  himfelf, 
againfl:  the  Perfians  ;  and  when  he  went 
himlclf  on  foot,  to  iliew  his  Army  that 

he 
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the  Munificence  of  his  Buildings,  and 
his  Remiffion  of  Taxes  when  the  Peo- 
ple were  over-charged,  do  ill  confift 
with  fo  much  Avarice  as  Mamaca  is 
charged  with. 

^.  XI.  For  it  is  agree'd  by  all,  that 
never  Son  \yas  more  obfervant  of  a  Mo- 
ther, than  Alexander  Was  of  Mamaea. 
Herodian  (ay's  (he  perliiaded  her  Son 
to  marry  a  Wife ,   and  then  becaufe 
Mother-in-Law  and  Daughter  could 
Llb.6. 5,5.  ^ot  agree,  iMiiiw^^^  compelled  the  young 
Emprefs's  Father  to  fly  to  the  Camp 
for  flicker,  and  afterwards  got  him  kil- 
led, and  then  baniflied  the  young  La- 
dy into  Lthya\  whilft  Alexander  was 
forced  tamely  to  fit  by,  and  endure  thefe 
Indignity's.  Nay,  he  accufes  her  befides 
,  of  undoing    Icveral  Pcrlbns  by  falfe 
Ibid.  §.  4  Accufations,  that  ftie  might  feize  their 
Eftates.  Could  Mamdea  have  been  capa- 
ble of  fuch  Injuftice,  flie  was  very  ill  in- 
truded in  the  Chridian  Faith.     But  it 
depends  wholly  upon  Herodian^  finglc 
Evidence,  amd  lb  we  may  fafely  disbe* 
lieve  it,  becaufe  it  is  not  fuitable  to  the 
reft  of  her  Charader.     And  as  for  the 
In  Lamp.  Story  of  her  mifufing  her  Son's  Wife, 
Alex.  cap.  we  havc  a  contrary  Authority  of  Dexfp^ 
*^*         puSy  a  Writer  of  that  time ,  to  juftify 

her. 
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her.  For  he  fay's  that  Macrianus  the 
Lady's  Father  was  made  Caefar  by  Ale- 
xander ^  and  then  confpired  againfl  him, 
for  which  he  was  killed  ,  and  his 
Daughter  turn'd  away.  There  is  no 
Queftion  but  flic  was  frugal,  and  truly 
there  was  reafonfor  it.  The  Maximes 
of  Severus^  which  were  fo  exadly  pur- 
fued  by  CaracaOay  had  made  the  Guards 
and  LegionSy  the  Guards  efpecially ,  fo 
exorbitant  in  their  demands,  that  Icarce 
any  Donatives  would  content  them. 
So  much  had  been  Iquander'd  amongfl: 
them,  that  they  knew  not  what  to  ask. 
It  was  necejjary  therefore  for  Emperors 
alway's  to  keep  a  confiderablc  Treafurc 
by  them  ,  that  they  might  prefcntly 
quiet  any  fuddain  Tumult. 

S-  2x.  Efpecially  for  thofe  Princes 
that  were  bent  upon  Reformation,  this 
was  (till  more  necejjarj.     Alexander  had 
his  Soldiers  to  ftruggle  with,  one  where 
or  other  during  his  whole  Reign.     His 
Guards  gave  him  much  trouble  at  firft. 
By  what  D/r^nfay^s,  'tis  evident  that  P  9*7  D- 
Alexander  was  forced  to  wink  at  many    jg  ^[ 
things,  and  to  delay  the  Punilhment  of 
fome  Criminals  that  had  not  a  little  de- 
ferved  it,  for  a  great  while.     He  durft 
not  let  Dion  come  to  Rome^  when  he 

had 
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had  made  him  Conful  with  himfclf',  be- 
caufe  his  Severity's  in  Fannonia  towards 
the  Legions  there ,  had  fo  much  enra- 
ged his  Guards.  And  it  is  probable 
this  was  rcmembred  to  Alexanders  pre- 
judice till  his  death  >  becaufe  Maximi- 
»w  was  fet  up  by  the  Panntmian  Legi- 
ons. Before- the  breaking  out  of  the 
Perfian  War,  the  Mefopotamian  Army' 
killed  their  Leader  becaufe  he  was  a 
ftri(3:  Governor,  and  many  of  his  Sol- 
diers deferred,  and  went  over  to  th^ 
Terfians ,  rather  than  they  would  be 
fubjed  to  the  Roman  Difcipline.  Ak-- 
xander  broke  a  whole  Legion  at  once 
for  their  difobedience,  and  other  Legi- 
ons mutiny'd  at  the  fame  time.  The 
Herodian  Aegypttans  and  Syrians  would  then  have 
iib.6§.i2.  f^j.  up  ^  „g^  Emperor,  probably  that 

Uranius  whom  Zojimus  mentions.  All 
thefe  things  certainly  gave  Alexander  a 
world  of  Trouble,  efpecially,.  when  ha- 
ving no  Children,  all  his  Family  cen- 
tred in  himfelf.  It  was  no  wonder  then, 
if  he  and  his:  Mother  were  follicitous 
to  get  a  miehty  Treafure,  to  diftribute 
upon  occauon ,  when  they  could  no 
other  way  ftem  a  Tide. 

^•Z3:  He  had  Three  Wives,  and 
Was  unfortunate  in  all  of  them,  upon 

tho 
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the  Account  of  their  bringing  him  no 
Children.  Macrianuss  Daughter  we 
have  already  heard  of.  Befides  her  he 
had  two  *  others,  Mewmia  Daughter  of 
one  Sulpicius  a  Confular  Man  (/) ,  and  ^«P-  *» 
SaHuftia  Barbia  Orbiana  (nij.  This  pro-  ^'"^  ^^ 
bably  wa^  the  laft,  becaufe  he  did  not 
marry  her  till  the  Fifth  Year  of  his 
^eign ;  and  her  Medals  being  nume- 
rous, give  us  Reafons  to  think  that  (he 
lived  feveral  Years  with  her  Husband. 
CONCORD  is  irifcribed  on  moft  of 
iter  Latin  Coins,  which  fliew*s  that 
there  was  a  perfedt  good  Underftand* 
ing  between  Alexander  and  her  :  And 
f  ECUNDITY  being  infcribed  upon 
none  of  them^  is  a  probable  Argument 
that  ihe  never  had  a  Child. 

$.  ^/^.  Alexander  was  particularly  de- 
firous  that  Poftwity  (hould  Ipeak  well 
of  him ;  and  that  is  given  as  one  Rea- 
fon  of  his  Refped  to  Men  of  Letters, 
who  could  give  Ages  to  come  an  Ac*  '  ^^'  ^* 
count  of  him,  and  of  his  Adions.  Up- 
on that  fcore  therefore  we  may  «fl;eem 
him  unfortunate  in  the  Lofs  of  lb  many 
Hiftorians  that  wrote  his  Life,  of 
whom  we  have  no  more  preferved^ 
than  what  Lampridius  thought  fit  to 
collcift-    Several  Writers  of  that  Age; 

who 
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who  iiad  opportunity's  of  knowing  th<; 
Truth,  gave  Accounts  of  his  Adions ; 
and  Lampridius  more  than  once  appeals 
to  their  Autliority,  againft  the  mifrc- 
prefeotations   of   Herodian.     Aurelius 
Cap  3.      Thilippuiy  one  of  thefe  Hiftorians,  was 
his  Freed-Man,  and  in  his  Childhood 
dp.  17.    had  been  his  Tutor.     Encclpius  was 
*  Ibid       known  to  him  familiarly.     *  Septimius 
*&p.<j4.  *ind  ^  Ach^lius  are  mentioned  as  Wri- 
ters of  Exadlnefs,  and  Acholius  is  faid 
to  have  obferved  very  minute  Paflages 
of  his  Life.  Dexippuss  Authority  Z^w- 
Cap  49.   pridim  has  help'd  us  to,  to  vindicate 
the  Reputation  of  Mamaea  j  and  Gargi^ 
Cip  37.    lius  Mart  talis  is  mentioned  as  anObfer- 
ver   of  trivial  matters  j  from  whom 
however  ,  had   he  been  exllant,  wc 
might  have  learnt  many  things  which 
would  have  cleared  fome  difficulty^ 
concerning  which  we  arc  always  like  to 
continue  in  the  dark.    The  multitude 
of  his  Hiftorians  clearly  fliew^s  that 
Alexander  was  admired  in  his  own  Age 
as  an  Extraordinary  Prince,  ftnce  every 
thing  he  did  was  thought  to  be  worth 
remembring,  and  fo  what  one  omitted, 
others  ftill  were  ready  to  fupply. 

JT  2  J.  But  tho  wc  want  a  great  deal 
concerning  him,  yet  we  know  that  that 

Age 
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Age  did  exceedingly  lamenc  his  Death. 
He  wa^  confecrateJy  but  at  whofe  Re-  Cap.iTj. 
quell:  we  know  not.    He  was  buried 
very  magtiificeQtly  at  Rome^  and  had  an 
*  Honorary  Monument  fet  up  for  him  in.  •  cenots^ 
Gaule.    And  his  Birth-day  was  kept  vc-  !>*«»• 
ry  religioufly  for  many  Year's  after  in 
Honte.    The  Romans  knew  whopi  they 
loft,  and  as  they  loved  him  when  he 
was  alive,   fo  they   reverenced  him 
when  he  was  dead.    And  had  he  lived 
at  any  otker  time,  his  Lofs  woyld  have 
()een  more  lamented^  becaufe  he  mighc 
have  lived  much  longer. 

§.  x6.  For  tho  in  fome  fenfc  it  might 
be  thought  aHappinefs  to  Alexander  as 
^ell  as  to  the  Empire,  that  he  fucceed-^ 
ed  Elagahaksy  becaufe  his  Glory  flione 
the  brijghter  for  the  Vices  of  Iris  Pre- 
deceflbr^  and  his  Subjects  wanted  ^ 
iPrince  of  his  Virtue  to  redrefe  fuch 
enormous  Abrufes  as   the  late  Reign 
muft  neceflarily  have  occafioned :  Yet  , 
abfolutely  confidered,  it  muft  be  rec- 
koned as  his  greateft  Misfortune  that 
be  came  to  the  Empire  when  he  did. 
For  Difeafes  of  Nations  may  fometimes 
be  incurable ,  as  well  as  thofe  of  pri- 
vate Men.    The  Account  which  has 
Ibeen  given  of  Alexanders  Fredecelfors 
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from  the  Death  of  Marcus^  will  1  hope 
give  a  tolerable  Idea  of  the  State  of  the 
Empire  when  he  took  it ;  of  the  Great-^ 
nefs  of  the  Difficulties  he  had  to  ftrug- 
gle  with  ;  and  of  the  Caufes  of  that 
Greatnefs.  And  nothing  can  create  ia 
us  fublimer  Notions  of  the  Bleffings 
which  a  good  Prince  brings  to  Man* 
kind,  than  Reflexions  upon  thofe  great 
things  which  this  Young  Emperor  was 
able  to  tScdt^  in  a  Government  fo  dil^ 
orderly  and  fo  depraved  as  the  Reman 
was  when  he  governed  it. 
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(m)\  FpTlow  LsmfruliMs*s  Accoont  here,  becaiile  in  ^        ^ 

*  this  Life,  where  he  differs  from  Her$disn,  be  ^^'  '^^'' 
leems  to  buve  been  much  mote  exafi.  He  was  nice 
in  gathering  Particnlars  concemmg^/fxjiy^,  tho  he 
put  them  together  withoiit  any  Order.  He  fays 
jfbxmider  lived  XXIX  Years ,  III  Months,  and  VII 
Days  ;  and  reigned  XIII  Yeats  and  IX  Djys.  It  is 
certain  he  was  killed  in  the  Year  CCXXXV.  Then 
if  Eli^aBslus  was  killed  in  March  CCXXII  according 
to  Dnns  Calculation,  jltntmuUr  was  bom  in  Decern^ 
her  CCV.
